Military Climate Goes on Trial

Thousands of people who 
receive mental health and 
substance abuse services 
through the San Francisco 
Health Department will no 
longer receive such care, if 
budget cuts ordered by May¬ 
or Frank Jordan go into ef¬ 
fect. 

The cuts are part of a $56 
million reduction in the Health 
Department’s proposed $624 
million budget that the Health 
Commission approved on May 
11 and forwarded to the mayor. 

The cuts would reduce 
acute care beds and sharply 
curtail outpatient services at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal, and cut beds for patients 
needing skilled nursing ser¬ 
vices at Laguna Honda Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Under the scenario, more 
than 82,000 outpatient visit 
appointments to the hospital 
would be eliminated. 

“We have tried to maintain 
as many primary care, mental 
health, and substance abuse 
services as possible, but ulti¬ 
mately have had to reduce 25 
percent of our our total pri¬ 
mary care capacity, about 30 
percent of the severely men¬ 
tally ill from the adult mental 
health system, and about the 
same from our substance 
abuse services,” said Health 
Department director Ray 
Baxter. 

“These cuts are extremely 
painful and will result in 
thousands of individuals no 
longer receiving service. 
Nonetheless, they represent 
out best professional judge¬ 
ment about what can be re¬ 
duced given the grave circum¬ 
stances,” he said. 

The department will con¬ 
tinue to reduce senior and 
middle level management to 
a target level of 25 percent 
from the level already re¬ 
duced last year. 

The Health Department 
has eliminated 39 and down¬ 
graded nine positions, for a 
total of 47 out of 201 senior 
and middle managers, to 
meet the goal of saving more 
than $3.2 million. 

Critics of the proposed 
budget cuts charge that Jor¬ 
dan is jeopardizing lives and 


destroying the public health 
system in San Francisco by 
demanding the cuts. 

Dick Fein, M.D., former 
Chief of Staff at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital, de¬ 
nounced the cuts as “not re¬ 
sponsible government, and 
not responsible politics.” Fein 
called the cuts “fiscally irre¬ 
sponsible, morally irresponsi¬ 
ble, and morally wrong.” 

Fein urged the Commis¬ 
sion to not accept the Baxter 
budget as a protest of the 
cuts, and said that the cuts 
will lead to deaths of poor 
and indigent people needing 
health care through the public 
health system. 

Fein’s concern was 
echoed by other health care 
providers. 

“In my honest opinion, 
there is no question that peo¬ 
ple will pay the price with 
their lives,” said Barbara 
Rogers, M.D., a physician at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

“I’ve never heard such con¬ 
cern in 15 years,” said Roger 
Stein, Chief of the Medical 
Service at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. Stein said the 
cuts are “extremely short 
sighted” and that scheduled 
outpatient visit cuts total 
more than 50 percent of the 
total outpatient visits to the 
hospital. 

He also slammed the May¬ 
or’s Office for “Orwellian 
newspeak” in calling the cuts 
“downsizing,” and said that 
the cuts threatened the hospi¬ 
tal’s relationship with the 
University of California San 
Francisco, which trains physi¬ 
cians at the hospital and also 
provides clinical services to 
patients. 

Although there are no cuts 
slated for AIDS care pro¬ 
grams in the Health Depart¬ 
ment, it is a mistake to as¬ 
sume that services used by 
people with AIDS will not be 
affected, said AIDS Office As¬ 
sociate Director David Kahn. 

“People with AIDS use the 
services that are part of San 
Francisco General Hospital, 
including the pharmacy, the 
laboratory, radiology.” 

Kahn said it was a decep¬ 
tive notion to think that peo¬ 
ple with HIV would not be af¬ 
fected by service reductions 
because of the budget defi¬ 
cit. ▼

On the first Mother’s Day 
since her gay son was beaten 
to death, Dorothy Hajdys 
traveled to Washington, D.C., 
to speak before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
considering lifting the mili¬ 
tary ban on gays. 

Hajdys went to talk about 
her son, sailor Allen Schind¬ 
ler, who was killed last year 
by a shipmate after announc¬ 
ing he was gay. Hajdys hoped 
to tell senators that without 
the ban, and the hostile cli¬ 
mate it fosters, her son might 
still be alive. 

Committee Chair Sam 
Nunn (D-Georgia) told Hajdys 
she couldn’t speak at the 
hearings. 

But Nunn won’t stop Ha¬ 
jdys. Backed by lesbian and 
gay activists, she is deter¬ 
mined to wrestle justice from 
the U.S. Navy — but it’s a jus¬ 
tice the Navy can’t serve. 

The anti-gay sentiment 
championed in congressional 
committee hearings is em¬ 
braced in the military. It’s a 
value worth fighting the pres¬ 
ident for: gays and lesbians 
are not as good as straight 
people. It’s alright to curse 
them publicly. It’s natural to 


hate them. Killing one of 
them is not like killing a real 
man or woman. 

Dorothy Hajdys knows 
those truths firsthand. Her 
story cannot be told in Senate 
hearings because she asks a 
question Sam Nunn can’t an¬ 
swer: How can the anti-gay 
climate that bore her son’s 
murder be good for the mili¬ 
tary or America? 

How can a Navy steeped 
in that intolerance fairly in¬ 
vestigate the death of a man 
thought to have been mur¬ 
dered because he was gay? 
Accused pleads guilty 

Schindler was beaten to 
death in a gruesome attack 
last October when his ship, 
the USS Belleau Wood, was 
stationed in Sasebo, Japan. 
Terry Helvey, a shipmate 
charged with premeditated 
murder in the killing, pleaded 
guilty on May 3 to a lesser 
charge of accidental murder. 

A judge has not decided 
whether to accept Helvey’s 
plea or prosecute him on the 
premeditated murder charge. 
Jurors are scheduled to be 
seated May 24 for the court- 
martial set to begin June 1. 

But even if Helvey goes to 
trial, the brutal truth about 
his murder — and the events 


that led to it — may never 
come to light. 

For months, Hajdys, gay 
activists, and sailors off the 
Belleau Wood have charged 
the Navy botched the murder 
investigation from the begin¬ 
ning. Evidence suggests the 
Navy has ignored important 
information and tailored its 
findings to absolve Navy offi¬ 
cers of any responsibility for 
Schindler’s death. 

Conflicting accounts 

Another sailor implicated 
in the murder, Charles Vins, 
served less than four month’s 
jail time after pleading guilty 
to lesser charges and agreeing 
to testify against Helvey. Af¬ 
ter Navy investigators cut the 
deal with Vins, they learned 
that Vins, too, had assaulted 
Schindler, according to a May 
10 article in The New York 
Times. 

But that doesn’t jibe with 
the story Navy officials gave 
Hajdys. She said the Navy 
told her last December that 
witnesses saw three men 
fighting in the incident that 
ended with Schindler’s death. 

And Keith Sims, a friend 
of Schindler who served 
aboard the Belleau Wood, 
said he saw five people man-

The Hawaii Supreme 
Court last week propelled 
that state toward becoming 
the first in the nation to sanc¬ 
tion same-sex marriages, 
when it ruled that Hawaii’s 
ban on gay marriages may vi¬ 
olate the state constitution. 

The court did not strike 
down the state’s prohibition 
on lesbian and gay marriages, 


instead ordering a lower 
court to decide whether the 
marriage ban violates the con¬ 
stitution. 

But the high court, in a 3-1 
ruling, declared that “mar¬ 
riage is a basic civil right” 
and that the ban on same-sex 
marriage “is presumed to be 
unconstitutional” unless the 
state of Hawaii can prove in 
court that it has a “com¬ 
pelling” reason for prohibit-

ing gay marriage. The case al¬ 
most surely will return to the 
high court, because the losing 
side in the upcoming lower 
court decision is likely to ap¬ 
peal that ruling. 

If same-sex marriages are 
declared legal in Hawaii, the 
implications would be nation¬ 
wide, because other states 
may be forced to recognize 
any gay or lesbian marriage 
performed in Hawaii, said 


Carl Varady, legal director of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Hawai’i, which is 
helping to represent the three 
same-sex couples who filed 
the lawsuit against the state. 

For example, that may 
mean that a San Francisco 
couple could marry in 
Hawaii, and the state of Cali¬ 
fornia then would have to rec¬ 
ognize the marriage when

Fiddling Priest 
Nabbed at Rest Stop

“Oh, laugh or mourn with 
me the rueful jest, 

A cassock’d huntsman and 
a fiddling priest!” 

— William Cowper (1700- 
1800), The Progress of Error 

A 60-year-old Antioch, Cal¬ 
ifornia, Roman Catholic priest 
is one of seven men charged 
with soliciting sex from an 
undercover sheriff at a Liver¬ 
more freeway rest stop in ear¬ 
ly May. 

The Reverend Paul A. 
Devine, pastor of St. Ignatius 
Catholic Church, was charged 
on May 3 with engaging in a 
lewd act in a public place and 
will be arraigned on May 18 
in Pleasanton Municipal 
Court. 

Devine was arrested at the 
North Flynn Road rest area 
along Interstate 580 near Liv¬ 
ermore, according to 
Sergeant James Knudsen of 
the Alameda County Sherrif s 
Department. 

Devine’s attorney, Michael 
McCabe, said in news ac¬ 
counts that Devine was “re¬ 
lieving himself alongside a 
country road” when he was 
arrested by an undercover 
sheriffs deputy at the rest 
area. 

A police report filed by 
Lieutenant Vic Smith, howev¬ 
er, indicated that while in a 
van with two other deputies, 
Smith observed Devine in a 
car with flashing brakelights, 
which Smith believed was a 
cruising signal. 

Smith also said in the re¬ 
port that Devine offered to 
perform a sex act with him 
and was arrested by the 
deputies, taken to Santa Rita

Jail, cited, and released. 

Knudsen told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the 
Alameda County Sheriff s De¬ 
partment is not conducting a 
full-time undercover opera¬ 
tion at the rest stop, but said 
the agency did patrol the area 
routinely because of “citizen 
complaints.” 

“It’s a lower priority. We 
go for violent crimes but 
when we do have some time 
and have complaints, we have 
conducted undercover opera¬ 
tions and have made a good 
number of arrests,” Knudsen 
said. 

The undercover operations 
in the area have been under¬ 
way since November, accord¬ 
ing to news reports. To date, 
45 men have been arrested at 
the site for sex crimes. 

Of those 40 have since 
pled guilty to the charges, but 
Devine was “the only one 
who admitted to being a 
priest,” Knudsen said. 


Knudsen told the B.A.R. 
that first time offenders are 
usually allowed to plead 
guilty to lesser offenses, such 
as disturbing the peace, but 
said that a second conviction 
for the misdemeanor requires 
registration as a sex offender 
in addition to county jail sen¬ 
tences. 

Knudsen said that the 
ACSD is “considering” post¬ 
ing a warning that solicitaton 
for sex in public areas is 
against the law, such as the 
signs posted in other Califo- 
nia rest areas, notably the Ju- 
nipero Serra rest area along 
Interstate 280. 

Prosecution of Penal Code 
647, which prohibits solicita¬ 
tion, varies from county to 
county. 

Last year in San Mateo 
County, men who were ar¬ 
rested for the offense at the 
Junipero Serra rest area and 
pled guilty were each given a 
week in jail and fines. T

Decisions Endanger 
Anonymous Testing 


SF Assistant DA: HIV-Positive 
Blood Is the Same as a Gun

A press conference and ral¬ 
ly for Wayne Bruce Lee was 
held on May 11, outside the 
Hall of Justice at 850 Bryant 
Street, to protest Lee’s prose¬ 
cution on felony assault 
charges. 

Lee, a gay HIV-positive tat¬ 
too artist, is facing four 
counts of assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon for allegedly splat¬ 
tering four policeman with 
his blood during a suicide at¬ 
tempt last October. Lee was 
later charged with four counts 
of attempted murder in the 
incident and spent four 
months in county jail. 

After a review of the evi¬ 
dence, Municipal Court Judge 


David Garcia dismissed the 
charges last February, but a 
week later, the District Attor¬ 
ney’s Office refiled assault 
charges against Lee. 

The case has drawn the at¬ 
tention of AIDS public policy 
experts and activists alike. 

“From our standpoint, I’m 
sure the District Attorney has 
more pressing legal matters 
to deal with. I really question 
the motivation in pursuing 
the prosecution of this case,” 
said Rene Durazzo, public 
policy director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Steve Seiler dismissed 
charges that Lee was being 
prosecuted because of homo¬ 
phobia or AIDSphobia. 


“I’ve actually spoken with 
Mr. Lee. I think he’s a nice 
guy and I feel sorry that he is 
HIV-positive,” he told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “He’s not be¬ 
ing prosecuted because he has 
HIV infection. He is being 
prosecuted for his actions 
while he was HIV-positive.” 

Seiler said that Lee threat¬ 
ened officers with his blood 
and then intentionally 
splashed it on them. 

“He flung it in one direc¬ 
tion and and then moved on 
to the next direction. It was 
like throwing a knife. It’s no 
different than if he had a 
gun.” 

Seiler said that prosecution 
case had been postponed until 
June. ▼

There was plenty to 
protest on May 10, the annual 
AIDS Budget Lobby Day, in 
Sacramento. Just one week 
before, a state Senate sub¬ 
committee proposed the elim¬ 
ination of all HIV programs 
funded through the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services. The 
proposal could translate into a 
cut of $54 million from the 
current $76 million of total 
state AIDS funding. 

In the state Assembly, the 
counterpart subcommittee 
proposed a status quo on 
AIDS funding. With HIV in¬ 
fections and AIDS caseloads 
continually on the rise, nei¬ 
ther of the two legislative pro¬ 
posals was acceptable to the 
PWAs and AIDS service 
providers who rallied at the 
steps of Capitol and visited 
their legislators’ offices all 
day Monday. 

One of the major HIV pro¬ 
grams seriously threatened by 
state budget cuts, or a status 
quo, is anonymous HIV test¬ 
ing. In 1992, the state provid¬ 
ed 300,000 HIV tests at the al¬ 
ternative test sites (ATS). 
Many Californians continue to 
opt for anonymous testing in 
the light of the potential for 
discrimination in employ¬ 
ment, education, housing and 
health care that persons with 
HIV continually face. For 
many in the people of color 
communities, the cultural stig¬ 
ma of HIV and AIDS, and 
their mistrust about the issue 
of confidentiality, give them 
more reason to choose anony¬ 
mous over confidential test¬ 
ing. 

In 1991, data from the Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Health 
Services of Californians who 
tested HIV-positive, show that 
4,183 tested anonymously — 
compared with 1,180 who 
chose confidential tests. More 
significantly, more than 80 
percent of those who took the 
test at ATS sites actually re¬ 
turned for their test results. 
Less than 60 percent of those 
who tested under confidential 
settings returned for their re¬ 
sults. 

Last year, California gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson made a one¬ 
time augmentation to the an¬ 
tibody testing program in or¬ 
der to meet the increased de¬ 
mand for service following 
Magic Johnson’s disclosure 
about being HIV-positive. 
This year, because demand 
for testing remained high and 
funds were not included in 
the base budget, many com¬ 
munities were forced to 
severely restrict access to 
anonymous testing until Wil¬ 
son again made a one-time 
budget augmentation last 
April. 

The AIDS Budget Coali¬ 
tion estimated that an addi¬ 
tional $2.5 million, over above 
the current line item funding, 
is needed to fund all ATS 
sites in the state for this com¬ 
ing fiscal year. The Coalition 
maintained that antibody 


counseling and testing must 
be fully funded because it is 
“an essential component of 
California’s HIV/AIDS public 
health effort.” It added that 
“when persons test HIV posi¬ 
tive, they can access early in¬ 
tervention services and re¬ 
ceive prevention education so 
that they do not infect oth¬ 
ers.” 

Said one ATS counselor at 
the Sacramento rally, “The 
bottom line is, it will cost tax¬ 
payers less money to provide 
testing and early HIV care 
than to provide medical care 
for an AIDS patient who 
finds out about his or her 
HIV infection much later in 
the spectrum of the dis¬ 
ease.” T

Bay Area Officials Agree: 
Stop the War on Drugs

Mayor Frank Jordan this 
week signed a resolution call¬ 
ing for a redirection of the na¬ 
tional war on drugs. 

The resolution calls for a 
presidential commission to 
recommend revision of drug 
laws to reduce the harm 
caused by current anti-drug 
policies. 

The resolution notes that 
the present system incarcer¬ 
ates disproportionate num¬ 
bers of minorities, including 
African-Americans and His- 
panics and others who use 
drugs as a source of economic 
survival. 

The resolution also says 
that society must recognize 
that drug use and abuse are 
medical and social problems 
as well as criminal justice 
problems. 

“You can arrest pushers, 
you can arrest traffickers — 
and we will — but you can’t 
arrest addiction without educ¬ 
tion and rehabilitation which 
ultimately leads to preven¬ 
tion. With re-directed federal 
monies, we will be able to 
maintain treatment centers 
and move in a more positive 
direction,” Jordan said in a 
press statement about the res¬ 
olution. 

“Addiction is not curable 
by criminal solutions. Is it 
reasonable to ask the public 
to spend increasing billions of 
dollars in this time of fiscal 
austerity pursuing a failed 
policy which has us building 
more jails, closing schools and 
reducing library hours with a 
resulting incarcerations rate 
which is greater per capita 
than any other country in¬ 
cluding South Africa?” Jordan 
asked. 

Jordan’s sentiments were 
lauded by medicinal marijua¬ 
na activist Dennis Peron.

“That really took a lot of 
courage for Mayor Jordan. It’s 
great. I’m really encouraged. 
The code of silence has been 
broken. People all over the 
country are rising up against 
the failed drug wars,” Peron 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The resolution was signed 
by Jordan; Mayor Elihu Har¬ 
ris of Oakland; San Francisco

Ex-Cop Who Spied on Lesbian, 
Gay Activists Arrested at SFO

Former San Francisco Po¬ 
lice inspector Thomas Ger¬ 
ard, the center of a widening 
spy scandal, was apprehended 
at San Francisco International 
Airport as he surreptitiously 
attempted to re-enter the 
country on May 6. 

Gerard was arrested by 
Captain John Willet and 
Sergeant Bob Hulsey of the 
department’s Special Investi¬ 
gations Unit, as he disem¬ 
barked from a Philippine Air¬ 
lines flight. He was charged 
with four felony counts of 
computer theft burglary, 
stealing government docu¬ 
ments, and conspiracy. 

Gerard’s bail was original¬ 
ly set at $250,000, but was re¬ 
duced following a May 7 
hearing, to $20,000. Bail was 
paid and Gerard was released 
from custody. 

Gerard was surprised and 
shocked that he was met at 
the airport, Willet told the 


Bay Area Reporter. 

“He had a stunned look on 
his face. His eyes got wide at 
first but then said ‘Hello, I’m 
back.’ We told him that he 
was under arrest and trans¬ 
ported him to the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice. He got more and more 
relaxed but was nervous 
about going upstairs and be¬ 
ing in jail.” 

Gerard fled to the Philip¬ 
pines last year shortly before 
authorities searched his house 
on a warrant and discovered 
a cache of stolen police com¬ 
puter and other intelligence 
files, including criminal histo¬ 
ry records, Department of 
Motor Vehicle records, and 
other materials. Some of the 
intelligence files were on po¬ 
litical activists -— including gay 
and lesbian activists — that 
had been ready for destruc¬ 
tion after the department 
stopped collecting political 
data in 1990. 

Gerard reportedly claimed 
that he is “being tried in the 


press” for allegedly exchang¬ 
ing intelligence materials 
with foreign governments for 
cash, and for sharing confi¬ 
dential police information 
with Roy “Cal” Bullock, an 
openly gay informant for the 
Anti-Defamation League of 
the B’nai Brith. 

Bullock has claimed that 
he and Gerard were paid 
$16,000 from the Government 
of South Africa for sharing in¬ 
telligence; the pair is linked 
to a covert interstate network 
of police and political intelli¬ 
gence operatives who shared 
confidential information. 

Bullock’s political intelli¬ 
gence files listed the Bay 
Area Reporter as a “pinko” 
newspaper. 

Gerard has claimed that he 
was a CIA operative between 
1982 and 1985, and has report¬ 
edly threatened to reveal de¬ 
tails of U.S. government 
knowledge of Central Ameri¬ 
can death squads. ▼

San Jose PWAs Suffer 
As Bureaucrats Feud

A bitter feud over the 
AIDS budget has made 
strange bedfellows in San 
Jose. Members of the direct- 
action group ACT UP re¬ 
ceived a unique coalition of 
support Wednesday as it 
staged a demonstration and 
day of lobbying at the Santa 
Clara County Board of Super¬ 
visors building. They were 
protesting a proposal to dra¬ 
matically reduce the county’s 
AIDS budget. 

Of course, ACT UP creat¬ 
ing an uproar is nothing new. 
What was unusual about 
these demonstrations is that 
the Santa Clara County AIDS 
Office publicly endorsed ACT 
UP. Moreover, the AIDS Of¬ 
fice’s staff and its executive 
director participated, helped 
provide publicity, and recruit¬ 
ed participants for the day’s 
events. Representatives of 
Latino, African-American, 
and AIDS charity organiza¬ 
tions participated, as did 
members of San Jose’s gay 
and lesbian community. 

The demonstrations, which 
organizers estimated drew 
more than 200 participants, 
represent the culmination of a 
nasty political struggle over 
AIDS in Santa Clara County. 
No arrests were reported. 

The demonstrations were 
the latest salvo in an ongoing 
political war over the Santa 
Clara County AIDS budget. 
The county’s AIDS services 
have been targeted for a 25 
percent cut, including the 
complete elimination of edu¬ 
cation programs, support ser¬ 
vices for AIDS victims’ fami¬ 
lies, and AIDS counseling at 
family planning clinics. 

AIDS services in Santa 
Clara County are nothing to 
brag about, and critics com¬ 
plain that further cutbacks 
will be devastating. At least 
1,300 residents have full¬ 
blown AIDS and more than 
10,000 are HIV-positive. The 
county’s total AIDS budget 
for the current fiscal year is a 
paltry $3.8 million, and the 
largest AIDS charities are 
miniscule by San Francisco 
standards. 

To put it another way, San 
Jose and San Diego have ap¬ 
proximately the same num¬ 
ber of AIDS cases, while San 
Jose spends less than ten 
cents for each dollar San 


Diego spends. 

Atmosphere of intimidation 

San Jose journalists and 
gay and lesbian activists have 
claimed that the Santa Clara 
County’s Health Commission 
and Department of Public 
Health have targeted the 
AIDS budget for political pur¬ 
poses. 

While AIDS accounts for 
less than four percent of the 
county’s $157 million health 
department budget, AIDS is 
the target for 40 percent of 
the departments totcil budget 
cuts. San Jose journalists and 
gay and lesbian activists said 
the AIDS Office is the target 
of a political vendetta by 
health department bureau¬ 
crats. 

In a recent Bay Area Re¬ 
porter interview, Stephen 
Robitaille, a reporter for the 
San Jose Mercury News, said 
the county’s $90 million bud¬ 
get deficit has created the per¬ 
fect atmosphere for political 
shenanigans. 

“Cuts have to be made 
somewhere,” said Robitaille, 
“so it would be really easy for 
politically-motivated budget 
cuts to be disguised as neces¬ 
sary fiscal reduction. People 
in the health community here 
are afraid to talk because 
they’ve seen others lose their 
jobs. It’s an atmosphere of 
fear and intimidation.” 


Retribution and muscle 

For the past six months in 
San Jose, personal hatreds 
and rumor-mongering have 
ruled the day. The county’s 
health professionals have 
been described as walking on 
eggshells. Careers have been 
ruined and reputations de¬ 
stroyed. 

Animosities between the 
health department and AIDS 
Office became public in De¬ 
cember when Rosemarie 
Gonzales Howell, a counselor 
and educator for the AIDS 
Office, publicly accused the 
health department of unfair 
hiring practices, of having too 
many layers of management, 
and general disorganization. 

Two weeks later, Health 
Department director Delia Al¬ 
varez released a budget that 
would have cut 60 percent of 
the AIDS Office’s budget, in¬ 
cluding its entire education 
department and Howell’s job.

In addition, Alvarez proposed 
completely cutting off local 
aid to the county’s largest 
AIDS charity, the Aris Pro¬ 
ject. 

The Aris Project last year 
received about $170,000 of its 
$700,000 budget from the 
county. But its executive di¬ 
rector, Bob Sorenson, has 
drawn the ire of the health 
department’s top brass for al¬ 
legedly attempting to wield 
too much influence over coun¬ 
ty AIDS policy. 

Wiggsy Sivertsen, vice 
president for political action 
of the South Bay gay and les¬ 
bian organization Baymec, 
said in a B.A.R. interview 
there is little doubt that Aris 
Project is a victim of political 
retribution. 

“I think if you look closely 
that you’ll find at the health 
department you’ll find 
vendettas against a couple of 
people at the [Aris] project,” 
Sivertsen said. 

But rather than accept the 
budget cuts, Sorenson and his 
staff at the Aris Project flexed 
political muscle, and enlisted 
the support of journalists and 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty. 

Goodbye, Ms. Alvarez

Asian AIDS Organizations Get $3,000 

More than $3,000, raised during the Third Annual Interna¬ 
tional Friendship Weekend last year by the San Francisco gay 
social group Pacific Friends, has been donated to Bay Area 
Asian AIDS service organizations. 

The annual Labor Day weekend festivities drew represen¬ 
tatives from more than 30 Pacific Islander and non-Asian 
groups from around the world to San Francisco for workshops 
and entertainment. 

The funds were donated to the Asian AIDS Project, the Gay 
Pacific Alliance Community HIV Project, and the Filipino 
Task Force on AIDS. 

“The donation will help our Living Well Program, servicing 
Asian/Pacific Islanders who recently tested HIV-positive,” said 
GAPA Community HIV Project spokesman John Silva. 

“The program has expanded from 12 clients to more than 
50 clients this year. The program offers medical referral, infor¬ 
mation bulletins on new treatments, counselling, health forums 
and retreats,” Silva said. 

Pacific Friends was formed as a non-political social organi¬ 
zation in 1984, to promote greater cross-cultural understanding 
between gay Pacific Asian Islanders and non-Asians, through 
educational and social activities. The group currently has 165 
members.

Money Matters 

An interesting confluence of happenstance occurred 
over the past ten days or so: We were contacted by a re¬ 
porter from the Korea Times, who was at work on a sto¬ 
ry on “the gays,” just after syndicated columnist Mike 
Royko wrote a disturbing “think piece” — nothing, in fact, 
could be further from a true description of his banal rant- 
ings — on the subject, and just before the Roberta Ach- 
tenberg/Jesse Helms thing got ugly. 

The reporter for the Korea Times confided when we 
met that his first act of research on the piece was to rent 
a movie about gay men. Not My Beautiful Laundrette, 
not Longtime Companion, or Maurice, or The Times of 
Harvey Milk, of course — he rented a porno tape, and 
then admitted he wasn’t terribly thrilled by watching it. 

Clearly, he has all the qualifications necessary to serve 
in the United States Senate: he’s inexperienced, his mind 
was already made up, and he thinks all gay people are 
defined by nothing more than their genitals. Not that he 
was a bad guy — which is, on consideration what sepa¬ 
rates him from the fatuous gasbags in the senate — but he 
was overly obsessed with some very outdated notions. 

One of which was also an obsession of Royko’s: how 
much money “the gays” make. Fortunately, we were able 
to say to the Korea Times reporter what we have no op¬ 
portunity to tell a printed column — that it is as specious 
to lump all gay people together as it would be all Kore¬ 
ans (or in Royko’s case, all midwestern journalistic 
hacks). 

Royko made the blunt assessment that lesbians and 
gays make tons of money, as if there were no lesbian 
mothers struggling to get by on typical women’s wages; 
as if there were no gays in shelters; as if there were not 
several hundred starving gay teen runaways and throw¬ 
aways. In Royko’s mind we are all David Geffen. 

The point — if there was one — in Royko’s column 
seemed to be that all us rich fags should quit our bitching 
and maybe things will get better. Easy for him to say, of 
course. Just as it was easy for the obviously overfed Gen¬ 
eral Norman Schwarzkopf to keep telling Sam Nunn’s 
senate committee on the military ban that the gay com¬ 
munity is “well funded ... certainly well funded" as if 
there was something sinister about that. 

Of course, it is true that the people in power are used 
to having a gigantic economic advantage over those with 
whom they refuse to share — women still make about 60 
cents to the average man’s dollar; African Americans still 
suffer unemployment twice that of Caucasians — so it’s no 
wonder it rankles Nunn, Royko, and Schwarzkopf that 
all lesbians and gays aren’t starving. 

But for Schwarzkopf, who decided he wanted to do¬ 
nate his life to the U.S. Military during the fetid amoral- 
ity that was Vietnam, to suggest there is something bad 
about us financing a fight for our lives — well, the mind 
reels. 

And speaking of reel, the senator from North Carolina 
is reel, reel, reel stoopid. jesse helms — and no, that isn’t 
an error — continues to amaze us (and, we imagine, every 
right-thinking person over the age of three) with his in¬ 
satiable desire for bad press and gay blood. Now he’s al¬ 
lowing in print that he’s a bigot and that’s fine with him. 

Since this is something we’ve been saying for some 
time, we figure we can help cut his remedial conscious¬ 
ness-raising short by laying out a few other obvious facts: 
senator, you are not only a bigot, but a fool; you are not 
worthy to darn that damn lesbian’s socks; the fact is, you 
are not half the man that Roberta Achtenberg is. ▼

have built an eight-ton egg-shaped time capsule 
in Germany, it will be opened in the year 3000 
and will include any letter addressed to “Das 
Ei [Egg], D-2800 Bremen, Germany.” This is 
my letter:

Our unique human combination of 
clever brains and animal needs has often re¬ 
sulted in disaster. 

Are you laughing at this? Are you thinking, 
“How pathetic humans used to be?” I hope so. 
I hope it is hard for you to even comprehend 
that what I write is true. 

Maybe you aren’t human? Are you prairie 
dogs? My friend Dennis wants prairie dogs to 
run the world because they are so cute. (Dennis 
has the HIV virus and will probably be dead 
before the year 2000; have you cured disease?) 
Current science says that birds are directly de¬ 
scended from dinosaurs; are you descended 
from dinosaurs, too? That would be wonderful. 

Or are you roaches? Some people believe 
that roaches will outlive all other species, but 
this idea makes them cringe, as they find 
roaches ugly and disgusting. But perhaps you 
find roaches beautiful and humans ugly and 
disgusting. 

Whoever you are, I hope you’ve limited the 
terrible hold that business has gained over peo¬ 
ple’s hearts and minds. Do you still have Mc¬ 


Donald’s? It is easier to believe that McDon¬ 
ald’s will survive to the year 3000 than that hu¬ 
mans will. McDonald’s is planning to send an 
advertising sign into outer space so that the 
golden arches will be visible all over the world 
at night. Hope you are saying, Ah, what fools 
these mortals were. But if, instead, you are 
stuck with a night sky filled with advertise¬ 
ments, I apologize. We left you a terrible lega¬ 
cy. 

Considering the world of the year 3000 
makes my life feel unimportant. Just a speck of 
history. But it’s my speck, and there are things 
I would like to tell you about me. 

One redeeming feature that many humans 
share is the ability to love, but, for some pecu¬ 
liar reason (often based on those feeble reli¬ 
gions), certain sorts of love are counted as less 
important than others. My sort of love, that of 
a female human (me) for another female hu¬ 
man (my lover, Liz) is considered by many peo¬ 
ple to be perverted, unnatural, and not love at 
all. Indeed, hundreds of thousands of my sort 
of people, called gays or lesbians or queers or 
homosexuals, recently marched together and 
demanded that we have equal rights to keep 
jobs, rent apartments, and walk the streets safe¬ 
ly. You see, through laws and through vio¬ 
lence, we are actually punished for whom we 
love. 

But we do not accept this punishment will¬ 
ingly. 

It feels odd that this letter is going into a 
time capsule in Germany, a country frequently 
considered synonymous with hatred and vio¬ 
lence and all that is evil in the world. Only 50 
years ago, humans in Germany killed millions 
of other humans because they were Jewish or 
homosexual or disabled or just didn’t act the 
way Germans wanted them to act. Now, some 
Germans strive for peace and understanding, 
yet others actually honor the hatred of the past 
and would gladly kill Jews and gay people

Political Realities Not Realized 

Normally, I find the reporting of the B.A.R. balanc¬ 
ed and informative. 

Such was not the case with the front page piece of 
Mike Salinas and your headline, “One Million ... 
Minus One” of April 29. 

I have two problems with the article. 

First, President Clinton’s absence needs to be seen 
in the context of the political realities of Washington. 
Of course it would have been wonderful to have him 
present, or even a video or open phone message from 
him. But I am persuaded that the president is under 
enormous pressure to deny the things that our com¬ 
munity is anxious to achieve in basic civil rights, ser¬ 
ving in the military, etc. And his absence from 
Washington at the time of the march can be seen as 
a tactical approach by him, to prevent additional fire 
being brought by conservative and right-wing 
religious forces who are intent on holding the line, or 
rolling back those gains we have already achieved. 

I believe the president is committed to advancing 
many of the objectives of the gay/lesbian/bisexual 
community, and he knows that it is going to take a lot 
of careful maneuvering to bring these about. By at¬ 
tacking him for his absence from the march, we are 
falling into a trap that helps isolate him, and may cause 
him to feel, “what the hell, it isn’t worth it, even the 
gay community isn’t satisfied with what I’m trying to 
do.” 

Remember this is the first American president to 
receive a delegation of lesbian/gay leaders for a private 
discussion in the Oval Office, just before the march. 
Also remember: President Kennedy, as committed as 
any man was to civil rights in the early 1960s, didn’t 
participate in the Civil Rights March on Washington 
in 1963. 

My second objection to Salinas’ article is that he can 
only talk about Clinton’s absence from Washington. 
He says nothing whatever about the enormous 
positive effect of the march. I know it was positive, 
because I was there and felt it. Hundreds of thousands 
(or more than a million) people had an enormous feel¬ 
ing of power, pride and joy, in being able to present 
themselves to themselves, and for America, to see. It 
was a giant, positive rally, showing that sexual 
minorities from across the country are united in vital 
ways, and that we have important things to say to 
ourselves, as well as to the country. A great many peo¬ 
ple were there participating in their first gay/lesbian 
rally. A lot of people came out for the first time. These, 
and many other things, are very significant events, and 
I know that everyone I talked to who was there felt 
deeply — very deeply — that they were part of a very 
significant experience.

Why Insult the President? 

Mike Salinas’ article “Unprecedented March is Un- 
Presidented, Too” struck me as entirely wronghead¬ 
ed. I, for one, was appalled at the lack of respect show¬ 
ed for the president of the United States by a diverse 
group of speakers from the podium. Larry Kramer’s 
impolitic ranting should, I suppose, come as no sur¬ 
prise to anyone, given his tendentious and irascible 
nature. But if Kramer cannot be held responsible for 
his inflammatory rhetoric, the march organizers 
should be faulted for allowing him to speak in the first 
place. Mr. Salinas’ reportage, in my view, only adds 
fuel to the fire. 

Mind you, I am not a blind supporter of Clinton. Nor 
am I unmindful of Kramer’s importance as the 
founder of Gay Men’s Health Crisis and ACT UP. But 
the fact of the matter is that this president has been 
more helpful, more accessible and more sympathetic 
to the cause of gay and lesbian rights than any other 
president in history. Yes, he botched up the gays in the 
military issue (with the help, of course, of Michael 
Petrelis), and yes he has not yet appointed an AIDS 
czar. Nonetheless, it is simply politically stupid to in¬ 
sult him, call his wife names and tell sexually explicit 
jokes at her expense. 

Finally, no sitting president has ever addressed a 
political march on Washington in person. It would 
have been absolutely startling if he had decided to 
break with precedent by attending what was without 
doubt one of the most controversial political events 
ever held in Washington. Just sending a message was 
a bold and unprecedented move. Our leaders should 
have been smart enough to realize that the chance he 
would attend was extremely slim. It was fine to invite 
him, but to do so publicly, to use the press to try and 
pressure him into it, merely made his totally predic¬ 
table failure to attend look to the press and public like 
a major political snub. It wasn’t and I don’t think the 
media would have acted like it was if we had not set 
ourselves up for this defeat. 

Your coverage of this “news” in my view, only made 
it seem more significant.

Without hesitation, they allowed us to set up a 
communication center and became, in essence, our 
office. 

Proceeds from our merchandise at Under One Roof 
went to a travel fund for persons with HIV. Ggreg 
Deborah Taylor’s “Carole Migden Look-alike (and 
thank you, Carole) Contest” at Club Product and the 
Comics Benefit at Josie’s Juice Joint allowed us to give 
scholarships to a wide cross-section of our local com¬ 
munity. Ours was a true grassroots effort that drove 
home the point that if one person tries to reach the 
goal, there is one chance of success, but if two hun¬ 
dred are involved, the odds get much sweeter.

It was 
kind of like being in a Queer cattle drive. 

Yet when we turned onto Pennsylvania Avenue, our 
second wind awaited us: an adoring crowd!! For the 
rest of the march, people stood yelling and applauding 
as we kicked up our heels and sang, “San Francisco 
city! Where the women are strong and the men are 
pretty!” It was at that moment, right in front of the 
White House, that a woman ran up to us, tears in her 
eyes and said, “You give us hope!” Suddenly, a lot of 
things became crystal clear for me and I had my 
answer.

Washington Update: 

Achtenberg's a 'Damn Lesbian,' 

Helms Is a Bigot, Thurmond's a Moron 


Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg, President Clinton’s 
choice to become a deputy at 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, 
probably received the ulti¬ 
mate Washington compliment 
last week when she was pub¬ 
licly cursed by the U. S. Sen¬ 
ate’s top homophobe, Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina. In 
one interview last week the

In any case, San Francis¬ 
co’s QN has come and gone, 
but Jesse remains at the cen¬ 
ter of Phyllis’s life. He’s now 
4 1/2, and in the photos I look 
at I see a radiant, chubby- 
cheeked blond boy dressed 
up as Peter Pan. I want to 
know more about mother¬ 
hood than I learn in the book, 
so Phyllis talks to me about 
sleep deprivation and the in¬ 
tensity of her love for Jesse. 

“I didn’t know I’d be capa¬ 
ble of loving a child like this,” 
she says. “The process of be¬ 
ing a mother forced me to de¬ 
velop in so many new ways. 
... Having a kid just cracks 
you right open.” 

Phyllis is excited about the 
current baby boom happen¬ 
ing among lesbians in the Bay 
Area, and is encouraged by 
the trend among gay men and 
lesbians to try raising kids to¬ 
gether in all sorts of alterna¬ 
tive family structures. She 
tells me there are get-togeth¬ 
ers for dykes and fags who 
want to meet for the sheer 
purpose of checking out one 
another for child rearing possi¬ 
bilities. Kinda like a singles 
club, I imagine, but instead of 


exchanging phone numbers, 
you might trade a vial of 
sperm. Wild. 

Anyway, Phyllis is excited 
by the advance reception her 
book has gotten from straight 
feminists like Susan Faludi, 
as well as dyke writers like 
Blanche McCrary Boyd. As 
someone who felt out of place 
in the lesbian feminist com¬ 
munity for many years (“there 
was no place for femme tops” 
like her, she says) it’s nice to 
finally feel validated. 

“It’s important what your 
sisters think,” she says. The 
book has also been recom¬ 
mended by Library Journal 
for “all collections,” which 
means her book will end up 
in public libraries in towns 
that may not even have a gay 
bookstore. 

Already, though, the pub¬ 
licity’s getting tiring, and the 
spotlight shining on her fam¬ 
ily seems too bright. Soon, 
Phyllis says, it’ll thankfully all 
be over: the photo ops, the in¬ 
terviews, all the panels that 
she’s being asked to sit on by 
virtue of her newfound fame 
as celebrity mother. Then, 
she says calmly, as if having 
her family scrutinized by all 
of America were just a minor 
inconvenience, she can go 
back to spending more time 
doing what she loves best. 
And that is, of course, being 
Mama Phyllis to a small boy 
named Jesse who has never, 
not even for a moment, 
doubted her love. ▼

M any people would 
find Phyllis Burke 
to be an atypical 
mother. But that 
may have less to do with the 
fact that she, in a co-parent ca¬ 
pacity, adopted her lover’s bi¬ 
ological child, than the fact 
that she wrote a book about 
the whole experience. Or that 
this book, Family Values, re¬ 
leased this week by Random 
House, would weave the story 
of Jesse’s adoption with 
Burke’s own political awaken¬ 
ing, largely told through — 
gasp — her documentation of 
and participation in Queer 
Nation. 

Queer Nation? 

It does seem an unlikely 
subject matter for the 40-year- 
old novelist/journalist to have 
attempted, let alone to have 
pulled off as well as she does. 
Yet Family Values reads as 


if the pairing of parenting and 
politics were the most natural 
combination in the world. 
This is testament both to the 
story Burke has to tell and 
the way she’s able to capture 
San Francisco’s recent queer 
political history and make it 
read like a modern day fairy 
tale unfolding just for us. 

What initially made me 
pick up a copy of Family Val¬ 
ues was my own burgeoning 
interest in having a child. Per¬ 
haps, I thought, this book 
would add some pieces to the 
puzzle that exists in my own 
mind over how I’m ever go¬ 
ing to raise a kid. And it did 
start out talking about Jesse’s 
conception, birth, and the 
idea that somehow—although 
it had few legal precedents — 
Phyllis would adopt the child 
her partner Cheryl had given 
birth to through artificial in¬ 
semination. About a third of 
the way through the book, 


however, its focus shifted, and 
I found myself completely ab¬ 
sorbed in a written recap of a 
Queer Nation meeting I’d 
been at. 

For although, as Phyllis 
told me, Jesse is “the through 
line” — that is, the constant 
thread throughout Family 
Values — the book is almost 
as much a document of Queer 
Nation as it is about his adop¬ 
tion by Burke. Not only that, 
but Burke’s book is the first 
accurate account of what 
those early, incredibly heady 
Wednesday night QN meet¬ 
ings were really like. If you 
were around then, as I was, 
you’ll recognize every one of 
Burke’s detailed descriptions 
as true, from what people 
wore to what they said. 
Amazing. 

It’s been a long time since 
I sat up all night to finish a 
book, but I did it with Family 
Values, flipping pages in a 
frenzy, reliving that whole 
wacky era of Vibe Watchers, 
kiss-ins at the Cable Cars, 
DORIS SQUASH, neon stick¬ 
ers, Girls Nights Out, SHOP’s 
suburban mall invasions, the 
queer cop controversy, and 
the whole Basic Instinct film¬ 
ing mess. 

Burke’s writing is incredi¬ 
bly vivid, and one reason for 
this is that she’s a profession¬ 
al writer currently teaching 
creative writing at SF State. 
The other is that she video¬ 
taped the Queer Nation meet¬ 
ings and demonstrations she 
attended “as a way of taking 
notes.” Burke knew, too, that 
the likelihood of police or 
spectator violence toward 
demonstrators was less when 
a video camera was rolling. 
“That’s a lesson,” she says, 
“that was learned from Octo¬ 
ber 6th [1989, the night of the 
‘Castro Sweep’].” 

I asked to hear more of her 
thoughts about those Queer 
Nation days, and how her 
perspective of having lived 
through the Harvey Milk era 
has shaped her view of ^Os- 
style activism. One of the 
more interesting things I 
gleaned from our conversa¬ 
tion was that what Burke 
terms “leaderphobia” isn’t a 
new thing in our community. 
Burke says queers have al¬ 
ways had “a poverty mentali¬ 
ty toward leaders” which re¬ 
sults in fear, jealousy, and 
back-stabbing directed at those 
who put themselves out 
on the front lines. As well, 
Burke says, women “have had 
an especially hard time ac¬ 
cepting other women as lead¬ 
ers.” Certainly rings a beli 
with me. It’s also indicative, I

“Hey, girl, don't I know 
you?” could be overheard re¬ 
verberating up and down the 
Russian River from Rio Nido 
to Monte Rio the weekend of 
May 1 and 2, as over 1,500 les¬ 
bians returned to the woods 
on the Eve of Beltane to open 
the 1993 season in Guerne- 
ville, the gay resort mecca of 
the Bay Area. Spearheaded 
this year by the emergency 
last minute ad hoc sponsor¬ 
ship of the Gay and Lesbian 
Business Association, the an¬ 
nual event once again came 
off smoothly, with a little 
help from the Russian River 
Chamber of Commerce, great 
weather, hot California wom¬ 
en, and a variety of new low- 
cost events. 

The emphasis this year 
went beyond the dance party 
atmosphere of past years, to 
include entertainment for all 
segments of the lesbian com¬ 
munity and education on con¬ 
temporary health concerns. 
Women checking in for 
overnight lodging at the sold- 
out gay resorts, and those reg¬ 
istering for competitive sport¬ 
ing events, were greeted with 
promotional packages con¬ 
taining a lesbian safe sex kit, 
furnished by the Drug Abuse 
Advisory Council HIV Pre¬ 
vention Project, in collabora¬ 
tion with Face to Face. The 
kit came complete with den¬ 
tal dam, condom, latex glove, 
lubricant, and instructions for 
use. Unfortunately for the 
shy, inexperienced, or over¬ 
whelmed, dating hints were 
omitted. 

Instructions for breast self¬ 
examinations from the Susan 
G. Komen Cancer Foundation 
were also furnished, in the 
convenient form of a laminat¬ 
ed, waterproof shower card 
graphically instructing show¬ 
er exam techniques. The 1- 
800-I’M AWARE Komen 
helpline number gives nation¬ 
al referrals for mammogram 
facilities and answers ques¬ 
tions ranging from breast 
health care to breast cancer 
chemotherapy and reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

Packets also contained a 
complete listing of events at 
14 locations, many of which 
cost little or no money to at¬ 
tend. In previous years dis¬ 
gruntled vacationers left with 
empty pockets, returning to 
the cities complaining about 
the high cost of admission, er¬ 
roneous scheduling, and the 
lack of activities appealing to 
the diverse population of the 
lesbian community. This year 
golf, volleyball, tennis, darts, 
and pool tournaments were 
added for the sports-minded, 
and a free art exhibit at 
Quicksilver Mine Co., conga 
drumming circle, and GLBA 
Crafts Fair were held in the 
town’s central parking lot. 

Official T-Shirts, “Yearn¬ 
ing for Women’s Weekend”, 
designed by Andrea Good, 
were available at the Crafts 
Fair and Ziggurat disco. Kor- 
bel Vineyards, participating 
for the first time, provided in¬ 
expensive limousine service 
to and from the vineyard, for 
women-only tours and wine¬ 
tasting for the smart set. 

The Woods, for many 
years the center of Women’s 
Weekend, has not quite recov¬ 
ered from the 1992 fire that 
burned down the dance hall 


section of the main building. 
Despite yellow police tape 
blocking off the rear swim¬ 
ming pool, it still offered its 
traditional Sunday barbecue 
on the patio, and adapted the 
remodeled interior space to 
facilitate country western 
dancing and entertainment by 
the San Francisco Fringe Rid¬ 
ers Dance Troupe. According 
to front desk clerk Rachel 
Abrahamson, the famous oc¬ 
tagon disco, which once host¬ 
ed such legendary ’80s disco 
divas as Viola Wills and 
Sylvester, will not be rebuilt. 
She optimistically added, 
however, “We’re a new team 


and we hope to liven things 
up a bit soon.” 

The newly remodeled high 
tech disco club, Ziggurat, lo¬ 
cated in the old theater build¬ 
ing on River Road, was the 
place to see, be seen, and 
show off the newest craze: big 
hair. It was in full swing all 
weekend, including erotic and 
exotic dance performances 
Friday and Saturday nights. 
And despite evening lines to 
get in, it became a refuge for 
the sunburned at the free tea 
dance (or, as many called it, 
the “teased” dance) Sunday, 
which for many was the final 
stop before heading back to 


the city to fade in once more 
among the short-haired San 
Francisco skyline. 

Considering how enjoyable 
Women’s Weekend was, it 
came as a surprise to many 
participants that it almost 
didn’t happen at all. It was 
during a town meeting in 
March that the gay communi¬ 
ty realized that traditional 
sponsors The Woods and 
Fife’s were not moving for¬ 
ward to put on the event. The 
response was a combined ef¬ 
fort from both the gay and 
straight communities of over 
75 local businesses and 60 vol¬ 
unteers, who began a last 
minute flurry of brainstorm¬ 
ing and preparation to keep 
the event alive. Beth Jackson, 
chair of the Gay and Lesbian 
Business Association, told the 


Bay Area Reporter, “Wom¬ 
en’s Weekend probably 
would not have happened 
without the help of the gay 
men in the community, par¬ 
ticularly Chris Sloan, local 
promoter of the Guerneville 
Gay Pride Festival.” Despite 
a minimal advertising budget, 
inexperience in event plan¬ 
ning, and a smaller crowd, 
the weekend event was a 
great success. 

Even the Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment, who has not always 
been seen as supportive of the 
Guerneville gay community, 
chipped in manpower, putting 
gay-friendly bike and foot pa¬ 
trols on the streets by 6 p.m. 
to prevent gay bashing and 
harassment. No incidents 
were reported to police ▼

Expert Testimony: 
We Are Not Unfit 



[The following is the com¬ 
plete text of testimony given 
before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee by Pro¬ 
fessor Gregory Herek of the 
University of California at 
Davis and UC Berkeley, re¬ 
garding the ban on lesbians 
and gays serving in the mili¬ 
tary:] 

Mr. Chairman and mem¬ 
bers of the Committee, I am 
pleased to have the opportu¬ 
nity to appear before you to¬ 
day to provide testimony on 
the policy implications of lift¬ 
ing the ban on homosexuals 
in the military. 

I am testifying on behalf of 
the American Psychological 
Association (APA), as well as 
the American Psychiatric As¬ 
sociation, the National Associ¬ 
ation of Social Workers, the 
American Counseling Associ¬ 
ation, the American Nursing 
Association, and the Sex In¬ 
formation and Education 
Council of the United States 
(SIECUS). I want to thank 
you for addressing your atten¬ 
tion to this matter. 

My name is Gregory 
Herek and I am a social psy¬ 
chologist. I earned my Ph.D. 
from the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Davis in 1983, and 
was a postdoctoral fellow at 
Yale University. Before re¬ 
turning to the University of 


California at Davis to assume 
my present position as a re¬ 
search psychologist, I was a 
member of the faculty at Yale 
and at the Graduate School of 
the City University of New 
York. 

I have been conducting 
empirical research on topics 
related to sexual orientation 
for more than 15 years, with a 
special emphasis on hetero¬ 
sexuals’ attitudes toward, and 
opinions about, lesbians and 
gay men. I have published 
more than a dozen empirical 
and theoretical articles on this 
and related topics in peer-re¬ 
viewed academic journals. 

My written testimony to 
the Committee summarizes 
the results of an extensive re¬ 
view of the relevant pub¬ 
lished research from the so¬ 
cial and behavioral sciences. 
That review is lengthy. How¬ 
ever, I can summarize its con¬ 
clusions in a few words: 

The research data show 
that there is nothing about 
lesbians and gay men that 
makes them inherently unfit 
for military service, and there 
is nothing about heterosexu¬ 
als that makes them inherent¬ 
ly unable to work and live 
with gay people in close quar¬ 
ters. 

Definitions 

Before I expand on those 


conclusions, I would like 
briefly to define some terms. 
By gay men and lesbians, I 
mean people whose personal 
identity includes an under¬ 
standing of themselves as pri¬ 
marily attracted to others of 
their own gender in their ro¬ 
mantic and sexual relation¬ 
ships. Heterosexuals are indi¬ 
viduals whose personal iden¬ 
tity includes a primary sexual 
and romantic attraction to 
persons of the other gender. 
Bisexuals are people with 
significant attractions to both 
genders. Regardless of 
whether they are homosexual, 
heterosexual, or bisexual, peo¬ 
ple generally experience their 
sexual orientation as an essen¬ 
tial part of their core identity 
their sense of who they are, 
sexually. Scientific research 
has not established why any¬ 
one develops a particular sex¬ 
ual orientation. But we do 
know that — whether they are 
heterosexual, homosexual, or 
bisexual — people generally 
do not choose their sexual ori¬ 
entation. Rather, they discov¬ 
er it and come to understand 
it through a long developmen¬ 
tal process. With these defini¬ 
tions in mind, I would like to 
address two questions that 
have been raised repeatedly 
in the current discussion sur¬ 
rounding the military ban on 
service by gay men and les¬ 
bians. 


Gay men and lesbians are 
not unfit to serve 

The first question is 
whether lesbians and gay 
men are inherently unfit for 
service. In the current debate, 
some consensus seems to 
have been reached that gay 
people are just as competent, 
just as dedicated, and just as 
patriotic as their heterosexual 
counterparts. However, ques¬ 
tions still are raised concern¬ 
ing whether the presence of 
openly gay military personnel 
would create a heightened 
risk for sexual harassment, fa¬ 
voritism, or fraternization. 

Obviously, data are not 
available to address these 
questions directly because the 
current policy has made col¬ 
lection of such data impossi¬ 
ble in the military. However, 
based on research conducted 
with civilians, as well as re¬ 
ports from quasi-military or¬ 
ganizations in the United 
States (such as police and fire 
departments) and the armed 
forces of other countries, 
there is no reason to expect 
that gay men and lesbians 
would be any more likely 


than neieioscAuaijs to engage 
in sexual harassment or other 
prohibited conduct. We know 
that sexual orientation is not 
associated with impaired psy¬ 
chological functioning; it is 
not in any way a mental ill¬ 
ness. In addition, there is no 
valid scientific evidence to in¬ 
dicate that gay men and les¬ 
bians are less able than het¬ 
erosexuals to control their 
sexual or romantic urges, to 
refrain from the abuse of 
power, to obey rules and 
laws, to interact effectively 
with others, or to exercise 
good judgment in handling 
authory. 

It is important to recognize 
that homosexuals are the tar¬ 
gets of considerable prejudice 
and stigma in the United 
States today. Consequently, 
much popular discussion 
about homosexuality is filled 
with falsehoods and myths. 
Often these myths are 
couched in pseudo-scientific 
jargon and statistics. 

I am informed that you 
heard many assertions and 
statistics yesterday concern¬ 
ing homosexuality: that gay 
people are child molesters, 
that they prey on heterosexu¬ 
als, that they are obsessed 
with sex. Speaking as a scien¬ 
tist who has worked in this 
area for more than 15 years, I 
want to advise you that those 
statements and the statistics 
offered to support them are 
not scientifically valid. In¬ 
deed, the vast weight of legit¬ 
imate scientific research 
shows that they are simply 
wrong. 

I will be happy to answer 
any specific questions that the 
Committee might have about 
those myths and stereotypes. 
From the outset, I urge you to 
be cautious in accepting statis¬ 
tics about sexuality, especially 
those that claim to describe 
the entire population of les¬ 
bians and gay men. They can 
be easily recited and they of¬ 
ten sound convincing, even 
when they have no relation¬ 
ship to reality. They should 
always be critically scruti¬ 
nized on their scientific mer¬ 
its. I hope that one of the 
principal services that I can 
provide to the Committee 
will be to provide such a sci¬ 
entific perspective. 


Concerns about morale 
and cohesion 

The second question I 
would like to address is 
whether unit cohesion and 
morale would be harmed if 
personnel known to be gay 
were allowed to serve. Would 


heterosexual personnel refuse 
to work and live in close 
quarters with lesbian or gay 
male servicemembers? This 
question reflects a recognition 
that stigma leads many het¬ 
erosexuals to hold false 
stereotypes about lesbians 
and gay men and unwarrant¬ 
ed prejudices against them. 

As with the first question, 
we do not currently have data 
that directly answer questions 
about morale and cohesion. 
We do know, however, that 
heterosexuals are fully capa¬ 
ble of establishing close inter¬ 
personal relationships with 
gay people and that as many 
as one-third of the adult het¬ 
erosexual population in the 
U.S. has already done so. We 
also know that heterosexuals 
who have a close ongoing re¬ 
lationship with a gay man or 
a lesbian tend to express fa¬ 
vorable and accepting atti¬ 
tudes toward gay people as a 
group. And it appears that on¬ 
going interpersonal contact in 
a supportive environment 
where common goals are em¬ 
phasized, and prejudice is 
clearly unacceptable, is likely 
to foster positive feelings to¬ 
ward gay men and lesbians. 
Thus, the assumption that 
heterosexuals cannot over¬ 
come their prejudices toward 
gay people is a mistaken one. 

Recommendations and 
conclusion 

In summary, neither het¬ 
erosexuals nor homosexuals 
appear to possess any charac¬ 
teristics that would make 
them inherently incapable of 
functioning under a non-dis- 
criminatory military policy. In 
my written testimony, I have 
offered a number of recom¬ 
mendations for implementing 
such a policy. I would like to 
mention five of the principal 
recommendations here. The 
military should: 

•establish clear norms 
that sexual orientation is irrel¬ 
evant to performing one’s 
duty and that everyone 
should be judged on her or 
his own merits; 

•eliminate false stereo¬ 
types about gay men and les¬ 
bians through education and 
sensitivity training for all per¬ 
sonnel; 

•set uniform standards for 
public conduct that apply 
equally to heterosexual and 
homosexual personnel; 

•deal with sexual harass¬ 
ment as a form of conduct 
rather than as a characteristic 
of a class of people, and estab¬ 
lish that all sexual harassment 
is unacceptable regardless of 
the genders or sexual orienta¬ 
tions involved; 

•take a firm and highly 
publicized stand that violence 
against gay personnel is unac¬ 
ceptable and will be punished 
quickly and severely; attach 
stiff penalties to anti-gay vio¬ 
lence perpetrated by military 
personnel. 

Undoubtedly, implement¬ 
ing a new policy will involve 
challenges that will require 
careful and planned responses 
from the military leadership. 
This has been true for racial 
and gender integration, and it 
will be true for integration of 
open lesbians and gay men. 
The important point is that 
such challenges can be success¬ 
fully met. The real question 
for debate is whether the mil¬ 
itary, the government, and the 
country as a whole are willing 
to meet them. 

Mr. Chairman, thank you 
for the opportunity to testify 
today. I will be happy to an¬ 
swer any questions that mem¬ 
bers of the committee might 
have. ▼

Lawyers Group Helps Gays in Military 

The National Lawyers Guild has set up a telephone hotline 
to counsel lesbians and gays in the military. Trained staffers 
will field questions on issues including the effect of the Clin¬ 
ton/Nunn compromise, discharge procedures for open gays, 
and practical considerations in deciding whether to come out. 

The hotline is located at the National Lawyers Guild office 
in San Francisco, at (415) 285-5067. It was launched in response 
to dozens of calls from lesbian and gay armed forces personnel 
who believed they were not receiving adequate legal help else¬ 
where. 


Zuniga Accepts Discharge 

After coming out publicly at last month’s March on Wash¬ 
ington, the 1992 Army Soldier of the Year has decided to ac¬ 
cept an honorable discharge from the military. Sergeant Jose 
Zuniga said he will accept the discharge, rather than face 
stand-by reserve, so that he will be free to speak out on the is¬ 
sue of lesbians and gays in 
the service. 

Under the compromise 
worked out between Pres¬ 
ident Clinton and Senator 
Sam Nunn (D-Georgia), 
gay military personnel can 
be processed toward dis¬ 
charge and put on stand¬ 
by reserve pending the 
change in policy expected 
to come July 15. 

At a May 10 press con¬ 
ference outside the Pre¬ 
sidio, Zuniga said he 
would accept the dis¬ 
charge in order to be free 
to tell his story. He said 
he could continue his military carrer if the ban on gays is lift¬ 
ed. 

Zuniga said he plans to talk to federal lawmakers and he 
hopes to testify before the Senate and House hearings on gays 
in the military. 

Zuniga said military personnel are looking to their comman¬ 
ders for guidance on this issue. 

“As soon as leadership says we can make this happen, it 
will happen,” Zuniga said.

Military Ban Goes on Trial 
As Cause of HIV Infection

MINNEAPOLIS - The 
United States government 
has been taken to court by a 
heterosexual who charged the 
military’s ban on openly gay 
and lesbian sevice personnel 
is responsible for his entire 
family’s infection with HIV. 
On May 7, the federal judge 
presiding over the case ruled 
that the federal government is 
not responsible, but the case 
is not yet over. 

U.S. District Judge Harry 
McLaughlin ruled that the 
government is protected from 
legal action under federal 
law, precluding a trial that 
was scheduled to begin this 
week. The case will now go to 
the Eighth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Doug Simon, 27, of Veseli, 
Minnesota, claimed the gov¬ 
ernment was negligent in 
1983 for failing to adequately 
screen blood donors while he 
was on active duty with the 
Minnesota Army National 
Guard. Simon also alleged the 
government failed to warn 
him that he was at high risk 


for exposure to HIV. 

Simon contends he con¬ 
tracted the virus through a 
blood transfusion while he 
was in an Army hospital dur¬ 
ing basic training at Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia. 

The nation’s blood supply 
was not fully screened for 
HIV until 1985. However, 
four months before Simon’s 
blood transfusions, the mili¬ 
tary had adopted guidelines 
issued by the Federal Drug 
Administration and American 
Association of Blood Banks 
for blood donor centers, and 
recommended that people at 
a high risk for contracting the 
virus voluntarily refrain from 
donating blood. 

Donors at the blood bank 
used by the hospital where 
Simon was treated were ques¬ 
tioned about AIDS symptoms 
and were given information 
about HIV. The Simons’ 
lawyers contend the volun¬ 
tary system was inadequate 
because the military punished 
high-risk behavior such as ho¬ 
mosexuality and drug use 
with discharge. Consequently, 
they argue, the military was 


negligent. 

Simon was forced to quit 
quit his job as a painter and 
dry waller after he developed 
illnesses. He takes medication 
to fight off infections, but has 
a brain infection. The virus al¬ 
legedly was transmitted sexu¬ 
ally to his wife, Nancy, who 
now has AIDS-related com¬ 
plex for which she takes AZT 
and ddC, and to their daugh¬ 
ter, either in the womb or 
through breast feeding. 

“I want people to be aware of 
what this illenss does and what 
happens because of the blood 
we got,” Nancy Simon said. 
“We should have been in¬ 
formed.” 

“I have a lot of mixed emo¬ 
tions about it,” she said of 
McLuaghlin’s ruling. She said 
that rather than sit through a 
long trial, she can now focus 
her attention on their five- 
year-old daughter, Candace, 
who has been hospitalized for 
six weeks with AIDS-related 
illnesses. 

“Maybe it’s for the better 
right now,” she said. ▼

handling Schindler minutes 
before his murder. 

Belleau Wood sailors who 
have spoken to the press 
agree that Schindler was rou¬ 
tinely harassed because he 
was gay. They say superior 
officers are guilty of failing to 
stop the harassment, thereby 
allowing animosity to esca¬ 
late. Some officers even ha¬ 
rassed Schindler themselves. 

“His division officer, his 
chief, people he worked with 
on the ship gave him a hard 
time on his job because they 
had a suspicion he was homo¬ 
sexual,” Sims told the Bay 
Area Reporter in a January 
29 interview. “They didn’t 
like him in the first place but 
that just gave them even 
more of a reason to hate him 
and they gave him a lot of 
stuff for it.” 

Sims said he told Navy in¬ 
vestigators what he knew, but 
investigators seemed uninter¬ 
ested in his testimony so he 
went to the press. 

Another Belleau Wood 
sailor, Robert Eastman, con¬ 
firmed Sims’ account of ongo¬ 
ing harassment against 
Schindler and other sailors 
perceived to be gay. The 
Navy claims it knew of no ha¬ 
rassment before Schindler 
was killed. 

Shortly before his murder, 
Schindler reportedly made an 
unauthorized broadcast on 
the ship’s radio in which he 
proclaimed himself “too cute 
to be straight.” Commanders 
replayed that message so that 
the entire ship would hear it, 
sailors said. 

“The broadcast was a will¬ 
ful act to inform everybody, 
‘you know Allen Schindler 
proclaims himself to be gay, 
so have at him,” said William 
Bracket, Hajdys’ attorney. 
“They blatantly told every¬ 
body about it. They should 
have known what might hap¬ 
pen.” 

Hajdys has filed a wrong¬ 
ful death claim against the 
Navy, seeking $8 million in 
damages. 

‘‘We believe we could 
show willful misconduct on 
the part of Allen’s superior of¬ 
ficers,” Bracket said. “Reports 
were made that [Schindler 
and his friends] were being 
harassed, beaten, assaulted, 
threatened and [commanders] 
didn’t do anything to protect 
individuals who other ship¬ 
mates believed were gay.” 

Reno asked to intervene 

In a May 4 letter to Attor¬ 
ney General Janet Reno, the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund’s Tim McFeeley re¬ 
newed a request for the Jus¬ 
tice Department to investi¬ 
gate the Navy’s handling of 
Schindler’s murder. 

McFeeley’s letter calls for 
an investigation of Belleau 
Wood officers and charges 
the Navy attempted a cover- 
up in the weeks following the 
murder. 

“The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund does not believe 
that the Naval Investigative 
Service is competent to inves¬ 
tigate these matters,” McFee¬ 
ley wrote. “It has been the 
practice of of the Department 
of Defense, the Navy and the 
Naval Investigative Service to 
discriminate against lesbian, 
gay and bisexual personnel.... 
It is possible, given the cli¬ 
mate of anti-gay intimidation 
tolerated aboard the Belleau 
Wood, that the Navy’s “out¬ 


ing” of Allen Schindler in the 
weeks before his death con¬ 
tributed to his death.” 

McFeeley said HRCF is 
not calling for stiffer punish¬ 
ment for Helvey. 

“What we are calling for is 
an independent investigation 
of the Navy,” McFeeley told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The 
evidence is very clear that the 
Navy did not do a good job of 
handling this matter from 
start to finish. The Navy did a 
very bad job of protecting 
Allen Schindler when it had 
reason to believe he was in 
danger. 

“What we’re dealing with 
is an institution that is sup¬ 
ported by taxpayers: the U.S. 
Navy and how it has conduct¬ 
ed itself in this business,” 
McFeeley said. “We’re not do¬ 
ing this just to find out the 
truth, but also so that the 
truth will make sure that this 
doesn’t happen again, so that 
we don’t have future viola¬ 
tions of human rights that I 
believe occurred in the Allen 
Schindler case.” 

Justice Department spokes¬ 
person Obern Rainey said the 
HRCF letter is “under re¬ 
view.” 

Record of incompetence 

Schindler’s case doesn’t 
mark the first time the Navy 
has been criticized for mis¬ 
handling investigations. Sev¬ 
eral failed Navy inquiries 
have been re-examined by 
higher authority. 

Most recently, the Pen¬ 
tagon intervened in the Tail- 
hook investigation and 
charged that Navy officials 
deliberately undermined their 
own inquiry to avoid unflat¬ 
tering publicity. 

A Pentagon report on the 
1989 USS Iowa explosion re¬ 
futed the Navy’s assessment 
of the blast. Unable to find 
conclusive evidence explain¬ 
ing the explosion, the Navy 
blamed one of the dead 
sailors. Clayton Hartwig, the 
Navy said, was distraught af¬ 
ter other sailors rejected his 
sexual advances and inten¬ 
tionally set an explosive. In 
1991, the Navy admitted it 
had wrongly accused Hartwig 
and apologized to his family. 

The Pentagon review of 
the Iowa explosion found 
ample evidence that the blast 
was accidental, evidence that 
Navy investigators missed — 
or ignored in order to pin the 
tragedy on Hartwig. 

The Navy’s claim that 
Hartwig was an emotionally 


unbalanced gay man was 
based largely on a psycholog¬ 
ical profile culled from his 
personal letters — letters in 
which independent psychia¬ 
trists found no sign of emo¬ 
tional distress. 

“The available literature on 
the subject suggests that it 
would be unprecedented in 
the annals of medicine and 
criminal law for a person with 
Mr. Hartwig’s psychiatric pro¬ 
file to have committed the 
crime,” wrote C. Robert Zel¬ 
nick, a Pentagon correspon¬ 
dent for ABC News, in a 
September 1989 opinion piece 
in The New York Times. 

At best, investigators who 
blamed the blast on Hartwig 
were moronically incompetent 
and missed evidence that 
sprung up in the Pentagon re¬ 
port. At worst, Navy investiga¬ 
tors purposefully misled peo¬ 
ple to believe the inferno that 
killed 47 sailors was ignited by 
an unhappy fag. 

The more things change ... 

Since the Iowa and Tail- 
hook embarrassments, the 
Navy’s investigative branch is 
supposed to have been re¬ 
vamped. In December 1992, 
the Naval Investigative Ser¬ 
vice was renamed the Naval 
Criminal Investigative Service 
in an attempt to refocus the 
agency, according to Navy 
spokesperson Commander 
Kevin Mukri. 

Also, the admiral who head¬ 
ed the agency was replaced 
with a civilian, Roy Nedrow, 
who served on the Berkeley 
Police Department during the 
1960s and worked for the U.S. 
Secret Service for 27 years. 

“A civilian was selected to 
head the organization to stop 
the perception of the uniform 
Navy having influence over in¬ 
vestigations,” Mukri told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “That’s 
more the perception and that’s 
as important from a credibility 
standpoint as reality.” 

Whether these alterations 
have brought any substantial 
changes in the Navy’s investi¬ 
gation procedures remains in 
question. 

‘‘I don’t know of any 
changes they’ve made that 
have been significant,” McFee¬ 
ley said. “I’m not satisfied by 
changing a name that anything 
else has changed.” 

Without question, the 
Schindler case swirls in the 
storm over admitting open 
gays to the military. And in-

vestigators have tried to mold 
testimony in the Schindler in¬ 
vestigation in much the same 
way investigators sculpted ev¬ 
idence in the Iowa case. 

Several Belleau Wood 
sailors, including Eastman and 
Sims, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Navy investigators 
tried to coerce them into pro¬ 
viding evidence that would 
back up investigator’s theories, 
even when those theories 
clashed with what witnesses 
knew. 

“They [Navy investigators] 
try to put words in your 
mouth,” Eastman said. “They 
try to tell you to say what they 
want to hear.” 

The Belleau Wood sailor 
who sparked headlines in 
February with a story about 
having sex with Helvey told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
he, too, felt pressured by in¬ 
vestigators. Victor Christian 
later admitted he fabricated 
the story, but said he was 
afraid to admit his lie to inves¬ 
tigators. 

“I was intent on telling 
them what they wanted to 
hear,” Christian said. “The 
way they were talking to me 
was, ‘tell us this and it will be 
OK, don’t tell us what we 
want to hear, and you’re out of 
here, buddy.’ So I told them 
what they wanted to hear. It 
was a lie but I thought it was 
what they wanted to hear.” 

The story of Helvey’s secret 
gay life — since discarded as 
untrue— echoes the Navy’s cry 
in the Iowa investigation: 
Schindler wasn’t killed in an 
ugly gay bashing, he was 
killed by another unhappy fag. 

Home on the range 

Back home in Frederick- 
town, Missouri, some people 
still consider Helvey a high 
school sports hero. Friends of 
his there have raised funds for 
his defense; they recently held 
a benefit dance. 

Around the country, 
Schindler and his courageous 
mother have become martyrs 
in the fight for lesbian and gay 
rights. 

There are no clear answers 
in this case. And justice won’t 
come easy even if the Justice 
Department takes over — and 
quickly; the court-martial 
starts in two-and-a-half weeks. 

But if the Navy is allowed 
to resolve the Allen Schindler 
case itself, injustice is guaran¬ 
teed. No justice for a young 
gay man mutilated on the 
floor of a public bathroom. No 
justice for a mother who could 
identify her son’s corpse only 
by the tattoos on his bloody 
arms. 

As HRCF’s McFeeley 
pointed out, the Navy operates 
in an environment — fostered 
from the Pentagon on down — 
that says gays and lesbians are 
not as good as straight people. 
That’s a given. It’s a given 
Sam Nunn is fighting madly 
to hold on to. It’s not possible 
that Schindler’s murder could 
be justly investigated or pros¬ 
ecuted in that environment. 

In that environment, Terry 
Helvey, the sports-star murder¬ 
er, is almost as much a victim 
as Allen Schindler, the man 
he tore apart. Helvey lived and 
breathed and followed orders 
in an atmosphere that accepts 
and encourages animosity to¬ 
ward gays. Violence is pre¬ 
dictable in that environment — 
maybe unavoidable. 

It’s the environment that 
must go on trial. ▼

SPRINGFIELD, Illinois 
(UPI) - An Illinois State Sen¬ 
ate committee has narrowly 
defeated a measure that 
would have banned job and 
housing discrimination 
against homosexuals. 

The Senate Executive 
Committee voted 7-5 against 
the bill on May 5, with three 
voting “present” — a kind of 
abstention. The vote came fol¬ 
lowing heated debate and tes 
timony from Dorothy Hajdys, 
the Chicago Heights woman 
whose son, Allen Schindler, 
was beaten to death in Japan 
by his Navy shipmates last 
year for being homosexual. 

Hajdys, fighting back tears 
after the hearing, said the 
vote was based on misconcep¬ 
tions about the bill and homo¬ 
sexuals. 

“Allen could have been the 
sons of any one of those men 
or women in that Senate. It’s 
because of ignorance and big¬ 


otry in this country that he’s 
dead,” Hajdys said. 

Hajdys, who testified in fa¬ 
vor of the bill when it was be¬ 
fore the House of Representa¬ 
tives, said the bill would sim¬ 
ply give lesbians and gays the 
same basic protections as reli¬ 
gious and ethnic groups enjoy 
under the state’s Human 
Rights Act. 

Opponents, however, ar¬ 
gued the measure would 
grant special status to gays 
based on sexual behaivor 
most people consider deviant 
and unhealthy. 

Leonard Pye, a non-de- 
nominational minister from 
Highland, said gays are 
“sodomites” who choose their 
sexual orientation and can be 
cured. Passing the bill, he 
said, would amount to an en¬ 
dorsement of dangerous sex 
practices that encourage the 
spread of AIDS and other dis¬ 
eases. 

“Obviously, to kill some¬ 
one because of their actions is 


not what this society is about 
... but [to] pass this legislation 
is to pander to [gays],” Pye 
said. 

State Senator Bernard 
Shaw (D-Chicago) said Pye’s 
arguments closely resembled 
some of those once used to 
deny civil rights to blacks. 

“They came up with all 
kinds of excuses. They had 
very convincing arguments,” 
Shaw said. “These people 
[gays] only want the same 
rights you have. You as a 
man of God should be leading 
the charge.” 

The debate erupted into a 
shouting match between Sen¬ 
ators Emil Jones (D- Chicago) 
and Tom McCracken (R-West- 
mont). McCracken accused 
Jones of harrassing Pye when 
Jones pressed him on the dif¬ 
ferences between sexual ori¬ 
entation and behavior. 

Hajdys and supporters 
from the Illinois Federation 
for Human Rights pledged to 
continue pushing the legisla¬ 


tion, and hinted they might 
seek to have the bill amended 
onto another on the Senate 
floor. 

Although the bill was de¬ 
feated on a partisan vote in 
the Republican- held commit¬ 
tee, federation member Rick 
Garcia noted that one Repub¬ 
lican, Aldo DeAngelis (Chica¬ 
go Heights) voted in favor, 
and the three voting “present” 
might be swayed. 

Airman Apprentice Terry 
Helvey, of Michigan, pleaded 
guilty this week to 
Schindler’s murder, but 
sought leniency by denying 
the slaying had been planned. 
Helvey said he was drunk 
and doesn’t remember the in¬ 
cident. 

Hadjys said she hopes 
Helvey gets life in prison. 

“If he can use the excuse 
that he was drunk, who’s to 
say if they let him out of 
prison he won’t get drunk 
again and kill someone else?” 

Hajdys also said the mili¬ 
tary tried to cover up the inci¬ 
dent in the early days of the 
investigation. ▼

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A First Look: 

The New and Improved 
1993 Federal Gay Rights Bill

For years and years, gays 
and lesbians in Washington 
and around the country have 
toiled feverishly to get this 
congressman or that senator 
to co-sponsor the federal civil 
rights bill, which would pro¬ 
tect them from discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. And, amid a million dis¬ 
tractions over the last 18 
years, they have done reason¬ 
ably well. 

By the time the last 
Congress adjourned, 111 
House members and 17 sena¬ 
tors had lent their names to 
the twin measures, marking 
an all-time high. Still, by any 
other congressional yardstick, 
those numbers don’t suggest a 
measure rushing to passage. 

Not by a longshot. 

In fact, the big hope 
throughout the last session on 
this front was for hearings — 
not floor votes — on the long- 
stymied bill. (For several rea¬ 
sons, they didn’t come off.) 

This year, the outlook is 
markedly different. 

For one thing, the man liv¬ 
ing at 1600 Pennsylvania Av¬ 
enue is, for the first time, a 
supporter of equal rights for 
lesbians and gay men. And 
while the devil always lies in 
the details of any Washington 
proposal, this is a head start 
that gays have never had be¬ 
fore. 

During the presidential 
campaign, candidate Bill Clin¬ 
ton expressed support for the 
concept of a federal gay and 
lesbian rights bill. The actual 
measure that has been 
bandied about the House and 
Senate for years, however, 
was not completely to his lik¬ 
ing. 

He expressed concerns 
with specific parts of the bill 
which would not have al¬ 
lowed exceptions for religious 
institutions and would have 
insisted that federal affirma¬ 
tive action programs pertain 
to gays and lesbians as well 
as racial and other minorities. 

And while Clinton’s com¬ 
plaints with the proposal 
irked some gay and lesbian 
activists, others who have 
worked on the bill for years 
shrugged it off, having long 
viewed the proposal as hope¬ 
lessly outdated. 

The measure has changed 
little since its initial 1975 in¬ 
troduction to the House by 
then-Representative Bella 
Abzug (D-New York), despite 
myriad changes in federal civ¬ 
il rights laws. But because 
support for the bill was large¬ 
ly symbolic and quick passage 
seemed remote, the only sub¬ 
stantive changes to the bill 
have been expansions allow¬ 
ing it to cover discrimination 
in housing, employment, pub¬ 
lic accommodaiiuiio, uuu pro¬ 
grams receiving federal fund¬ 
ing. 

The new and improved 
gay rights bill is presently be¬ 
ing worked on by the staffs of 
the bill’s new lead sponsors, 
Representative Henry Wax- 
man (D-California) and Sena¬ 
tor Edward Kennedy (D-Mas- 
sachusetts), and Representa¬ 
tive Don Edwards (D-Califor- 
nia), the chairman of the 
House Judiciary Subcommit¬ 
tee on Civil and Constitution¬ 


al Rights. 

Kennedy and Waxman 
will take over sponsorship of 
the Senate and House mea¬ 
sures from Senator Alan 
Cranston (D-California), who 
retired last fall after four 
years of carrying the bill, and 
Representative Ted Weiss (D- 
New York), who died last 
summer after championing 
the bill for over a decade. 

Weiss’ older version of the 
House bill was introduced to 
the House earlier this year by 
Representative Edolphus 
Towns (D-New York) as a 
symbolic salute to the late 
congressman, but is not ex¬ 
pected to be the vehicle of 
choice in this Congress. 
Brand new features for '93 

While the details of the 
new bill are still being 
worked out, some basics have 
emerged: 

The new measure will for 
the first time be a free-stand¬ 
ing bill, not a proposal to ex¬ 
pand the provisions of other 
civil rights laws to sexual mi¬ 
norities. This, lobbyists hope, 
will give lawmakers and the 
courts a clearer picture of its 
protections. 

By this means, the bill’s 
authors are also hoping the 
new bill will parallel the lan¬ 
guage of other more recent 
civil rights laws, and take ad¬ 
vantage of changes in case 
law over the years. 

Also, as referenced in Clin¬ 
ton’s concerns, the new mea¬ 
sure will include an exemp¬ 
tion for religious organiza¬ 
tions. 

Gay lobbyists working on 
the new proposal are quick to 
point out, however, that while 
the exception would allow 
churches and other strictly re¬ 
ligious entities to discrimi¬ 
nate, it would not allow indi¬ 
viduals in secular life to dis¬ 
criminate legally against gays 
and lesbians on religious 
grounds. 

And while such exceptions 
invariably raise the hackles of 
gay activists in some quarters, 
lobbyists further note that all 
of the eight statewide gay 
rights laws in the U.S. have 
some sort of religious exemp¬ 
tion in them as do three re¬ 
cent federal civil rights laws 
which do not directly affect 
gays as such. 

With these new changes, 
activists are hoping that they 
will be able to convince more 
members of the House and 
Senate to back their cause, al¬ 
though they don’t expect it to 
win them a significant new 


number of co-sponsors. 

When the new bill is intro¬ 
duced later this year, backers 
will be expecting 21 senators 
and roughly 118 House mem¬ 
bers to co-sponsor it. Any in¬ 
creased support coming from 
the new language, they ex¬ 
pect, will come in the form of 
floor votes for the measure. 

Still, it may be a while be¬ 
fore anyone actually sees the 
new bill. 

At this time last year, gay 
activists had been hoping that 
they would be pushing hard 
for the new gay rights bill, 
having expected to have al¬ 
ready put behind them the 
question of gays and lesbians 
in the military. 

But with the fracas still 
raging in Congress and 
throughout America and hear¬ 
ings on the touchy issue being 
held in both the House and 
Senate, all plans are (for now 
at least) on hold. 

Gays are postponing any 
serious attention to the gay 
rights bill until after July 15, 
the date on which President 
Clinton is expected to issue 
his executive order lifting the 
Pentagon’s ban on homosexu¬ 
als in the uniformed service. 
The Senate is expected to re¬ 
act to Clinton’s move almost 
immediately by voting on a 
measure to trump the presi¬ 
dent by writing the ban into 
federal law. 

Because of the crucial na¬ 
ture of that vote, lobbyists on 
the gay rights bill are not ex¬ 
pecting to introduce their 
new bill until at least mid¬ 
summer, if not later. 

What is vital, these ac¬ 
tivists say, is a victory on the 
military issue. If they lose 
that battle, they insist, it will 
be extraordinarily difficult to 
get Congress to even begin to 
consider the gay and lesbian 
civil rights bill. 

And the only way to en¬ 
sure a victory, they insist, is 
for gays and their supporters 
to blanket Congress with let¬ 
ters, phone calls and lobbying 
visits. 

“It’s hard to overestimate 
the importance of constituent 
lobbying,” said one such lob¬ 
byist, Eric Rosenthal, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund. “And it 
needs to be done again and 
again and again. The religious 
right is great in getting its 
message heard. Our commu¬ 
nity really needs to work on 
that because that’s going to 
determine whether we win or 
lose.”T

Pro-Gay Video 
Unwelcome at the Pentagon

It works for religious right¬ 
wingers so why not for les¬ 
bians and gays? 

A video supporting Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s plan to lift the 
military ban on gays is now 
making the rounds in Wash¬ 
ington. Created by a group of 
television professionals, To 
Support and Defend defies 
stereotypes and shows the 
faces behind the issues, pro¬ 
ducers say. 

Although the video’s back¬ 
ers maintain To Support and 
Defend is more professional 
than Christian right attempts 
at documentary videography, 
right wingers have an advan¬ 
tage in distribution. 

Air Force Captain Erik 
Markeset, a Bay Area resi¬ 
dent, was one of three men 
thrown out of the Pentagon 
for distributing the gay-posi¬ 
tive video. 

That’s in marked contrast 
to the warm welcome Pen¬ 
tagon brass reportedly gave 
The Gay Agenda, the anti¬ 
gay video produced by 
Springs of Life Ministries. Re¬ 
tired Lieutenant Colonel Cliff 
Anchor said top Pentagon of¬ 
ficers made copies of The 
Gay Agenda and distributed 
it themselves. 

“We’re engaged in the bat¬ 
tle of the video tape,” says 
Gregory King of the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund. 

HRCF is urging lesbians 
and gays to watch the video 
with relatives and friends — 
and use it as a springboard to 
foster support for gay rights. 
That’s a ploy Christian funda¬ 
mentalists have used success¬ 
fully to rally voters against 
gay rights and it’s an idea 
gays need to imitate, accord¬ 
ing to King. 

“We have to match them 
tactic for tactic,” says King. 
“We’re engaged in a very dif¬ 
ficult struggle now. If a vote 
were held today, we’d lose. 
But I think that our communi¬ 
ty is beginning to get in¬ 
volved in a major way in let¬ 
ter-writing efforts.” 

The Pentagon’s reaction to 
the new video is an example 
of the double standard les¬ 
bians and gays face in fight¬ 
ing to end the ban, King says 
— the same double standard 
that engulfs Senate hearings 
on the issue. 

“The Human Rights Cam-

paign Fund has given up on 
the hearings,” King says. “To 
an extent, I think the hearings 
are meant to detract from the 
real work that needs to be 
done. ... I have a sense that 
these hearings are meant to 
be window dressing to sup¬ 
port the proposal that [Sena¬ 
tor Sam Nunn] will eventual¬ 
ly present. These hearings are 
not an effort to find the truth 
or the best plan; these hear¬ 
ings are being orchestrated to 
support Senator Nunn’s 
plans.”

Money Talks—and Walks: 

MOW Pumped S177M into D.C.

The glorious spring week¬ 
end that brought the crowd of 
lesbians, gays, bisexuals, 
transgender people, and their 
supporters to the March on 
Washington last April 25 not 
only made queer history but 
had an “unprecedented eco¬ 
nomic impact” on the city as 
well. 

According to the Washing¬ 
ton DC Convention & Visi¬ 
tors Association (WCVA), the 
March brought in “at least 
$177 million in revenues” to 
Washington and surrounding 
areas. 

“No other single recent 
event, including the record- 
breaking 1993 Presidential In¬ 
auguration (estimate: $65 mil¬ 
lion), has ever made such an 
enormous economic impact 
on the nation’s capital, mak¬ 
ing it a financial landmark for 
the city and metropolitan 
area,” reports Thomas Mur¬ 
phy in an April 30 WCVA 
press release. 

The WCVA based its esti¬ 
mates on the march organiz¬ 
ers’ belief that at least one 
million people participated in 
march-related activities over 
an average three-day period. 
While the Washington D.C. 
Mayor’s office and the Office 
of Emergency Preparedness 
also initially estimated that 
one million people participat¬ 
ed in the march, the National 
Park Service placed the num¬ 
ber at 300,000. Under pres¬ 
sure from the March Commit¬ 
tee, the Interior Department 
has agreed to look into the 
method it uses to determine 
crowd size. 

The WCVA breaks down 
the “conservative” $177 mil¬ 
lion figure for an average 
three-night stay as at least: 
$7,000,000 for hotel occupancy 
for an average three-night 
stay — with over 40 percent of 
the 100 percent occupancy for 
hotels in the immediate D.C. 
metro area (the other 60 per¬ 
cent were conventions and 
tourists); $50,000,000 for shop¬ 
ping and entertainment, figur¬ 
ing each person spent $50 for 
the entire visit; $30,000,000 in 
taxis and Metro subways - $10 
per person per day; 
$90,000,000 in food at area 
restaurants with each person 
spending an estimated $30 
per day. “This figure,” says 
the WCVA report, “does 
NOT take into account the 
tens of thousands of addition¬ 
al dollars that hotels gained 
from catering bills and spe¬ 
cials functions.” 

That last caveat is an im¬ 
portant one. There is, for in¬ 
stance, untabulated money 
spent renting space at various 
D.C. hotels — and Union Sta¬ 
tion — for over 300 related 
events and fundraisers and 
the obligatory food, drinks, 
lighting and sound systems, 
and the folks who handle all 
that. Also not figured into the 
“conservative” $177 million 
estimate is the money spent 
in hotels, restaurants, shop¬ 
ping, and entertainment cen¬ 
ters outside the Washington 
D.C. metro area, transporta¬ 
tion to those areas, as well as 
fundraisers for local lesbian 
and gay organizations. Addi¬ 
tionally, the Park Service 
counted 400 out-of-state buses, 
the riders of which presum¬ 
ably spent money before re¬ 
turning home. 


And though they attempt¬ 
ed to be frugal, the money the 
March Committee generated 
and spent over their two-year 
stint in Washington through 
items such as rent, telephone 
use, and printing costs was 
also not considered. March co¬ 
chair Billy Hileman estimated 
that the March spent “in ex¬ 
cess of one million dollars,” 
although “a significant” 
amount of “in-kind” services 
were donated. Other services 
receiving March money out¬ 
side the local areas included 
the satellite link and the huge 
television screens, as well as 
the postal service and United 
Parcel Service. 

Hileman was the person 
responsible for setting up a 
meeting with an Interior De¬ 
partment deputy to review 
the Park Service low-ball 
crowd estimate of 300,000. He 
and his other three co-chairs 
met with Tom Collier, a 
deputy to Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt. Hileman compiled 
persuasive information to 
show that this march was 
larger and longer than the 
April 5 NOW march which 
the Park Service estimated at 
500,000. 

Earle Kittleman, a spokes¬ 
person for the National Park 
Service, says the methods 
they use for estimating crowd 
sizes are proscribed in the 
Federal Registry. He said 
there has been “no change” in 
their estimate of 300,000. 

I can’t think of a time when 
there has been a change,” Kit¬ 
tleman said, noting that he 
has yet to hear from the Inte¬ 
rior Department but “we do 
what they ask us to do.” He 
said that one of the measures 
of the march participation 
was Metro ridership, which 
was approximately 206,500 
“all day both ways.” (March 
organizers’ figures are high¬ 
er). 

Kittleman also said that 
the greatest crowd size was 
the 1969 anti-war demonstra¬ 
tion that brought 690,000 
protesters to Washington. 
However, David Mixner, one 
of the organizers of that 
march, said that from his van¬ 
tage point speaking on stage, 
he thinks the gay rights 
march was larger. 

Kittleman said that the 
anti-war demonstration was a 
“benchmark” and “a lot has 
changed since then. The 
methodology of counting has 
become more sophisticated.... 
I’m sure there is greater accu¬ 
racy today than was then ... 
[but] it is still an estimate and 
not an accurate account.” And 
although the technology ex¬ 
ists to make an accurate ac¬ 
count, “it is not, at this point, 
important enough to employ 
super-sophisticated methods 
to determine crowd size. At 
this point, I’m not . sure the 
park police would even know 
how to do it.” 

But if experience could be 
counted as a factor, WCVA 
Public Relations Manager 
Tom Murphy, a 36-year-old 
gay man, would vote for one 
million. “I’m a native Wash¬ 
ingtonian and I’ve been with 
the Visitor’s Bureau for ten 
years and I can’t recall an 
event of this magnitude in 
Washington D.C.,” he said — 
including the 1969 anti-war 
protest. 

Murphy also said that the 


march had “such a positive 
feel about it” and it created 
such positive press, that he 
expects that other minorities 
will consider the March on 
Washington a signal to bring 
their “concerns” to the na¬ 
tion’s capital where they too 
will feel “welcomed.” 

Murphy said the com¬ 
ments he has heard since the 
march have been positive. A 
60-plus year old cab driver 
who’s been driving in D.C. 
for 40 years “summed it up” 
best: “I thought it was inspira¬ 
tional,” the cabbie told Mur¬ 
phy. 

And how does one mea¬ 
sure inspiration? Hileman, 
who thrilled the march audi¬ 
ence by announcing on stage 
that he is an openly gay 
teacher (high school 
biology/chemistry) from Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pennsylvania, received 
a thank you letter from a man 
who watched over six hours 
of C-SPAN coverage. A teach¬ 
ing assistant with severely 
handicapped first graders, the 
man wrote Hileman: “As a re¬ 
sult of the overwhelming 
emotions I felt today, I decid¬ 
ed to come out to the staff 
members where I work. I just 
feel like I have to do some¬ 
thing. Thank you again.” 

“This was a high point,” 
Hileman said in a May 11 
phone interview. “I felt so 
proud, not only because I’m 
open about being a teacher 
and being gay but [because] I 
was a part of putting the sys¬ 
tem together where people at 
home could see the march.

This was really important.” 

Nadine Smith, 27, another 
co-chair from Tampa, Florida, 
also noted that “coming out” 
could not be calculated in the 
$177 million “conservative” 
fiscal impact on Washington 
D.C.. She too received “com¬ 
ing out” letters from friends 
of hers — in an area currently 
battling an Amendment 2- 


type state-wide anti-gay initia¬ 
tive. 

“That’s what this march 
was really all about,” Smith 
said. “The courage of ordi¬ 
nary lesbians and gays who 
are willing to “come out” and 
be themselves and refuse to 
live a lie. No one can put a 
price on that.” ▼

New HIV Vaccine for 
Expectant Mothers Announced

The National Institutes of 
Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases announced last week 
that it has selected San Fran¬ 
cisco as one of seven sites for 
the first clinical trials of a 
therapeutic AIDS vaccine 
candidate in pregnant women 
with HIV. 

A genetically-engineered 
vaccine, gpl20, will be evalu¬ 
ated in Phase I clinical trials 
for its safety, and for its po¬ 
tential to stimulate anti-HIV 
immune responses in expec¬ 
tant mothers and prevent 
perinatal transmission of HIV 
to their babies. 

“Although three-fourths of 
infants born to HIV-infected 
mothers in the United States 
escape HIV infection, nearly 
all children who become in¬ 
fected acquire the virus from 
their mothers,” said Health 
and Human Services Services 
Secretary Donna Shalala in 
making the announcement. 
“We need therapies that not 
only improve the health of 
pregnant women infected 
with HIV but that also pre¬ 
vent this tragic mode of HIV 
infection.” 

The trial seeks asymp¬ 
tomatic HIV-positive women 
between the ages of 16-40 
who have t-cell counts of 400 
or more. Participants must 
not have any other medical 
conditions, such as insulin-de¬ 
pendent diabetes or hyperten¬ 
sion, that would make their 
pregnancy high risk. AZT

therapy can be continued dur¬ 
ing the trials. 

A total of 24 women will 
be enrolled in the trial, 16 of 
whom will receive the exper¬ 
imental vaccine; the rest will 
receive a placebo. Each par¬ 
ticipant will receive four or 

five immunizations: the first 
between the 16th and 24th 
week of pregnancy, and sub¬ 
sequent booster doses admin¬ 
istered monthly, up to the 
birth of the child. The health 
of the women and their ba¬ 
bies will be carefully moni¬ 
tored. 


The women many opt for 
a second series of booster im¬ 
munizations at three, six, 
nine, and 12 months after de¬ 
livery. The trial will last for 
about two years, with an 18- 
month follow-up period. New¬ 
borns will be examined at 
birth, at the age of six 
months, and then every three 
months during the follow-up.

Judge Rules PWA's 
Body Waste Is Not 
a Deadly Weapon

JACKSON, Michigan - A 
judge has dropped one of 
three felony charges against a 
Southern Michigan Prison in¬ 
mate accused of throwing a 
cup full of HIV-tainted feces 
and urine in the face of a 
prison nurse. 

Body waste is not a deadly 
weapon, even if it is contam¬ 
inated with the virus, District 
Judge Charles Falahee Jr ruled 
April 21. 

Falahee dismissed a 
charge of assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon against Robert 
Williams, but he let two other 
charges stand in the Decem¬ 
ber 1.992 incident: assault with 
intent to murder and assault¬ 
ing a prison employee. 

Williams, 24, who has an 
advanced case of AIDS, will 
be tried in Jackson County 
Circuit Court. 

Dr. Timothy Barth testi¬ 
fied the virus can be transmit¬ 
ted by blood, but there is no 
scientific evidence of trans¬ 
mission by feces or urine. 

So far, the nurse, Teri Lee 
Rodgers, has not tested posi¬ 
tive for HIV. Jackson County 
Prosecutor Dennis Hurst said 
further test results are expect¬ 
ed within two weeks. 


Falahee also overturned 
another judge’s April 8 deci¬ 
sion requiring Williams to 
wear a plastic face protector 
and surgical mask in all court 
appearances, but he ordered 
additional courtroom security 
for Williams. 

Hurst argued unsuccessful¬ 
ly that masking is necessary 
to protect courtroom staff be¬ 
cause Williams has a history 
of spitting at guards. 

Williams was handcuffed, 
shackled, and seated against a 
wall, beside his lawyer and a 
guard, during the hearing. 
Other guards were ordered to 
stand near Williams and 
spray him with so-called pep¬ 
per gas if he made any threat¬ 
ening moves. 

At the hearing, Rodgers 
said she was delivering med¬ 
ication to other inmates 
Christmas morning when 
Williams stuck his arm 
through the bars of his cell 
and flung the cup at her. 

A few weeks earlier, she 
said, Williams threatened to 
rape her son and murder her 
husband. ▼

members of Congress to ex¬ 
press their opposition to al¬ 
lowing gays in the military, 
“misstated my position” when 
it reported that Powell said 
“allowing homosexuals in the 
armed forces would destroy 
the military.” 

A recent fundraising letter 
from tennis great Martina 
Navratilova on behalf of gays 
and lesbians in the military is 
sending shockwaves through 
a few Washington families; 
the letter, part of a fundrais¬ 
ing campaign for the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force, 
begins, “For too long, the 
rules have been made by and 
for white, Christian, hetero¬ 
sexual males. All the rest of 
us were left out.” 

The pitch also contends 
that “every family has gay 
persons in it. That includes 
the families of Sam Nunn, 
Jesse Helms, Robert Dole, 
and of right-wing activist 
Phyllis Schlafly; even the 
families of the Reverends Jer¬ 
ry Falwell and Pat Robertson 
have lesbian and gay mem¬ 
bers.” Tell ’em like it is, Mar¬ 
tina. 

There’s always a local an¬ 
gle: Washington wags are 
talking about the “serious” af¬ 
fair between Hillary Clinton’s 
brother, Tony Rodham, a pri¬ 
vate investigator living in 
Florida, and Nicole Boxer, 
the San Francisco daughter of 
Senator Barbara Boxer. 

A Republican as Mayor of 
NYC? Even some Democrats 
are saying that attorney 
Rudolph Guiliani will go to 
the November run-off election 
a favorite to defeat incumbent 
David Dinkins. 


In Los Angeles, Republi¬ 
can mayoral candidate 
Richard Riordan has already 
put in $6 million of his own 
money (talk about buying an 
election!) in an effort to defeat 
Councilmember Mike Woo, 
the gay-backed liberal Demo¬ 
crat in that city’s November 
run-off. 

And in Olympia, Washing¬ 
ton, State Representative Cal 
Anderson, undaunted by the 
recent defeat of his gay rights 
bill, says he will immediately 
begin working on another 
one; the state’s only openly 
gay legislator designed the 
bill to protect gays from bias 
based on race, creed, national 
origin, sex, or marital status. 

Meanwhile, this week in 
Pendleton, Oregon, a judge 
gave the go-ahead for an anti¬ 
gay rights initiative in that 
state’s Umatilla county, pro¬ 
vided the ballot title clearly 
states that it will discriminate 
against gays. 

And there was Ross Perot, 
a man with an ego even big¬ 
ger than his bank account, 
practically accusing President 
Clinton of intending to “get a 
little war going” in Bosnia in 
hopes of “diverting attention 
from broken promises at 
home” (has anyone ever seen 
Ross Perot and Jerry Brown 
in the same place at the same 
time?) 

City Hall gossips insist that 
State Senator Quentin Kopp, 
unsuccessful in urging attor¬ 
ney Neil Eisenberg to run 
against City Attorney Louise 
Renne in November, has 
turned his attention to finding 
other possible candidates; Su¬ 
pervisor Terrence Hallinan 
(who, like Renne herself, al¬ 
ways seems to be thinking of 
running for another office) 


and former police Commis¬ 

sioner Jose Medina have both 
been urged to think about 
taking on Renne, who was ap¬ 
pointed to the position by 
then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein.

A. mayoral candidate Michael 
Woo are holding a fundraiser 
for the pro-gay councilmember 
this Saturday, May 15th, 2-5 
pm, at the Cathay House 
Restaurant, 718 California 
Street.

Those keeping a close 
watch on how Senators Fein¬ 
stein and Boxer vote will tell 
you that they have only voted 
differently on 3 of 116 senate 
votes; this marks a sharp 
change from the last two 
decades, when California’s 
Democratic and Republican 
senators often canceled each 
other’s votes. 

And word comes from Sen¬ 
ator Feinstein’s Washington 
office that former state Attor¬ 
ney General and gubernatorial 
candidate John Van de Kamp 
(who lost a primary to Fein¬ 
stein, incidentally) is among 
the top contenders to become 
the next U. S. attorney in Los 
Angeles, a powerful post that 
would make him the top fed¬ 
eral law enforcement official 
in seven large southern Cali¬ 
fornia counties. 

Oakland Representative 
Ron Dellums, the chair of the 
powerful House Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee, strongly al¬ 
lied himself with gay-rights ad¬ 
vocates vowing to overturn the 
ban on gays and lesbians in 
the military; Dellums said,

struggle and we’re in it for the 
long haul.” ▼

New Yorker 

An essay in the May 3 issue 
of The New Yorker attacks 
the credibility of the 1989 gov¬ 
ernment report on lesbian and 
gay youth suicide, which indi¬ 
cates that lesbians and gays ac¬ 
count for as much as 30 per¬ 
cent of all completed youth 
suicides annually. In “Political 
Science,” New Yorker essay¬ 
ist David Shaffer claims that 
“by any measure it is clear 
that the figure of 30 percent is 
far too high.” He condemns 
not only the numbers, but also 
the lesbian and gay activists 
who cite the report’s statistics. 
According to Shaffer, “Suicide 
... has no place on anyone’s po¬ 
litical agenda, no matter how 
worthy.” In the same essay, 
Shaffer also supports the re¬ 
cent Guttmacher Institute 
study that has been widely 
misused to “prove” that homo¬ 
sexuals make up only 1 per¬ 
cent of the general population. 

Shaffer’s essay is filled with 
a number of inaccurate claims. 
What is most disturbing, how¬ 
ever, is that he completely ig¬ 
nores the central contribution 
made by the 1989 Task Force 
Report on Youth Suicide. The 
Task Force Report asserts that 
lesbian and gay youth do not 
commit suicide because they 
are lesbian or gay, but because 
they live in a homophobic so¬ 
ciety. For making that urgent 
point, the Report was original¬ 
ly suppressed by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment. The fact that homo- 
phobic hatred kills children is 
a hard fact to swallow, espe¬ 
cially amongst those who do 
the hating. 

Let The New Yorker 
know that the enormously im¬ 
portant subject of lesbian and 
gay youth suicide merits a 
much more informed (and a 
much less biased) analysis 
than that provided by David 
Shaffer. We must resist this 
latest effort to suggest that — 
both literally and figuratively 
—- lesbian, gay and bisexual 
people do not count.

related to AIDS budget cuts, 
Alvarez resigned her post as 
Santa Clara County Director 
of Public Health. Her interim 
successor is Dr. Steve Coret, 
a longtime friend and col¬ 
league of Alvarez. 

Coret revised the AIDS 
budget for a 25 percent reduc¬ 
tion instead of 60 percent. But 
critics say the cuts are still too 
steep and have accused Coret 
of carrying out Alvarez’s 
vendetta. The new budget 
still calls for the elimination 
of Howell’s job and a $69,000 
cut to the Aris Project. 

Neither Coret at the health 
department nor Howell at the 
AIDS Office responded to 
calls from, the B.A.R. about 
this article. 

Alvarez’s supporters, who 
refused to speak on the 
record, have told the B.A.R. 
that the Aris Project was less 
concerned about garnering 
support for itself than in 
smearing Alvarez’s reputa¬ 
tion. In a B.A.R. interview, 
Tom Myers, public relations 
director for the Aris Project, 
would only speak in general 
terms about the spat between 
the health department, the 
AIDS Office, and Aris Pro¬ 
ject. But he said the Aris Pro¬ 
ject would use political clout 
to resist any budget cuts. 

“We’re hopeful that there 
can be positive changes in 
public health so that we don’t 
have to see huge cuts when 
Santa Clara County is under¬ 
going such a huge HIV infec¬ 


tion,” Myers said. 

Five years, no updates 

The huge HIV infection 
rate Myers refers to is also 
the subject of controversy. 
The health department has 
not done a serious survey of 
HIV infection rates since 
1987, citing lack of money 
needed to conduct a thorough 
study. So for more than five 
years, Santa Clara County has 
stayed with the figure of 
10,000 HIV-infected. AIDS ac¬ 
tivists say the true number is 
between 15,000 and 20,000 
HIV-infected, and until the 
number is updated, the coun¬ 
ty is handicapped in attempts 
to receive state and federal 
grants. 

In a B.A.R. interview, 
Santa Clara County AIDS Of¬ 
fice Director Chris Sandoval 
talked about the political 
brouhaha surrounding the 
AIDS budget for the first 
time. He said one of his frus¬ 
trations is the small estimate 
of HIV-positive residents in 
Santa Clara County. 

Sandoval said he expects 
to be criticized for joining 
forces with ACT-UP, but said 
the crisis calls for strong polit¬ 
ical action. 

“Absolutely I’ll probably 
get heat for working with 
ACT-UP,” Sandoval said. 
“But right now, I’ve got to be 
supportive of any groups who 
are working for our goals. We 
need a group of voices to talk 
about this. 

“It’s very frustrating to try 
to deal with such a huge epi¬ 
demic with so few resources, 
and I’ve been shocked to find 
that resistance to our pro¬ 


grams has not come from con¬ 
servatives on the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, but from our own 
health department. I wish we 
had a closer kinship with San 
Francisco’s gay and lesbian 
community, because we fight 
a lot of homophobia down 
here.” 

Audit results 

Santa Clara County’s De¬ 
partment of Public Health is 
looking increasingly alienated 
in its power struggle with the 
AIDS office and AIDS service 
providers. In March, County 
Board of Supervisors mem¬ 
ber Ron Gonzales, a support¬ 
er of the AIDS Office, called 
for an audit of the entire 
health department. 

Last week, the San Fran¬ 
cisco-based Harvery Rose Ac¬ 
countancy Corporation re¬ 
leased its preliminary audit re¬ 
port. It finds the health depart¬ 
ment and health commission 
are such an inefficient bureau¬ 
cracy that they both should be 
dissolved, with its programs — 
including the AIDS Office — 
incorporated into San Jose’s 
Valley Medical Center hospi¬ 
tal. 

If the audit’s recommenda¬ 
tions are implemented, all of 
the health departments top 
management would lose their 
jobs. Media commentators in 
San Jose are now predicting a 
major political power struggle 
between the Department of 
Public Health and Valley Med¬ 
ical Center. Regardless of who 
gets control of the AIDS Of¬ 
fice, the report’s release is re¬ 
garded as a big victory for the 
county AIDS activists. ▼

As a result of his diabetes, Dr. Heaphy 
faced extensive health complications in¬ 
cluding partial blindness, restricted use 
of extremities and, in 1987, a kidney 
transplant. Despite all complications, 
Heaphy proceeded with his dissertation 
and in 1989 graduated as outstanding 
doctoral student form the University of 
San Francisco. 

Heaphy dedicated himself to issues 
of human sexuality and AIDS educa¬ 
tion and to counseling diabetics on cop¬ 
ing with complications of the disease. 

A native of Albuquerque, New Mex¬ 
ico, Heaphy moved to San Francisco in 
1980 to complete his masters degree at 
San Francisco State University. He 
wrote many diabetes related articles, 
the most recent one being published in 
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the May 1993 issue of Diabetes Forecast. 

Dr. Heaphy was also the inspiration 
for the soon to be published, “The 
Adventures of Sidney the Kidney,” 
which he co-created with Russ Alley. 

Dr. Heaphy was buried in Albuquer¬ 
que on April 22, and is survived by his 
mother, Mary Lou Heaphy of Albuquer¬ 
que, New Mexico; his sisters Mary Ann 
heaphy of San Francisco, Kathy 
Heaphy, Esq. of Washington, D.G; his 
brothers, Robert Heaphy PhD, of Albu¬ 
querque, Dr. James Heaphy of Lex¬ 
ington, Kentucky and Dr. Thomas 
Heaphy Jr. of Kansas City, Missouri.

New Drug Trial 
on the Peninsula 


by Dennis Conkin 

The AIDS Community Re¬ 
source Consortium in Red¬ 
wood City is conducting a 
clinical study to test the effec¬ 
tiveness of oral Procysteine 
for people suffering from HIV 
infection. 

The one-year efficacy 
study will compare the effec¬ 
tiveness of two doses of the 
drug with a placebo, accord¬ 
ing to Brian Camp. R.N., 
ACRC clinical research coor¬ 
dinator. 

The study seeks 21 partic¬ 
ipants who are taking anti¬ 
retroviral drugs either as 
monotherapy or in combina¬ 
tion. Asymptomatic HlV-in- 
fected participants must have 
T-cell counts between 50 and 
300. Participants who have 
AIDS or ARC must have T- 
cell counts of 50 to 200. 

The drug, manufactured 
by Clintec Nutrition Compa¬ 
ny, is converted to cysteine in 


the body and leads to a syn¬ 
thesis that creates an anti-ox¬ 
idant called intracellular glu- 
athiaone, which is believed to 
inhibit the replication of HIV. 

ACRC is a five-year-old, 
community-based cooperative 
group linked with 50 local 
community physicians on the 
peninsula who treat people 
with HIV. 

The group works closely 
with the AIDS clinical trials 
programs in San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty, the Early Intervention 
Project of the Santa Clara 
County AIDS Program, and 
Santa Clara Valley Medical 
Center. ACRC also coordi¬ 
nates two sub-units of Stan¬ 
ford University AIDS Clinical 
Trial Group in Palo Alto, ac¬ 
cording to ACRC Executive 
Director Michael Edell.

Gay Synagogue Excluded from NYC's 'Salute to Israel'

NEW YORK - Members 
of a gay synagogue barred 
from the May 9 Salute to Is¬ 
rael Day Parade criticized its 
exclusion as hypocritical and 
bigoted Friday but did not call 
for a boycott of the event. 

Congregation Beth Sim- 
chat Torah, described as the 
country’s largest gay syna¬ 
gogue, learned the night be¬ 
fore that sponsors revoked 
their invitation to join the pa¬ 
rade celebrating Israel’s 45th 
anniversary. 

The American Zionist 
Youth Foundation, which 
runs the parade, charged the 
synagogue’s Rabbi Sharon 
Kleinbaum broke a no-public¬ 
ity part of a compromise 


agreement by giving an inter¬ 
view to the New York Times. 

Synagogue spokesman 
Arthur Strickler responded, 
“We are not marching. We 
are not calling for a boycott. 
We are asking everyone to 
salute the state of Israel, not 
to succumb to this level of 
bigotry.” 

He added, “They used a 
very flimsy excuse about an 
article in the New York 
Times talking about the gay 
synagogue and the rabbi. The 
hypocritical part is they’re us¬ 
ing that as an excuse while at 
the same time, they have 
been talking to the press.” 

Strickler also denied the 
rabbi had made a blanket 
promise to not talk to the me¬ 
dia. 


“There was a deal not to 
talk to the press while negoti¬ 
ations were going on,” he 
said. “The rabbi said the only 
thing she agreed to afterward 
was she was going to discuss 
in the press where we were 
going to meet and what the 
exact wording was” for the 
banner. “She never agreed to 
move to South America for 
the next three weeks.” 

The decision to not call for 
a boycott took some pressure 
off city politicians seeking in 
an election year to avoid of¬ 
fending both the Jewish and 
gay communities. 

The deal reached after 
months of intense negotia¬ 
tions included a promise not 
to identify the synagogue as 
gay but to let its members 


march behind a banner 
shared with the Association 
of Reform Zionists of Ameri- 
ca. 

Rabbi Joseph Sternstein, 
chairman of AZYF, said 
board members voted unani¬ 
mously to ban the gay syna¬ 
gogue from the parade after 
the May 5 Times article set 
off a torrent of phone calls 
and threats of boycotts from 
some Orthodox Jewish 
groups, whose yeshivas make 
up the bulk of the annual pa¬ 
rade and cite religious 
grounds for opposing inclu¬ 
sion of the gay synagogue. 

But Strickler said, “We 
have gained tremendously” 
from the effort that failed to 
win inclusion for the 1,100- 
member gay synagogue. 

“Ninety percent of the Jew¬ 


ish community has supported 
us through this entire ordeal,” 
he said, adding, “Every time 
the Orthodox community con¬ 
demns us, we get more and 
more calls from gay and les¬ 
bian Orthodox people who 
want more information.” 

The synagogue in Green¬ 
wich Village Friday received 
a copy of a letter of support 
sent from Israeli Knesset 
Member Yael Dayan to Is¬ 
rael’s U.N. Consul General 
Colette Avital. 

“I would like to affirm that 
the state of Israel is not a Ha- 
lachic [religious] state, and its 
state secular law forbids any 
discrimination based on sexu¬ 
al orientation,” wrote Dayan, 
who is chair of the Knesset’s 
Homosexuals and Lesbians

Watch Your Ass in Texas— 
Lawmakers There Already Do

AUSTIN, Texas (UPI) - 
Not content with the current 
state sodomy law against ho¬ 
mosexual acts, the Texas 
House voted May 6 to make 
anal intercourse a crime even 
among consenting adult het¬ 
erosexuals. 

The House voted 74-48 for 
an amendment by state Rep¬ 
resentative Warren Chisum 
(D-Pampa) that would make it 
a Class C misdemeanor “if a 
person engages in a sexual act 
involving the sex organs of 
one person and the anus of 
another.” 

Chisum said, “They could 
hang you for this in my coun¬ 
ty.” 

The amendment was at¬ 
tached to a bill that would 
make sweeping changes in 
the Texas Penal Code, includ¬ 
ing the creation of a new class 
of fourth degree felonies. The 
bill is part of a legislative 


package that would create a 
state jail system and change 
punishment standards to en¬ 
sure that criminals serve 
longer prison sentences. 

State Representative Glen 
Maxey (D-Austin) the only 
openly gay member of the 
Legislature, offered an 
amendment to repeal the 
state’s 114-year-old sodomy 
law. However, Maxey with¬ 
drew the amendment before 
a vote, saying it would only 
generate a debate on homo¬ 
sexuality. 

He said, “This vote would 
not be on the right to privacy 
and homosexual conduct, but 
would be on homosexuality 
and the ability of [House] 
members to do political retri¬ 
bution against people who 
stand up for the right to pri¬ 
vacy.” 

Chisum then offered his 
amendment criminalizing 
anal sex, regardless of sexual 
orientation. 


The Senate version of the 
Penal Code legislation struck 
the state sodomy law, which 
has been declared unconstitu¬ 
tional by a state district court 
and a state appeals court. The 
case is currently on appeal be¬ 
fore the Texas Supreme 
Court. 

Maxey said it was possible 
that the sodomy law could be 
taken out of the bill in a 
House-Senate conference 
committee. 

Earlier, the House tenta¬ 
tively passed a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would authorize $1 billion in 
general obligation bonds to 
build and renovate correc¬ 
tions facilities, including the 
new state jail division. 

If Texas is serious about 
incarcerating — rather than 
hanging — anal sex practition¬ 
ers, it may, in fact, need $1 
billion worth of new prison 
facilitiessoon.V 


"...And Guests of Geraldo Stay at 
The Day's Inn — So Watch Out...”

NEW YORK - A 42-year- 
old Massachusetts man identi¬ 
fied as a “skinhead” was ar¬ 
rested in Manhattan early 
May 6 for attacking a man with 
a bottle he believed to be gay, 
police reported. 

Police spokesman Peter 
Friscia said William Murray 
of Woburn, Massachusetts, 
was being held on a charge of 
third-degree assault as the re¬ 
sult of the incident outside a 
diner at Ninth Avenue and 
57th Street about 3 a.m. 

According to Friscia, Mur¬ 
ray had been scheduled for an 
interview later in the day on 
the Geraldo Rivera talk show. 

Gary Rosen, a spokesman 
for the Rivera show, said 


Murray was one of a number 
of men from Massachusetts 
and Florida brought to New 
York for a show about the 
racist skinhead movement 
and lodged at the Days Inn- 
57th Street, a block from the 
CBS studio where the show 
was scheduled to be taped at 
1 p.m. 

Rosen said he was told 
some of the show’s guests had 
become “drunk and rowdy” at 
a diner and that a dispute 
with a diner patron had later 
spilled over into the motel 
lobby. 

According to Friscia, po¬ 
lice responded to a call from 
the Days Inn security staff at 
3 a.m. and made the arrest. 
Murray was identified as one 
of a group who had gone to 


the diner and began making 
anti-gay and anti-Jewish re¬ 
marks aimed at an unidenti¬ 
fied diner patron. 

When the man at whom 
the remarks were addressed 
complained to the diner staff 
and left to call the police 
from a street phone outside, 
Murray reportedly followed 
him and hit him on the head 
with a bottle. The man was 
treated by an Emergency 
Medical Service team at the 
scene. 

Rosen said extra security 
police had been assigned to 
both the motel and the CBS 
studio center as a result of the 
incident. The taping was con¬ 
ducted by Rivera as sched¬ 
uled; the show is scheduled 
for broadcast on May 17. ▼

they return home. If that hap¬ 
pens, gay and lesbian married 
couples could enjoy tax, 
health insurance, and other 
types of financial benefits. 

“It’s impossible to predict 
what would happen,” Varady 
said, surmising that many 
states would resist recogniz¬ 
ing gay marriages performed 
in Hawaii, and that lesbian 
and gay couples likely would 
file lawsuits to force them to 
do so. 

Some legal experts con¬ 
tend that the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion compels states to recog¬ 
nize marriages performed in 
other states, but others say 
that each state has the right 
to not affirm other states’ 
marriages. 

In practice, most states do 
recognize controversial types 
of marriages that are per¬ 
formed in other states — for 
example, marriages of first 
cousins or of young adoles¬ 
cents. 

In making its ruling, the 
Hawaii Supreme Court struck 
down a 1991 Honolulu circuit 
court decision to dismiss the 
lesbian and gay couples’ law¬ 
suit without holding full hear¬ 
ings on the matter. The cir¬ 
cuit court said that the 
Hawaii legislature clearly had 
a right to bar lesbian and gay 
marriages. 

But the Supreme Court or¬ 
dered the lower court to re¬ 
view the case again, and re¬ 
quired the circuit court to use 
a much tougher standard in 
deciding whether to uphold 
the marriage ban. 

This time, the state of 
Hawaii must prove that there 
are “compelling state inter¬ 
ests” to bar gays and lesbians 
from marrying, and that, even 
if such interests exist, the ban 
on same-sex marriages is not 
an “unnecessary abridge¬ 
ment” of the constitutional 
rights of gays and lesbians. 

“That is a very difficult 
standard to meet,” Varady 
said, pointing out that “this is 
exactly the type of language 
that courts typically use when 
striking down statutes.” 

In the dissenting opinion, 
Justice Walter Heen argued 
that the law “is clearly de¬ 
signed to promote... fostering 
and protecting the propaga¬ 
tion of the human race 
through heterosexual mar¬ 
riages. ... I find nothing un¬ 
constitutional in that.” 

But the majority ruled that 
the ban on same-sex marriage 
may violate the state constitu¬ 
tion’s equal protection clause 
and its prohibition on gender- 
based discrimination. 

Heen argued that the ban 
on same-sex marriage was not 
gender discrimination, be¬ 
cause it “treats everyone alike 
and applies equally to both 
sexes.” 

Yet Justice Steven Levin¬ 
son, who wrote the majority 
opinion, pointed out that in 
1967, the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down laws banning 
mixed-race marriages, even 
though supporters of those 
laws had argued that the 
statutes were not discrimina¬ 
tory, because they equally af¬ 
fected both blacks and whites. 

“On its face and as applied, 
the law denies same-sex cou¬ 
ples access to the marital sta¬ 
tus, and its concomitant rights 
and benefits, thus implicating 
the equal protection clause,” 


Levinson wrote. 

Hawaii Attorney General 
Robert Marks, who said he 
will appeal the ruling on be¬ 
half of the state, did not re¬ 
turn telephone calls for com¬ 
ment. Marks was personally 
handling all inquiries about 
the case, his secretary said. 

Marks told The New York 
Times that he is not anti-gay, 
but that “the issue should be 
left to the Legislature. I think 
it will come as a surprise to 
the Legislature that when 
they put in the Equal Rights 
Amendment, this is how it 
would be interpreted.” 

There is a similar court 
battle on gay marriage in the 
District of Columbia, where 
no court ruling on the matter 
has yet been made. 

Another potential lawsuit 
is brewing, this one involving 
a United States citizen mar¬ 
ried in the Netherlands, 
which allows gay and lesbian 
marriages. 

The woman has lived in 
the Netherlands with her fe¬ 
male wife for five years, but 
now she wants to return to 
the United States with her 
spouse, said J Craig Fong, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Los 
Angeles office of Lambda Le¬ 
gal Defense and Education 
Fund, which has not yet decid¬ 
ed whether to take the 
woman’s case. 

The woman plans to ask 
the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service to al¬ 
low her wife to enter the 
country as a legal spouse, a 
request that probably will be 
denied. At that point, Fong 
said, the woman may file her 
suit. 

The Hawaii and D.C law¬ 
suits, and the impending fed¬ 
eral suit, illustrate the sudden 
emergence of same-sex mar¬ 
riage as a major gay-rights is¬ 
sue. Same-sex marriage never 
has been a top priority for 
most lesbian and gay activists, 
in part because it seemed 
such a far-off goal. 

“I must admit that I’m 
quite amazed at this,” Fong 
said. “I’ve always believed 
gay marriage would be the 
last thing straight folks would 
give us.” 

The logic and wording that 
the Hawaii Supreme Court 
used in its ruling is similar to 
that used in several other re¬ 
cent court decisions involving 
gay and lesbian rights, indi¬ 
cating that other state courts 
may be willing to authorize 
same-sex marriages, Fong 
said. 

Last year, the Kentucky 
Supreme Court struck down 
that state’s prohibition on 
same-gender oral and anal sex 
because the state could not, as 
required, provide a “com¬ 
pelling interest” to ban such 
sexual activity. Earlier this 
year, a California federal 
court judge ordered the Pen¬ 
tagon to justify, with facts and 
data, why it bars gays and les¬ 
bians from serving in the mil¬ 
itary, and chastised the mili¬ 
tary for relying only on “cul¬ 
tural myths and false stereo¬ 
types” to defend the ban. 

“Maybe people finally are 
getting the message that, 
when it comes to making dis¬ 
tinctions between men and 
women, and between gay 
men and lesbians and straight 
men and women, there needs 
to be a good, sound, legal ba¬ 
sis for those distinctions,” 
Fong said. “You can’t just use 
myths.” ▼ 


Iowa Mayor Comes Out To 
Find Hometown Support - Mostly

Melbourne, Iowa, seems 
about as far from the battle¬ 
ground over gay and lesbian 
rights as anywhere. The 
sleepy town of 700 is populat¬ 
ed primarily by farmers seek¬ 
ing a quiet place to retire and 
by those who commute to 
nearby Marshalltown for 
work. 

Yet it is places like Mel¬ 
bourne where the struggle 
over lesbian and gay rights 
may eventually be won or 
lost. And it is people such as 
Bill Crews who perhaps are 
the real heroes of that battle. 

Bill Crews is the mayor of 
Melbourne, and, as residents 
of Melbourne and surround¬ 
ing towns woke up to read 
The Des Moines Register, 
Sunday, April 25, they discov¬ 
ered that Bill Crews is gay. 
Crews wrote an opinion piece 
in the Register announcing 
his sexuality, and he ap¬ 
peared at a luncheon in 
Washington honoring openly 
gay elected officials on April 
24, the day before the March 
on Washington for Lesbian, 
Gay, and Bi Equal Rights and 
Liberation. 

As a result, Crews’ home 
was vandalized. “Queers Are’t 
(sic) Welcome — Get Out!!” 
“Melbourne Hates Gays,” and 
“No Faggots” were written in 
black spray paint on the out-

side of his home. In addition, 
a window in the family room 
was broken and a fire extin¬ 
guisher inserted inside the 
house and discharged on to 
the furniture. 

Yet perhaps more signifi¬ 
cant in terms of the larger 
struggle for lesbian and gay 
rights — in which the hearts 
and minds of Middle America 
are crucial to victory — was 
the angry reaction of the 
town’s residents to the smear 
against their popular mayor. 

Crews said he received 
supportive calls from town 
residents, and the town mar¬ 
shall, Jim Perin, said every¬ 
one he talked with abhorred 
the vandalism, although a few 
said they fear Melbourne will 
be forever remembered as the 
town with the gay mayor. 

Perin said many people al¬ 
ready had suspected Crews is 
gay because he lives with an¬ 
other man, although Crews 
had never before confirmed 
people’s suspicions. Yet most 


residents like the job Crews is 
doing as mayor, and the nine- 
year mayor ran unopposed in 
1991. 

“I don’t think anyone real¬ 
ly objects to his homosexual¬ 
ity, because he never really 
bothered anybody,” Perin 
said. “He’s an educated per¬ 
son, a pleasant person to be 
around, and nobody’s both¬ 
ered him — until now.” 

Perin said there are no sus¬ 
pects yet in the crime. 

“We were pretty upset that 
some jerks did this,” Crews 
said in a telephone interview. 
“But it’s a very small percent¬ 
age of people here who think 
like that. The support I’ve 
gotten has been very encour¬ 
aging.” 

Crews said he realized his 
coming out could affect his 
political future. Last year, he 
lost the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for state senator by only 
56 votes out of 4,000 cast, 
even with a whispering cam¬ 
paign about his sexuality con¬ 
ducted by area Christian 
Coalition members. 

“I’m sure it will cause me 
political problems, but I feel a 
lot better about being in the 
open,” he said. 

“Coming out is the most 
important thing we can do. 
“People need to know that 
they know gay people. Then 
people think we’re okay.” ▼

Mile High Ground Zero: 

The Debate Goes on in Colorado

Judging by the banners, 
bumper stickers, and signs of 
groups from Colorado, it 
would seem the boycott of 
the embattled state — prompt¬ 
ed by the passage of the anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2 last 
November — is still going 
strong. But many residents, 
who traveled the 2,000 miles 
to attend the April 25 March 
on Washington, came to relay 
a different message. 

When Pat Schroeder, 
friendly heterosexual Con¬ 
gresswoman from the state, 
asked the crowd to “Come to 
Colorado and help us fight!” 
from the march podium, it 
was clear there are almost as 
many points of view about 
the politics of the boycott are 
there are people in the state. 

Colorado residents fre¬ 
quently differ when they dis¬ 
cuss ways to overcome the 
homophobia that resulted in 
the passage of Amendment 2, 
and on possible tactics to pre¬ 
vent further outbreaks of le¬ 
galized bigotry. 

Organizers for “Boycott 
Colorado,” the Denver-based 
advocacy group, say that 56 
organizations have cancelled 
meetings and conventions to 
protest the anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2; over 100 organiza¬ 
tions endorse the boycott, in 
addition to celebrities like 
Barbra Striesand and Martina 
Navratilova. (Neither celebri¬ 


ty, however, has yet sold her 
expensive Colorado real es¬ 
tate.) 

Boycott Colorado represen¬ 
tative Terry Schleder has 
very different views about the 
boycott than does Schroeder. 
“We have to remember that 
the Democratic Party does 
not want to admit that Col¬ 
orado screwed up and hates 
gays and lesbians,” she told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Schleder cited government 
and business leaders in Iowa 
and Michigan who have 
vowed to avoid such anti-gay 
legislation and accused Demo¬ 
cratic politicians in the state 
of “dropping the ball” on civil 
rights. And, she says, when 
it’s time for recriminations, 
“Pat Schroeder was quick to 
point the finger at a group of 
boycotters.” 

Schleder’s remark refers to 
the Celestial Seasonings “ex¬ 
tortion” debacle, in which the 
Chief Executive Officer of the 
tea company accused gay ac¬ 
tivist groups of extorting 
money from the company if it 
didn’t agree with demands of 
the boycott. According to 
Boycott Colorado, Schroeder 
sided with the company be¬ 
fore checking the facts. 

But David Vershure, a gay 
legislative aide to Representa¬ 
tive Schroeder, disagrees, call¬ 
ing the CEO of Celestial Sea¬ 
sonings “a man who had sex¬ 
ual orientation non-discrimi¬ 
nation policies in his compa¬ 


ny.” The company later re¬ 
canted the accusations. 

Of the boycott differences, 
Vershure said that Congress- 
woman Schroeder “doesn’t 
want to see the gay rights 
community turn on itself. 
That includes straight sup¬ 
porters.” 

To the moon, Norton! 

Among the gay communi¬ 
ty’s detractors is Colorado 
State Attorney General Gail 
Norton. After Amendment 2 
was declared unconstitutional, 
and after a preliminary in¬ 
junction was issued forbid¬ 
ding its enforcement, “the 
state” — that is, Norton’s office 
— has appealed the judge’s in¬ 
junction with the Colorado 
supreme court. 

“The state is aggressively 
appealing the injunction,” said 
Shawn Mitchell, a legislative 
aide to Attorney General Gail 
Norton. Although Norton is a 
known conservative, and on 
the advisory panel to the 
staunchly conservative and 
anti-gay Heritage Foundation, 
Mitchell denied that Norton is 
especially interested in seeing 
the anti-gay amendment 
made into law, saying that 
she was “merely fulfilling her 
function as an elected offi¬ 
cial.” 

But other politicians in the 
state disagree, saying the At¬ 
torney General is no friend to 
gays; one source even called 
her “an ugly enemy.” 

Mitchell did not specify 
how Norton plans to defend 
the Amendment, nor did he 
say whether Norton enjoys 
defending an amendment that 
discriminates against homo¬ 
sexuals. “She has not made 
any public statements about 
her feelings on Amendment 
2,” Mitchell said. The trial is 
set for October 12. 

Ultimately, the boycott ad¬ 
vocates and politicians agree 
on one thing; the hope that 
the state supreme court will 
overturn Amendment 2. 

“It hurts to hear" 

Among the thousands of 
Colorado lesbians and gays at¬ 
tending the March on Wash¬ 
ington was Janet Lewallen, a 
travel agent from Denver 
who used her business to help 
over 200 people get to D.C. 
She relayed a diversity of 
viewpoints from within and 
outside the state, plus a diver¬ 
sity of slogans with the many 
buttons and bumper stickers 
pinned to her T-shirt. 

“It hurts to hear all this 
negative stuff about my 
state,” she said, “but on the 
other hand, there are some 
very conservative people 
there. We can fight it. We 
want people to join us, and 
buy our bumper stickers and 
help us with our legal initia¬ 
tive. I’m pretty optimistic 
about it. We have a good 
chance of winning [the fight 
to have Amendment 2 de¬ 
clared unconstitutional] in 
court.” 

Lewallen told the Bay 
Area Reporter that she sup¬ 
ports “a targeted boycott,” 
and encouraged people who 
do visit to patronize gay- and 
lesbian-owned businesses. 

Bill Wright, who came to 
Washington with four friends 
from Denver, estimated about 
3,000 people came from Col¬

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orado. 

“Inside Colorado is not 
bad,” he said of the current 
situation. “Regardless of what 
the state says, the city ordi¬ 
nance still holds, so we’re pro¬ 
tected in Denver. What we’re 
trying to do is get to all the 
little towns. Those people 
need to be educated and liber¬ 
ated. That’s the fight.” 

Wright is hopeful — even 
assured — that Amendment 2 
will be declared unconstitu¬ 
tional. “We’re gonna get it 
overturned eventually,” he 
told the B.A.R. “Most of us 
don’t really look for our ben¬ 
efit. We have gay youth out 
there now; they’re the ones 
that are gonna need equal 
rights. ... We’ve gotta fix this 
for them.” 

Wright does not support 
the boycott. “You cannot fight 
a war when your troops are 
fifteen hundred miles away,” 
he said. “If people really want 
to help Colorado, what they 
should do is forget about the 
boycott, come and support 
those gay businesses, and 
show that we are strong, that 
we are intelligent, that we 
make money, and what we 
stand for is what we stand 
for.” 

Economic vs. human rights 

“Some people put their 
economic rights over their hu¬ 
man rights,” Schleder said. 
“Without a boycott, no one 
would be talking about 
Amendment 2.” 

But Schroeder’s office and 
other residents disagree. “Pat 
Schroeder does not support a 
boycott,” said Vershure, 
adding, “we have always tried 
to get people to focus their 
boycott, should they choose 


to,” he added. 

Others are concerned that 
a boycott by gay people will 
lead to an economic crisis 
among gay-owned businesses; 
bed and breakfasts, bars, and 
restaurants in the state. 
Schleder, however, says that 
of the 100 boycotting organi¬ 
zations, few of them are gay- 
owned. “The biggest impact 
has been conventions can¬ 
celling.” 

In the meantime, many 
people outside the embattled 
state are having a hard time 
figuring out what not to buy 
or endorse, aside from an ex¬ 
travagant ski trip. “What am I 
supposed to do, living in San 
Francisco, not watch Mork 
and Mindy?” one local resi¬ 
dent quipped. Even the confu¬ 
sion over Celestial Seasonings 
tea leaves many confused. 

Boycott Colorado is calling 
on people to start a nation¬ 
wide circuit of Boycott Col¬ 
orado groups around the 
country. Some of these 
groups are springing out of 
Queer Nation remnants. In 
the meantime, Boycott Col¬ 
orado urges people to contin¬ 
ue efforts in even the smallest 
of ways. “Look on labels. We 
want a blanket boycott. The 
response must be attainable 
by practical folk. They could 
choose to not buy a Teledyne 
Waterpik, not buy Celestial 
Seasonings.” 

Vershure would not speci¬ 
fy which products people 
should boycott. “It’s an impor¬ 
tant conscience call. We sit on 
the fence,” Vershure admit¬ 
ted. “[Schroeder] supports the 
idea of a boycott. But if they 
do boycott, they should target 
those parts that are responsi¬ 
ble, primarily Colorado 
Springs.” T

HIV Watch 



My Pills

A s someone who used 
to debate for hours be¬ 
fore I would take an 
aspirin, I’m dismayed 
and surprised at the number 
of pills I currently pack away 
daily. Somewhere, years 
back, it started out reasonably 
and simply enough: “take this 
AZT every four hours.” But 
along the way it snowballed 
into something quite unrea¬ 
sonable and far from simple. 

As the number and type of 
pharmaceuticals an individual 
takes increase, they begin to 
clash, overlap, and synergize. 
This one has to be taken on 
an empty stomach; that one 
must be taken on a full one;

and that other pill must also 
go in an empty stomach, but 
definitely not at the same 
time as that first drug. Some 
are daily doses, others twice a 
day, still others thrice; just 
keeping track of them is a 
chore. 

Of course, many drugs 
have side effects. Sometimes 
you take other drugs to con¬ 
trol the side effects of the pri¬ 
mary treatments; and some¬ 
times these other drugs also 
have side effects. “Big fleas 
have little fleas upon their 
backs to bite them; and little 
fleas have littler fleas, and so 
on ad infinitum.” You could 
take a third drug to counter¬ 
act the side effects of the sec¬ 
ond one, but that could re¬ 
quire a fourth, and at this 
point you begin to think 
about simply not taking that 
first drug at all. 

Just getting the damn poi¬ 
sons out of their “child-proof’ 
bottles can be a challenge, es¬ 
pecially if your manual dex¬ 
terity is impaired by peripher¬ 
al neuropathy (a common side 
effect of both ddC and HIV it¬ 
self). Attempts to apply direct 
force (e.g., pipe wrench, blow¬ 
torch) usually boomerang and 
end up scattering the bottle’s 
contents across your kitchen 
floor. Try patience, rubber 
gloves (for traction) or, ideal¬ 
ly, the assistance of a five- 
year old. 

Double-binds 

Once it’s out of the con¬ 
tainer you still have to get it 
down your throat (no com¬ 
ments, please, on gay men’s 
skill in this direction). This is 
easy enough with small, neat 
gelatin capsules but some¬ 
thing of a challenge with pen¬ 
tagon-shaped oddities like 
Fluconazole or large pills 
with sharp beveled edges like 
Bactrim. 

Spacing your intake out 
over the day can help deal 
with sheer numbers. And 
pills go down easier with cold 
water, I find (probably be¬ 
cause it numbs the throat). 

Finally, once they’re in 
your bloodstream you have to 
try and figure what they’re 
doing to you. When you’re 
taking a dozen or so signifi¬ 
cant pharmaceuticals at a 
time this isn’t easy. 

My personal pill regime, 
up to a couple of months ago, 
was as follows: ddl first thing 
in the morning (it’s an “empty 
stomach” drug); a morning 
dose of two AZTs (that aging 
war-horse), two Acyclovirs 


(AZT’s expensive cousin, used 
to treat herpes), a B-12 vita¬ 
min and six fish oil capsules 
(large but slippery and easy to 
get down); finally, an evening 
dose that was largely the 
same, except that the B-12 
was replaced by Bactrim (to 
prevent pneumocystis pneu¬ 
monia) and an antihistamine 
(to control the itchy side ef¬ 
fect of Bactrim). 

Bactrim makes me (and 
many others) itch like crazy. 
An anti-histamine taken be¬ 
forehand easily neutralizes 
this, but that makes me tired. 
I could take some mild upper 
to counteract this, but my 
partner suggested that instead 
I simply take the Bactrim and 
antihistamine at night, when 
drowsiness can be counted an 
asset. Most side-effect double¬ 
binds are not so easily re¬ 
solved. 

Where's the gain? 

Last month, responding to 
a harrowing bout of bronchi¬ 
tis and plummeting T-cell 
counts (down to 12 at last tal¬ 
ly; I intend to name them af¬ 
ter the apostles), I expanded 
my pharmacopea. I added 
NAC (twice a day), an anti-ox¬ 
idant with little proven effect 
but which is cheap and ex¬ 
tremely non-toxic, in pleasant 
contrast to most other pills I 
pop. I also added Rifabutin 
(to prevent MAC, also taken 
twice a day) and a single Flu- 
canizole (general anti-fungal 
and to prevent toxoplasmo¬ 
sis). 

After a few days it was 
clear that one of the three 
was causing me grief. I felt 
constantly, horribly queasy 
and this reduced my already 
marginal appetite to virtually 
nothing. In one week, I lost 
two pounds. Most medical 
personnel don’t get too excit¬ 
ed about a two pound weight 
loss, but I’m already severely 
under-weight and two pounds 
was as much slack as I was 
willing to cut any treatment. 

At this point I use my 
weight as the basic barometer 
of my health and — like the 
eating disordered young 
women I counseled when I 
worked as a shrink at univer¬ 
sity counseling centers — I can 
detect the gain or loss of two 
pounds just by looking in the 
mirror. (I’d often assumed, in 
those days, that the women 
were exaggerating their abil¬ 
ity to detect such small 
changes; now I know better.) 

Of the three suspects, Ri¬ 
fabutin headed the list. Nau¬ 
sea is one of its well-known 
side-effects, along with turn¬ 
ing your pee bright orange. I 
could have taken another 
treatment to control this side- 
effect, like Tagamet, the anti¬ 
nausea drug; but this would 
have started me off on anoth¬ 
er whole chain of treatments, 
so I preferred to scuttle Ri¬ 
fabutin. The idea was to ward 
off MAC, which causes wast¬ 
ing. But if Rifabutin makes 
me waste on its own, where’s 
the gain? 

Better living through drugs 

A few days after I discon¬ 
tinued Rifabutin we went to 
D.C. for the big march. And 
while I managed to take most 
of my drugs on time, I com¬ 
pletely stopped ddl for that 
extended weekend. It was just 
too complicated, since I had 
to get up, dissolve it in water 
for half an hour (some people 


chew the large, flat tablets, 
but I’ve never managed that), 
and then not eat for an hour. 

(This awkward mode of 
delivery has been protested 
for some time. “If they can 
put a man on the moon,” 
many an HIVer has comment¬ 
ed “why can’t they package 
ddl in some remotely palat¬ 
able format?” The manufac¬ 
turer, we hear, is busy devel¬ 
oping some more appetizing 
version, like a mandarin-or¬ 
ange flavored tablet. I don’t 
know of anyone who’s partic¬ 
ularly excited at the prospect.) 

When I came back to the 
city after a few days without 
ddl I felt, I thought, better 
than I had on it. It had always 
made me somewhat queasy. 
When I’d tried to increase my 


dose from the minimal level, 
I’d gotten extremely sick and 
had to back down immediate¬ 
ly. My partner, who prepped 
my morning potion on his 
way out to work, had always 
had a bad vibe about it. 

So I scuttled it, too. But 
this meant that AZT was now 
my only HIV anti-viral, and 
I’ve been on it since 1988. 
Fortunately, the nucleoside 
analogue industry has got 
some new products coming 
out of the pipeline. I’m trying 
to get D4T, the latest Broder 
Baby. In the meantime I’m 
taking a combination of AZT 
and ddC. The theory here is 
that HIV mutates to evade 
anti-virals (“resistance”) and 
that combining treatments at 
the very least delays the de¬ 
velopment of resistance. 

Hopefully, my AZT/ddl- 


sensitive strain of the virus 
will be particularly vulnera¬ 
ble — at least for a while — to 
an AZT/ddC combo. And 
when I ditch ’em both for 
D4T the poor virus will, 
presumably, be totally con¬ 
fused. We’ll see. 

The pills march on. Thrice- 
a-day ddC replaces once-a-day 
ddl. Plus I’ve added a multi¬ 
vitamin (which I should have 
been taking for years, proba¬ 
bly) and a liver tonic, as most 
of the drugs I’m taking, such 
as AZT, ddC, Fluconazole 
and Bactrim, are all toxic to 
the liver. 

When friends goggle at the 
fist-fulls of pills I’m popping, 
I just offer up the following 
toast as I quaff them: “Better 
Living through Modern Phar¬ 
maceuticals!” ▼

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE COMMUNITY 

FROM THE SHANTI PROJECT BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


SHANTI 

PROJECT 


Shanti Project currently is going through some extremely 
difficult times. As those ultimately responsible for the health of 
this important and beloved organization, we feel compelled to 
address key issues as we confront these problems. 


A number of you have expressed feelings of betrayal and uncertainty about 
recent events. While some Board members share in those feelings, our 
responsibility now is to rebuild both the financial health of and the 
community's trust in Shanti. We recognize this is a major task at this time, but 
are fully committed to this rebuilding. We would like to stress a few important 
points: 

• Shanti's services must continue to be provided to our many clients in need. 
Currently, each month over 650 volunteers provide more than 7,000 hours of 
services to more than 900 people with AIDS. Our most recent survey of client 
satisfaction — the best measure of quality — indicates that those services are 
highly valued and necessary. Our quality assurance efforts will continue. 


• On May 3, Shanti submitted a report to the Department of Public Health 
AIDS Office reconciling actual expenditures under our government contracts for 
housing services. The report indicated a $311,259 difference between contract 
budgeted amounts and actual Shanti expenditures under the contracts. In 
submitting the report, Shanti pointed out that the difference is a preliminary 
figure, subject to adjustment following the AIDS Office's review and completion 
of Shanti's independent audit. Of the total, $56,567 was spent to provide 
services in Shanti's housing program and may qualify as allowable charges to 
the government. Although the accounting discrepancy is significant because it 
underscores our past financial mismanagement, it represents only a part of 
Shanti's overall budget of $5.3 million. An intensive outside audit of the period 
in question will get underway shortly. Shanti fully intends to comply with any 
requirements placed upon us to clear up this problem. We will provide you 
with more information as soon as it becomes available. 

Meanwhile, Shanti intends to continue doing what it does best. Paul Lambros, 
formerly director of residential services, has been appointed interim executive 
director. He's extremely capable and very well qualified. We've already been 
impressed with his ability to take control, begin sorting out the problems and 
implement needed actions. 

We recognize that this is a very difficult time for those of you who are staff, 
donors and volunteers. You have invested so much of yourselves and your time 
in Shanti. We ask for your patience, trust and commitment to continue the 
work you have been doing so successfully to date. We also ask you who are our 
clients — those people for whom all of us work so diligently — to continue to 
have faith in our ability to serve you. With the changes already made and those 
underway, the Board hopes to again show that Shanti is worthy of everyone's 
confidence and support as a crucial component in San Francisco's response to 
the HIV epidemic.

A few months ago, the 
following obituary ar¬ 
rived at the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Peko, a tough 14-year-old 
calico gal, died of renal fail¬ 
ure on Jan. 1, 1993. Peko’s hu¬ 
man companion of thirteen 
years preceded her in death 
in June of 1991. He died of 
AIDS. In heaven they will be 
reunited. Peko was loved and 
will be missed and remem¬ 
bered by her many human 
and feline friends. 

The acknowledgement of 
Peko’s passing gives us rea¬ 
son to pause because it pro¬ 
vides a change in perspective 
— a concrete reminder of the 
ripple effect of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. Peko spent the last 19 
months of her life at Pets Un¬ 
limited’s animal shelter be¬ 
cause efforts to place Peko in 
a home were unsuccessful. 



Last Respects 

This final tribute to Peko 
was written by Ellen 
Novogrodsky, manager of the 
shelter. Novogrodsky feels 
Peko’s story is archetypal; she 
represents the many animals 
whose lives have been effect¬ 


ed by the AIDS epidemic. 
Novogrodsky was moved to 
write a public remembrance 
of Peko because of the cat’s 
“happy but public life for her 
last 19 months.” 

Peko arrived at Pets Un¬ 
limited via Pets Are Wonder¬ 
ful Support (PAWS), a non¬ 
profit organization providing 
emotional and practical sup¬ 
port for HIV-positive pet own¬ 
ers since 1987. The main goal 
at PAWS is to help people 
with HIV keep their animal 
companions. Pets Unlimited, 
on occasion, donates kennel 
space when PAWS is unable 
to place an animal. 

In expressing gratitude for 
the generosity of Pets Unlim¬ 
ited, Leah Talley, Executive 
Director of PAWS for the 
past three years, notes that 
permanent arrangements 
with the kennel are rare. 
“Fortunately, it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen very often,” says Talley. 
“Unfortunately, it usually hap¬ 
pens when an animal is more 
difficult to place — an older 
cat or dog. It’s sad because 
those animals are just as lov¬ 
ing and lovable as younger 
pets.” 

For any pet, a move can be 
traumatic, but in the case of 
PAWS adoptions, the move, 
particularly for older pets, oc¬ 
curs at a difficult time. 
“They’ve lost their best 
friend, and frequently it’s 
someone who has spent a lot 
of time at home with the ani¬ 
mal,” says Talley. “We try to 
find people who will under-

stand what the animals are 
going through in losing their 
constant companion. Animals 
grieve too. But the wonderful 
thing about animals is that 
they are open, loving, and 
very accepting of a new 
home.” 


Other Services 

In addition to helping 
place animals in adoptive 
homes when necessary, 
PAWS’ services include dog 
walking, litter box tending, 
nail clipping, aquarium clean-

ing, foster care, education, as 
well as help with expenses 
like veterinary bills and pet 
supplies. 

According to Talley, volun¬ 
teers are at the heart of pro¬ 
viding PAWS services. “With 
almost 600 clients and a small 
staff, we rely heavily on our 
volunteers,” says Tally. 

Unfortunately, adoption is 
one of the most difficult ser¬ 
vices to provide. The number 
of animals looking for new 
homes varies, but Talley says 
PAWS usually has five to ten 
animals awaiting adoption. 
Most animals stay in foster 
homes while awaiting a per¬ 
manent home. But some, like 
Peko, have had to make their 
homes in a shelter. 

PAWS Manager of Client 
Services, Nancy Eswein, who 
helps handle adoption ser¬ 
vices, wants to find good 
homes for animals quickly. 
“We place about ten to fifteen 
animals a month,” says 
Eswein, pointing out that the 
match-making process is a 
time-consuming one. And tim¬ 
ing can be everything. Cur¬ 
rently looking for new homes 
are: a brother and sister pair 
of Siamese cats, Nellie and 
Stevie; a six-month-old grey 
tabby named Charlotte; 
Samantha, a two-year-old 
Maine coon mix; and Peachy, 
a year-old tabby. 

“I would love it if, when 
people are looking for a pet, 
they would give us a call first. 
The faster the animals can go 
into permanent homes, the 
better for everyone,” says 
Eswein. 

PAWS has recently found 
a new home of its own by 
moving to 539 Castro Street. 
“We had outgrown our old 
space,” says Talley. “We were 
bursting out of the seams.” 
The larger, more centrally lo¬ 
cated office should be better 
for both clients and volun¬ 
teers.

Pretty in Pink

Undressed 
Lookout Records 

Pansy Division debuted at 
a Queer Nation benefit, so 
you’d expect this San Francis¬ 
co band’s music to be hard- 
driving and unabashedly 
homo. The happy surprise — 
at least to this Pansy neo¬ 
phyte — is the act’s slutty 
sense of humor. 

“Bunnies,” arguably the 
best track from the group’s 
debut album, Undressed, has 
a libidinous pair momentarily 
contemplating the conse¬ 
quences of their sexual ap¬ 
petite: “We might burn out 
like a supernova, but for the 
moment, please roll over.” On 
“Hippy Dude” lead singer- 
songwriter Jon Ginoli reveals 


the lengths he’d go to in or¬ 
der to snare a sexy lower- 
Haight boy: “I think I could 
learn to stand the Grateful 
Dead.” 

These comic ditties make 
it plain that Ginoli loves rock 
n’ roll but rejects its conven¬ 
tional trappings. He rails — in 
raw, nasal vocals — against 
macho poses on “Fern in a 
Black Leather Jacket.” And 
instead of your typical rock n’ 
roll paean to pussy, he gives 
us a song extoling the virtues 
of odd-shaped dicks with 
“Curvature.” 

Ginoli does expose a more 
serious, less cock-crazy side 
on Undressed. He expresses 
an aching desire for a steady 
on the sweet mid-tempo 
“Boyfriend Wanted,” and on 
“The Story So Far,” he sings 
plaintively of his unfortunate 


tendency to fall for straight 
guys. These somber tunes, 
however, are definitely the 
exception. 

Musically, this disc’s tight, 
pounding two-to-three-minute 
songs recall the catchiness of 
some of the best late ’70s pop- 
punk. Ginoli cites the Buzz- 
cocks as an inspiration — no 
doubt early “Orgasm Addict” 
period Buzzcocks — but an 
even bigger influence is obvi¬ 
ous on “Rock n’ Roll Queer 
Bar,” a homofied take on the 
Ramones’ “Rock n’ Roll High 
School.” 

There is some filler here 
like “Luck of the Draw” and 
the embarrassing ballad, “Sur¬ 
render Your Clothing.” But, 
for the most part, Undressed 
is a sweaty, raunchy, loud and 
often hilarious celebration of 
being queer. ▼

It Ain't Misbehavin'

C amille Paglia likes to 
poke fun at feminists 
for being ivory-tower 
theorists who resort 
to jargon when confronted 
with sexual reality, but she’s 
revealed as just another frus¬ 
trated bookworm in Monika 
Treut’s Female Misbehavior, 
a compilation of four inter¬ 
views by the director of The 
Virgin Machine and My Fa¬ 
ther Is Coming. 

Up against some real trans¬ 
gressive folk — performance 
artist/sex educator Annie 
Sprinkle, an unnamed 
bondage practitioner, and 
Max Valerio, a female-to-male 
transsexual — the full-of-blus- 
ter (“I want to mate, but then 
I want to kill”) Paglia comes 
off as the tamest of the lot. 

The good professor is as 
provocative and amusing as 
ever but afflicted by a patho¬ 
logical sexual inertia that 
even her self-absorbed patter 
cannot obscure. (Then again, 
maybe she’s pulling every¬ 
one’s leg, including Treut’s 
and interviewer Bruce Ben- 
derson’s!) 

Fortunately, the three oth¬ 
er three subjects in Female 
Misbehavior pick up the 
slack regarding the actual 
practice of sexuality and the 
manipulation of gender. 

Paglia, the Marshall 
McLuhan of our time, exercis¬ 
es her usual capacity for com¬ 
bining insight with inanity. 
She may be obnoxious, but 
like McLuhan she challenges 
conventional wisdom — about 
human nature, male and fe¬ 
male sexual energy, and the 
feminist movement. 

If she’s more than a little 
inconsistent (for a self-pro- 
claimed “strong woman” she 
has an awfully hard time lur¬ 
ing anyone between her 
sheets), well, that’s partly her 
point: the world is full of 
paradoxes. 

Jabber, Jabber 

You’ve never heard any¬ 
one jabber on like this. What 
works so well on the page — 
where one can control the 
pace — is just this side of ex¬ 
cruciating on the screen. 
Paglia on film plays like an 
Italian fishwife with a Ph.D. 
(who’s just shot some crystal), 
railing against such evils of 
our time as “lesbians who get 
on talk shows and they say, 
‘Oh, ooh, ooh, men don’t do

anything for me’ or ‘Penises 
are ugly’ ” and the “victim- 
centered nature of contempo¬ 
rary feminism.” 

As with her writing, Paglia 
raises pertinent questions — 
about, for instance, the anti-in- 
tellectualism and wishful 
thinking that underlie some 
feminist activity — but in her 
zeal to “shock” undercuts her 
scholarship with hyperbole. It 
is flatly ridiculous to declare 
that feminism “hasn’t made a 
dent in the outside world” 
and that only middle-class 
women have benefited from 
it (they may have benefited 
the most but they are not the 
only beneficiaries). 

For someone who claims 
such a prodigious sense of his¬ 
tory, she’s curiously myopic 
when it comes to feminism: 
for all its flaws the contempo¬ 
rary movement has had re¬ 
markable influence world¬ 
wide considering that in 
terms of mass exposure it is a 
mere 30 years old. 

Peering Into Annie 

Only Annie Take-a-Look- 
at-My-Cervix Sprinkle could 
follow the torrent that is 
Camille and not pale by com¬ 
parison. Treut intercuts a 
filmed interview about An¬ 
nie’s various personae with 
snapshots and the audio from 
a European performance in 
which Sprinkle lets the audi¬ 
ence peer into her vaginal 
canal. 

The affable Sprinkle might 
be the most practical feminist 
around. If man’s inhumanity 
to woman can be traced to 
fear of her sexual power, why 
not invite him in for a look: 
“Can you see it? Isn’t it 
great?” What better way to 
defuse sexuality than to go 
right to — as it were — the 
source? 

Sprinkle’s message is not 
only for men, to be sure. She 
is acutely aware of women’s 
fear and even loathing of 
their bodies. Her act — which 
in the U.S. figured in the 
NEA battles of the late 1980s 
— is simultaneously a ritual of 
self-acceptance and reminder 
that the body is a changeable 
canvas: we can use it to re¬ 
flect the various selves within. 


Tie Me Up, Tie Me Down 

The ritual use of the body 
is also a theme in “Bondage.” 
This is the artiest of the four 
segments in Female Misbe¬ 
havior, and if it is the least 
successful that is due in large 
part to the difficulty inherent 
in any cinematic attempt to 
represent interior life directly 
rather than symbolically. 

Lengthy scenes of a wom¬ 
an in bondage recreate the 
physical state of an S/M ses¬ 
sion — the limited view and 
the inactivity — but the accom¬ 
panying verbal descriptions 
(“Bondage makes me feel 
warm and secure”) don’t real¬ 
ly convey the psychological 
and spiritual states to which 
the interviewee alludes. 

Made in 1983 and 1984, 
“Bondage” appears to be a 
sketch for Treut’s first fea¬ 
ture, Seduction: The Cruel 
Woman, which was released in 
1985. 

Changing Gender 

Each interview in Female 
Misbehavior deals in one

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way or another with individu¬ 
als’ control over their bodies. 
Paglia takes a historical/cul¬ 
tural approach to the forma¬ 
tion of women’s sexual psy¬ 
ches, Sprinkle a pragmatic 
one toward the goal of easing 
repression, and the bondage 
aficionado explores the phys¬ 
ical expression of power rela¬ 
tions. 

Max Valerio (nee Anita), a 
female-to-male transsexual, 
closes Female Misbehavior 
with a down-to-earth recount¬ 
ing of his in-process switching 
of genders. As he makes 
clear, gender involves far 
more than physical attributes: 
he identified with “maleness” 
long before he sought a sex 
change. 

Our culture’s primitive un¬ 
derstanding of gender and 
sexuality (and its conflation of 
the two) leaves a person like 
Valerio in a quandary. As a 
young woman, he knew he 


feit iike a man. Because ne 
was attracted to women, he 
assumed he was a lesbian and 
had relationships with wom¬ 
en. 

Yet something still wasn’t 
right. “I’ve always been at¬ 
tracted to women who are at¬ 
tracted to male energy,” he 
says, a yearning that obvious¬ 
ly precludes lesbianism. Dur¬ 
ing his interview Valerio, 
whose views are not em¬ 
braced by everyone in the 
transgender community here, 
outlines some of the differ¬ 
ences between gender and 
sexual orientation. As with 
“Bondage,” his sequence also 
offers a nuts-and-bolts descrip¬ 
tion of an often misunder¬ 
stood aspect of existence. 

At one point, Valerio 
frames his quest for control 
over gender in truly revolu¬ 
tionary terms: “Am I willing 
to give up everything I have 
in order to have everything I 
ever wanted?” 

This isn’t misbehaving, it’s 
having the courage to follow 
one’s spirit in spite of severe 
pressure to conform. All the 
participants in Female Mis¬ 
behavior teach important 
lessons on this score — even 
the stifled Doc Paglia. ▼

Theatrical Family 
Values Life

R ames Raitt spends a 
lot of time working 
out, but when he 
turns heads (both 
male and female), it is not just 
because of his good looks but 
because of the warmth of his 
personality. He is charming, 
friendly, and considerate. I 
had the pleasure of working 
with him in New York for 
two years. 

Next week he will be in 
San Francisco for the opening 
of the umpteenth company of 
the smash off-Broadway hit 
Forever Plaid. 

Written, directed, and 
choreographed by Stuart 
Ross with musical continuity, 
arrangements, and musical su¬ 
pervision by Raitt (a cousin of 
John and Bonnie), Forever 
Plaid is the fantastical post¬ 
mortem performance of a 
four-part male singing group 
which met an untimely death 
in 1964. Applying a ’90s twist 
to the current ’50s nostalgia, 
the show opens at the Alcazar 
Theatre on May 19. I caught 


up with Raitt at home in New 
York on a recent Sunday 
morning where he talked by 
phone about the success of 
the show. 

After a three-year develop¬ 
ment period, Ross and Raitt 
were spurred into action by a 
potential rival production. 
Raitt called four terrific ac¬ 
tors who volunteered immedi¬ 
ately, and they rehearsed in 
their living rooms before 
showcasing the show at Steve 
McGraw’s. 

“Everybody worked for 
free for about six months, and 
all of the original money was 
donated to Broadway Cares, a 
New York AIDS Organiza¬ 
tion. In the course of the six 
months, the show really took 
off and became a big hit. Peo¬ 
ple just loved it.” 

Afraid of Failure 

The production took so 
long to be done because, “We 
were afraid of failure,” says 
Raitt. Quite an ironic state¬ 
ment considering the national 
success of the show which has 
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not only been running in 
New York since the spring of 
1990, but has had successful 
productions in Boston, Min¬ 
neapolis, San Diego, Denver, 
Houston, Lake Tahoe, Atlanta 
and other towns. The Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., company played 
the Bush White House three 
times. 

Performing for and meet¬ 
ing the “Family Values” pres¬ 
ident did not faze Raitt at all, 
who has his own view of 
Family Values. 

“Family,” he explains, “is 
whatever you choose it to be. 
I really think it is a mis¬ 
nomer, and the problem is in 
the word ‘family.’ I’m talking 
about moral value, moral be¬ 
ing just people being kind 
and nice and supportive of 
each other. My family right 
now is a very small group of 
my dog, Prunes, and to an ex¬ 
tent, my lover who passed 
away. These are the people I 
trust and care for — that’s a 
family. 

“In the ’60s I took a lot of 
drugs; in the 70s I had sex 
with anyone I wanted to; in 
the ’80s I watched a lot of my 
friends die; and I find myself 
in the ’90s, after looking back 
at my life, having a really 
high system of morals, of hon¬ 
esty integrity and charity. It 
was the way I was raised in 
the ’50s.” 

Raitt attributes the success 
of Forever Plaid to these val¬ 
ues, which have been finely 
crafted into the show. 

“Initially it was a show 
about a boy group singing, 
but because of the nature of 
what I was going through as 
the primary caregiver of 
someone who was dying and 
because of the sweetness of 


Performing 
for and 
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the original cast, there devel¬ 
oped a subtext about the 
show that wasn’t about the 
music. That there was a value 
system, a sense of decency 
and kindness and caring that 
we haven’t seen in this coun¬ 
try since the ’50s.” 

Raitt’s lover of seven years 
died from AIDS in May 1991. 
All I did was Forever Plaid 
and take care of David,” Raitt 
explains. “I used to go back- 
stage after a horrendous day 
with doctors, I Vs, the hospi¬ 
tal, and I would walk into the 
dressing room and Guy Stro- 
man (the original Frankie) 
would grab my arm and say, 
‘It’s all right. You’re safe 
now.’ 

“That original cast imper¬ 
sonated itself. They cared for 
each other on stage and off. It 
was a safe place. Building all 
these other companies of the 
show, it is so gratifying to 
teach and talk to them about 
these values.” 

Case for Optimism 

As far as his own health is 
concerned, Raitt remains sol¬ 
id and optimistic. Even

though he admits that more 
actors have performed in 
Forever Plaid than he has T- 
cells, he declares: 

“I am a person with AIDS, 
but I am completely asymp¬ 
tomatic. I haven’t lost any 
weight. I simply don’t have 
the time to get sick. I’ve 
learned an awful lot of tricks 
on staying alive and healthy, 
using mostly herbs and holis¬ 
tic approaches.” 

And Raitt is busy. He is 
writing vocal arrangements 
and orchestrations for Elegies 
for Angels, Punlcs and Rag¬ 
ing Queens, a new musical 
about the AIDS Quilt to open 
in London in June. He is set 
as the musical director of a 
Broadway revival of Damn 
Yankees starring Bibi 
Neuwirth and has at least two 
more companies of Forever 
Plaid to open. 

‘Forever Plaid really ex¬ 
presses the way the gay 
movement is going now,” 
Raitt concludes. “It has a lot 
to do with the whole AIDS 
thing and has to do with why 
people are caring for each 
other, giving each other sup¬ 
port and having a value 
system. When the audience 
leaves, that’s what has affected 
them.” ▼

Albert Evans has sup¬ 
plied music for six songs and 
several choreographed musi¬ 
cal numbers, but in overall 
construction, Pageant is pret¬ 
ty standard material. 

For all of its accurately 
cheesy touches, its faux glam¬ 
or and its powerhouse cast, 
Pageant is really a one-joke 


show. The idea of a drag 
beauty contest is an inspired 
one, but the idea is better in 
theory than in reality. A beau¬ 
ty contest is already a parody 
of itself, so what’s the point of 
parodying a parody? 

By the end of the evening, 
when audience judges have 
selected the evening’s Miss 
Glamouresse, the point be¬ 
comes clear: to show off the 
tremendous talent of the cast 
and to give audiences the 
treat of enjoying an entertain¬ 
ing drag show without revert¬ 
ing to a single Bette Davis im¬ 
pression or show tune. As 
beauty pageant aficionados 
know, a pageant in which 
there are no dogs (it’s a tech¬ 
nical term) is rare. This is just 
such a pageant. 

Justin Bond as Miss Great 
Plains, Bonnie Louise Cutlet, 
scores with his earthy plain 
Jane, especially in the talent 
competition when he wins the 
audience over with a recita¬ 
tion entitled “I Am the Land.” 
Brian Beacock as Miss Bible 
Belt is letter perfect as the 
corporate Bible thumper. A 
Tammy-Faye Bakker in wait¬ 
ing, Ruth Ann Ruth works 
the Lord into her beauty 
regime and her fashion (her 
evening gown has the Chris¬ 
tian fish symbol embroidered 
in rhinestones!). For her talent 
number, Ruth Ann performs 
the inspirational “I’m Bankin’ 
On Jesus.” Beacock doesn’t 
miss a beat conveying the 
hokey sincerity or ruthless 
ambition of this God-lovin’ 
glamour gal.

It’s 
a politically incorrect under¬ 
dog role that Herrera handles 
with great aplomb. 

Herrera, along with David 
Klatt as dippy, day-glo-be- 
decked Karma Quinn, Miss 
West Coast, has the dubious 
honor of being one of the 
girls not meant to win. With¬ 
in the Pageant construct, 
there are two girls who are 
not meant to win: Miss West 


Coast and Miss Industrial 
Northeast. Then there are 
two potential, but not proba¬ 
ble, winners in Miss Bible 
Belt and Miss Great Plains. 
That leaves two stars who are 
given every chance to shine: 
Eric Ranelletti as Miss Deep 
South and Michael Cameron 
Benbrook as Miss Texas. 

Ranelletti’s Lurinda Som- 
merford, Miss Deep South, is 
radiant. Her poise, stage pres¬ 
ence and Dixie beauty consis¬ 
tently energize the show and 
lend an eerie authenticity to 
the proceedings. It was no 
surprise when Lurinda won 
the pageant on opening night. 
Her strongest competition 
comes from Benbrook as Miss 
Texas, Kitty Bob Ames. 

Benbrook’s formidable 
frame — wide, swiveling hips 
and broad shoulders — and his 
luminous visage take com¬ 
mand of the stage at every op¬ 
portunity. Kitty Bob com¬ 
mands attention and reeks 
self-confidence. There were 
boos from the audience when 
the judges turned on Kitty 
Bob, but Miss Texas’ loss 
gave Benbrook the opportuni¬ 
ty to generate laughs as the 
bitter loser who finishes the 
show with a litany of sneers 
and mocking gestures direct¬ 
ed toward the winner. 

Directed and chore¬ 
ographed by Tony Parise, 
who co-choreographed the 
original New York produc¬ 
tion, this Pageant has charm, 
poise and beauty to spare. ▼

their interactions are laced 
with both deep emotion and 
low comedy. 

Louis Landman has the 
thankless task of playing 
Miller, and he skillfully cre¬ 
ates a man of many dimen¬ 
sions, whose villainy at the 
end is understandable, if not 
forgivable. John Armond’s 
Captain is filled with fine 
touches, and powerful, but 
contained, emotions. Stan 
Grabowski is Scanlon, and he 
captures the essence of a char¬ 
acter whose main goal in life 
seems merely to go along. 

James Tyrone-Wallace II 
plays Billy Campbell, a black 
fire fighter who is the regular 


target of Miller’s pointed 
racism. Campbell is another 
pivotal character, who con¬ 
nects the black women of the 
restaurant with the men of 
the fire station, and who also 
belongs in neither world. 

Special praise must go to 
the designers: Callie Floor, 
costumes; Karl Rawicz, set; 
Greg Robinson, sound; and 
Novella Smith, lighting. 
Working with a severely lim¬ 
ited budget, they use their 
artistic imaginations to create 
not low-priced effects, but 
great effects at low prices. 
Ellen Sebastian directs with a 
sure hand, and a clarity of 
artistic vision, that is a plea¬ 
sure to see. 

I’ve been hearing from a 
lot of people who argue that 
any work should be support¬ 
ed, regardless of quality, if it 
comes out of the community 
— a position with which I can¬ 
not agree.

Burning Down 
the House

T he Roofs on Fire, b y 
Ellen Gavin, is as fine 
a play as I have seen 
in a long while. And 
the production at Teatro Mi¬ 
sion, directed by Ellen Sebas¬ 
tian, is extraordinary. I’m go¬ 
ing to give you lots of reasons 
why I am so unstinting in my 
praise, but you can save time 
by calling the box office and 
reserving a ticket. Yes, it’s 
that good. 

The Roofs on Fire is 
based loosely on Gavin’s ex¬ 
periences as one of the first 
female firefighters in San 
Diego. What that must have 
been like is captured in an ex¬ 
cruciating moment. Gaen 
Connolly arrives at Fire Sta¬ 
tion 5 to begin her first post¬ 
academy assignment. When 
Miller, a white boy with atti¬ 
tude for days, sees her, he 
complains to the Captain: “I 
thought this station would 
stay cunt free.” 

The Captain sympathizes 
with Miller; after all, he’s not 
happy about the influx of 
them (women, people of col¬ 
or, you know the drill), but 
with only a year to go until 
retirement he’s not about to 
rock the boat. 

Situated next door to the 
fire station is a lesbian restau¬ 
rant run by Demeter and 
Adeva, two delightful 


African-American dykes with 
some hard memories. Years 
before, the then all-white fire 
department delayed coming 
to a fire at Adeva’s home un¬ 
til it was too late for her baby 
sister to be saved. The Cap¬ 
tain’s nostalgia for the glory 
days of the all-white brother¬ 
hood clashes harshly with the 
terrible memories of the 
black women. Gaen’s roman¬ 
tic interest in Adeva compli¬ 
cates the picture, and the loy¬ 
alties of all the characters. 

No Mere Message Play 

But don’t think for a 
minute that this is merely a 
message play, or an issue 
play. Gavin weaves the 
threads of many tales, and 
she trusts the audience to find 
the points of intersection — to 
make the connections be¬ 
tween and among the stories. 

The writing is so fine. 
Gavin captures the subtle, 
and not so subtle, differences 
in language and rhythm that 
make each character unique 
and vibrantly alive. The plot 
is supported by the character 
studies; the characters are re¬ 
vealed by their responses to 
various plot machinations. 

As for the acting well, 
what a pleasure to see an en¬ 
semble of excellent actors, 
each worthy of a star turn. 
Robin Karfo is Gaen, a piv¬

A Cinematic Stroll Through 
Queer Watering Holes 

Bar Talk

M ovies are chock 
full of scenes set 
in bars, night¬ 
clubs, and sa¬ 
loons. Think Casablanca. O r 
The Graduate. Nashville. 
Star Wars. Bars can be an 
important element of a story 
(Cabaret for instance), but 
usually a screenwriter simply 
uses a bar as a new setting 
for dialogue. The thinking is 
something along the lines of, 
“Why not have a scene in a 
bar, they’ve talked long 
enough in the car.” 

But according to Daniel 
Mangin (B.A.R. film critic 
and film teacher at City Col¬ 
lege) bar scenes from films 
with gay characters — and 
there is almost always a bar 
scene — indicate more than a 
simple change of location. 
Bars are used to signify ho¬ 
mosexuality the way the Eif¬ 
fel Tower signifies Paris — it’s 
a shorthand way of saying 
“gay.” What that shorthand 
has meant to the movies and 
to gays is the subject of Bot¬ 
toms Up! Bar Hopping 
Queers of the Silver Screen, 
Mangin’s latest collection of 
film clips and commentary. 


Angst Agenda 

Using 50 international film 
scenes from a cross-section of 
genres, Mangin’s program ar¬ 
gues that — more often than 
not — filmmakers have used 
gay and lesbian bars to depict 
characters filled with anguish, 
ridiculous stereotypical be¬ 
havior, and sometimes vio¬ 
lence. 

Bottoms Up! opens with a 
great montage of clips includ¬ 
ing Some Of My Best Friends 
Are (1971), something of a 
cult classic set entirely in a 
New York gay bar. Despite 
the filmmaker’s best inten¬ 
tions, the bar becomes little 
more than a living museum 
of homosexual cliches. As a 
contrast, the clip is followed 
by John Waters’ hilariously 
grotesque bar scene satire 
from Desperate Living in 
which a lesbian places her 
breasts through two glory 
holes in a bar’s restroom as 


filmmakers 
put gay 
people in bars 
because it's 
one of the few 
places where 
they know we 
exist.

the finale to an unwelcome 
seduction attempt. 

Lesbian clips include the 
campy barroom brawl from 
1974’s Foxy Brown with 
Pam “I have a black belt in 
barstools” Grier and an at¬ 
tempted seduction in bikinis 
from a 1967 drive-in bomb 
called Suburban Roulette. I n 
an excerpt from John Sayle’s 
Lianna a group of happy hip¬ 
py lesbians rock out in a 
friendly women’s bar in a 
scene that, as Mangin notes, is 
set in the ’80s but has early 
’70s written all over it. The 
San Francisco disco scene 
from Basic Instinct is set in a 
time that hasn’t yet arrived 
and a place that never exist¬ 
ed. 

In real life, of course, bars 
are a meeting place, a place 
to come out, to hang with 
friends, to dance and hear 
music, play pool, seduce and 
be seduced, to feel connected. 
As some of the clips illustrate, 


particularly the show-closing 
ones from Asia (The Out¬ 
siders, Pantyhose Heroes), 
bar scenes aren’t always used 
to depict a collective closet 
full of insulting stereotypes. 

In Mangin’s previous pre¬ 
sentation, Psycho Killers and 
Twisted Sisters, the clips 
were selected because of the 
abhorrent, insanely irrational 
behavior of the gay charac¬ 
ters. The ugly, maddening na¬ 
ture of the images was a clear 
and present danger. But other 
than the setting, there isn’t a 
similarly strong connecting 
thread between the scenes in 
Bottoms Up!. 


Comic Touch 

With a comic’s crack tim¬ 
ing, Mangin sprinkles his pe¬ 
riodic introductions with gos¬ 
sip, personal stories and wise¬ 
cracks — all spoken in clear, 
well-coded gayese. It’s great 
fun to watch Mangin at work. 
The evening isn’t meant for a 
non-gay audience unfamiliar 
with the lies and truths about 
gay men and lesbians, partic¬ 
ularly our bar behavior. Man¬ 
gin makes little attempt to an¬ 
alyze the importance of bars 
and drinking in gay life, or 
why they are such an integral 
part of gay-themed movies. I 
assume that, because he’s 


preaching to the choir, he lets 
most of the clips speak for 
themselves. 

But what about the central 
idea, that movies use bars to 
say “gay”? While Bottoms 
Up! provides an entertaining 
evening of comedy and clips, 
without a broader discussion 
of bars and gayness, Mangin 
never takes the central idea 
beyond the obvious. Straight 
filmmakers put gay people in 
bars because it’s one of the 
few places where they know 
we exist. Gay filmmakers use 
bars because they’ve been, 
historically, a part of so many 
gay lives. 

Again, it isn’t the setting it¬ 
self that is offensive in so 
many gay related films but 
the action. In a key moment 
of Bottoms Up! Mangin dis¬ 
cusses a scene from the 1978 
TV-movie Sgt. Matlovich vs. 
U.S. Air Force. The scene 
shows a psychologist testify¬ 
ing at Matlovich’s trial. With 
overstated sympathy the doc¬ 
tor begins a description of 
gay life as the film cuts to a 
hesitant Matlovich nervously 
entering his first gay bar. 
Mangin uses the scene as an 
example of the movies’ mali¬ 
cious codification of the con¬ 
nection between bars and ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

But the fact that Mat¬ 
lovich’s trip to a gay bar is 
used as his introduction to ho¬ 
mosexuality isn’t the prob¬ 
lem. It has a ring of truth and 
a lot of us can relate to com¬ 
ing out in just that way. The 
problem is that we don’t get 
to see what a great time he 
has once he is inside. ▼

'Fille mal gardee' Closes SF Ballet Season 

Ode to Yellow

F or many ballet enthu¬ 
siasts, myself includ¬ 
ed, it is not always 
easy to like such a 
frothy and tender-hearted bal¬ 
let like La Fille mal gardee. 
Choreographed by the late 
Sir Frederick Ashton, Fille 
is rather British in its humor, 
very romantic, and, seeming¬ 
ly, not very relevant to our 
times. It’s the ballet that 
closed the 1993 San Francisco 


Ballet season and it is a dance 
I have come to cherish — in 
small doses. 

Fille has sometimes, and 
derisively, been called a 
“barnyard ballet” and the de¬ 
scription fits, because the sto¬ 
ry takes place in the country 
and concerns the antics of a 
sheltered, highly sexed 
farmer’s daughter. Unlike 
most full-length classical 
works, there are no ladies in 
tutus, no princes, no evil ma¬ 
gicians and no specter of

doom or larger cosmological 
significance. 

Fille is simply an artfully 
constructed comedy; a ballet 
that concerns itself with noth¬ 
ing more, or less, than the cel¬ 
ebration of romantic love. 
Contemporary audiences 
sometimes feel uncomfortable 
with Fille, I believe, because 
they have a hard time believ¬ 
ing there is any innocence left 
in the world — and because 
we’ve all been educated to be¬ 
lieve something serious is 
more profound than some¬ 
thing funny or lyrical. On 
both accounts, the cynics are 
wrong. 

Appreciating Genius 

I can say this with certain¬ 
ty, having been a former 
member of the Serious-Is-Best 
club. True, I still don’t care 
much for pastoral ballets, or 
for the first act of Giselle 
where the peasants do a lot of 
running around, or for that 
horrid genre of sentimental¬ 
ism known as “Americana” 
dance. But this doesn’t mean 
I can’t appreciate genius 
when it comes wrapped in a 
pretty, charming package. 
And it certainly doesn’t mean 
that great dancing isn’t possi¬ 
ble within an otherwise “su¬ 
perficial” context. 

First, the ballet. For me, 
part of Fille’s allure is its 
clever investigation of artifice 
and art — and the different 
ways in which they potential¬ 
ly converge or stand apart. 
Most notably, the artifice in¬ 
cludes a complicated ribbon 
dance for the youthful lovers, 
Lise (performed by Evelyn 
Cisneros May 6) and Colas 
(danced by Anthony Randaz¬ 
zo). 

Other devices, which be¬ 
come integral parts of dance 
variations or ensembles, in¬ 
clude the bottle dance (for Co¬ 


las on his way to the cornfield 
party), the handkerchief 
dance (for the illicit lovers), 
the harvest dance (amid bales 
of hay and with faux scythes 
in hand), the maypole dance 
(for everyone), the stick dance 
(for the corps boys) and the 
garland dance (where Lise 
turns en pointe, temporarily 
supported by a canopy of 
stretched ribbons). It’s clever 
and, yes, it can get to be a bit 
much. But I think there’s a 
deeper point to Ashton’s visu¬ 
al and theatrical gimmicks. 

In Fille, Ashton asks us 
to look beyond surface 
amusement to see what might 
truly be real. The ribbon 
dance is the ballet’s most 
striking moment of artifice, 
yet once the visual patterns 
are accomplished and once 
the fabric is put aside, Ashton 
creates difficult variations for 
the lovers where the ideas of 



pure dance and pure love 
unite. Similarly, this vision of 
artifice transformed into art 
repeats in the final, second 
act pas de deux where their 
are no ribbons or other dis¬ 
tractions, and no “show-off’ 
bravura steps. Instead, Ashton 
seems to say that fine danc¬ 
ing, and an honest heart, are 
what matter most. 

★ ★ ★ 

Excellent dancing requires 
superlative dancers and that 
is what SF Ballet now deliv¬ 
ers with such consistency 
these days. But Fille was es¬ 
pecially good this year, pro¬ 
viding an opportunity to ob¬ 
serve a ballerina at the peak 
of her career, and a young 
dancer who has finally 
emerged as a first-rate star. 
After what I’m told was no 
less than an ecstatic reception 
during the company’s March 
visit to New York City, I be¬ 
lieve it is now safe to say this 


has been a season of triumph 
for Anthony Randazzo. 

Indisputably the compa¬ 
ny’s leading man, Randazzo 
seems to have danced in near¬ 
ly everything this year. His 
performances have included a 
new partnership with Eliza¬ 
beth Loscavio in Nanna’s 
Lied, the potent pas de trois 
in the final movement of 
The End, the astringent ath¬ 
leticism of Balanchine’s Duo 
Concertant and, perhaps 
most memorably, the roman¬ 
tic enigma of Siegfried in 
Swan Lake. The only thing 
odd about Randazzo’s ascen¬ 
dancy has been the unwilling¬ 
ness (or is it discomfort?) of 
certain local critics to recog¬ 
nize the making of a star. 

Technique, Enthusiasm 

In Fille, and despite the 
comic context, Randazzo’s 
qualities as a danseur noble 
(the type of male dancer who 
defines the qualities of a bal¬ 
let “prince”) are given their 
full due. His classical tech¬ 
nique is both correct and nev¬ 
er forced or rigid; he captures 
the dramatic aspects of Colas’ 
character role with charm 
and natural wit; and he per¬ 
forms with a remarkable 
sense of enthusiasm, or ap¬ 
petite, for his dancing. 

It would also be unfair, 
even dishonest, not to men¬ 
tion that Randazzo in Fille 
does full justice to the cos¬ 
tume’s pale yellow tights. In 
this ballet, and others, his 
dancing routinely conveys a 
technically disciplined, yet 
personally softened, charge of 
sensual grace. Anthony Ran¬ 
dazzo is equally exciting and 
inspiring to watch. 

Admittedly, and in retro¬ 
spect, the other pleasures of 
Fille mal gardee begin to fade 
in the presence of those 
yellow tights. But I am al¬ 
ways amused by the concen¬ 
trated determination of the 
pecking Cockerel (danced by 
Eric Hoisington) and his 
harem of Hens. Also, British 
choreographer David Bint- 
ley’s return as the Widow Si¬ 
mone was, for me, even more 
funny than last year’s perfor¬ 
mance. Perhaps this was be¬ 
cause Bintley acts so well, 
pulling out all the stops in the 
comic mime’s trade, and nev¬ 
er once simply pretending 
he’s a guy dressed up in drag.

And now there’s Lulu gracing 
the cover of England’s Gay 
Times. 

Lulu first became a star in 
England when her raspy, hy¬ 
per version of “Shout” hit in 
1964. She was Scottish, petite 
and 15 years old. Americans 
warmed to her 1967 single 
“To Sir With Love.” Over the 
past 30 years — a remarkable 
career by any standards — she 
has worked with a variety of 
record producers (Mickie 
Most, Jerry Wexler, David 
Bowie) and in different medi¬ 
ums (records, television,

films), staying in the limelight 
and doing her best to keep 
current. 

Independence, Lulu’s first 
album in over ten years, is re¬ 
freshingly modern. Utilizing a 
pool of producers including 
Barry Gibb, Ian Green and 
Nick Martinelli, this album 
has a slick, contemporary 
R&B sheen made up of syn¬ 
thesizers, drum machines and 
backing singers. Luscious 
tracks such as “Restless 
Moods” and a cover of Cham¬ 
paign’s “How About Us” un¬ 
furl like satin, but it’s the title 
track that stands out.

No Escape 

Chautauqua

I magine being trapped 
on an overseas flight in 
the seat next to a person 
whose lover has just de¬ 
cided to pull the plug on the 
relationship. Imagine eight 
non-stop hours of whining, of 
not getting why the lover left, 
of insisting that you hear the 
history of the relationship 
from day one to the present. 
And if you’re afraid that you 
won’t have that experience 
soon, then pick up a copy of 
Chautauqua and have it by 
proxy. 

On my list of things that I 
do not understand — indeed, 
at the very top of that list — is 
why on earth Naiad pub¬ 
lished this dreary attempt at 
fiction writing. Catherine En¬ 
nis is a good writer, and that 



makes Chautauqua even 
more puzzling. 

Bernie and Vi are having 
the eight-year relationship 


blues, or at least Vi is. Bernie 
is blissfully living the (closet¬ 
ed) lesbian dream, unaware 
that trouble is on the horizon. 
And when trouble comes, it 
comes in an oddly annoying 
telephone conversation in 
which Vi lets Bernie know 
that she’s on the verge of 
leaving. 

Oh yeah, and there’s a 
cholera epidemic in bayou 
country, and Bernie has to 
teach a summer class in said 
bayou country, and gorgeous 
women are hitting on Bernie 
something fierce, and some¬ 
body has AIDS (and cholera — 
I call that harsh), and some¬ 
body dies, and all of that is 
layered with technical terms 
like “standard quadrapole 
mass spectroscopy versus ion 
trap technology” and more 
details about the symptoms of 
cholera than I really needed 
to know. 

The plot is trouble enough; 
the characterizations are even 
less interesting. The use of 
first-person narration (first- 
person whine, actually) means 
there is no escape from our 
heroine’s tedious point of 
view. Chautauqua is more 
than a bit of a bore, and Ms. 
Ennis ought to consider a 
summer writing course at the 
Chautauqua of her choice. ▼ 


pipes, tells off her lover from 
what is perceived as a mascu¬ 
line point of view: she is tak¬ 
ing action, and she wants to 
do her own thing.

I knew this album was in 
deep trouble when I skipped 
to the cover version of Dusty 
Springfield’s “I Can’t Make It 
Alone.” Apparently posessed 
by Satan, former Lone Justice 
front person Maria McKee 
has turned one of the most 
beautiful, affecting ballads 
ever recorded into a jaunty 
mid-tempo knee slapper. 
This, like most of the tracks 
on “You Gotta Sin to Get 
Saved,” McKee’s second solo 
album, doesn’t work. 

McKee has an astonishing 
voice — part Janis Joplin, part 
Dolly Parton — a real howler 
capable of conveying the 
most subtle nuances of emo¬ 
tion. So it’s a shame that the 
material here doesn’t live up 
to her capabilities. “The Way 
Young Lovers Do” is a messy 
jumble of horns, piano and 
guitar that can’t decide if it’s 
a waltz or a jazz improvisa¬ 
tion. “I’m Gonna Soothe You” 
wavers between the Rolling 
Stones’ “Beast of Burden” and 
Aretha Franklin’s Atlantic

recordings. 

Only “Only Once,” straight¬ 
forward country and western, 
achieves what it means to. 
McKee needs to focus, prefer¬ 
ably not on the Southern-ish 
rock she’s so fond of.

for the Dublin AIDS Alliance. 
McKee’s best solo recording,

Do Me, Baby

Y ou’ve had it with 976 
numbers. Porn 
movies and maga¬ 
zines just don’t cut it 
anymore. The real thing is a 
bore — and too much trouble 
anyway. What to do. What to 
do. 

Just when the world seems 
on the dangerous brink of 
running out of new avenues 
for sexual stimulation along 
comes Private Erotica on CD 
or cassette, described by its 
creator as the world’s first 
“virtual sex.” 

“Virtual sex” is a play on 
the more familiar “virtual re¬ 
ality” — a ’90s buzzword for 
interactive technology that is 
meant to create the illusion of 
being transported to an artifi¬ 
cial world. 

Justify My Love 

Because virtual reality isn’t 


accessible to the masses—and 
reportedly isn’t all that con¬ 
vincing — producer Jeff Gold 
has cleverly borrowed the 
concept as a marketing tool. 
Using a “3-D” microphone 
that he developed and a spe¬ 
cial effects device called the 
Barnaby 2000, Gold recorded 
ten people (gay, lesbian, and 
straight) during various sexu¬ 
al experiences. 


Is Richard 
giving Wayne 
a blowjob or 
is that a pig 
rolling in 
mud? 




The sex cuts are framed 
by a generic techno-pop/disco 
tune by the appropriately 
named Tone Def. Delivered 
in a robotic whisper, “Cyber¬ 
sex” is a space-age rap/chant 
with lyrics that are sparse but 
exquisite. Here they are in 
their entirety: “people, a lot of 
people, are having sex.” That 
part of the package is at least 
true. 

So how does Private Erot¬ 
ica work? After you’ve lis¬ 
tened to “Cybersex,” mas¬ 
tered the lyrics and had a 
chance to dance a bit, it’s sug¬ 
gested that you put on head¬ 
phones to hear the sex stuff 
(playing it through the speak¬ 
ers could lead to a 911 call 
from some nosy neighbor). 
Through headphones, the 
sound is remarkably clear 
and almost eerily vivid — al¬ 
though its relationship to real¬ 
ity is about the same as that 
between a 3-D movie and life. 
It is also suggested that you 
close your eyes. 


The promotional material 
reveals that the participants 
are either masturbating or in¬ 
volved in fellatio, cunnilingus, 
or intercourse. But, except for 
the gay couples, they don’t 
talk. Without visuals or a nar¬ 
rator, it’s hard to be sure ex¬ 
actly what they’re doing. The 
sound, clear as a bell, cap¬ 
tures activity that is imprecise 
and disorienting. For a prod¬ 
uct that promises virtual real¬ 
ity, it requires an awful lot of 



fantasy on the part of the lis¬ 
tener. Rather than slipping 
into some sort of erotic 
netherworld I found myself 
playing a little virtual guess¬ 
ing game. 

The Question Man 

Is that a zipper going 
down? How much water is 
the woman in the bathtub us¬ 
ing to stimulate herself? (It 
sounds like Niagara Falls.) Is 
that a vibrator, or a plane fly¬ 
ing overhead? Is Richard giv¬ 


ing Wayne a blowjob or is 
that a pig rolling in mud? 
Hearing one of them repeat¬ 
edly gag (I assume), I began to 
fear for his safety. And all of 
them, from Laura to Richard 
and Wayne, breathe and gasp 
and pant as if their lives de¬ 
pended on it. The only thing 
real I could relate that to is 
my morning exercise pro¬ 
gram. 

Unless you’re blind (in 
which case the concept 
makes more sense), I wouldn’t 
spend $20 for Private Erotica. 
Its producers, in their search 
for commercial success, can 
always hope CD sex leads to 
a new Grammy category — 
one of those presented off 
camera like Best Polka 
Recording or Foreign Lan¬ 
guage Liner Notes. ▼

Video 


Hard and Hot

T he idea of watching 
another safe sex video 
is enough to put most 
gay men to sleep. The 
fundamentals of safe sex can 
be summed up in about 30 
seconds and are hardly the 
stuff of erotic fantasy, which 
is the only reason to watch a 
sex video in the first place — 
unless one has a fetish for re¬ 
ally bad acting. 

To their credit, the Ter¬ 
rence Higgins Trust, Britain’s 
leading AIDS service organi¬ 
zation and Basilisk Produc¬ 
tions, the producer of The 
Gay Man’s Guide to Safer 
Sex, acknowledged the obvi¬ 
ous when they made their 
video: “Erotic images of men 
are a common currency in a 
wide variety of gay male liter¬ 
ature and advertising. Given 
this, anything seen as too coy 
or sanitized will lack impact 
and be seen as dated, 
patronizing, uninteresting, or 
laughable.” 

To my surprise, The Gay 
Man’s Guide to Safer Sex 
was none of these things. It 
manages to state (over and 
over again) the basics of 
“safer sex” without boring its 
audience. The secret of its 
success is alarmingly simple: 
it’s not afraid of showing hard 
cocks and hot sex. 

The Gay Man’s Guide is a 
perfect example of how the 
medium becomes the mes¬ 
sage. Safe sex techniques are 


fused with a series of graphic 
images which charge those 
techniques with desire, as if 
they were an aspect of great 
sex instead of an interruption. 

"Being safe shouldn’t lack 
imagination,” claims one of 
the cute presenters, and the 
video proves its point in a se¬ 
ries of five erotic vignettes, 
ranging from the tact of “ne¬ 
gotiating limits” (including in¬ 
forming your partner that 
you’re HIV positive) to the el- 
ementals of butt fucking, wa¬ 
ter sports, and genitorture. As 
I said, the producers know 
their audience. 
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Most of the video, howev¬ 
er, is just great sex. The ac¬ 
tors are all studs, the dialogue 
is charming in a Brit way (the 
guys talk of “kissing a bloke” 
or “wanking off”), and the sex 
is real. At times the camera 
work is a bit evasive (no cum 
shots, etc.), but it’s never an¬ 
noying. 

One of the things that has 
always amused and fascinated 
me about gay culture is how

readily it reconciles practical 
wisdom with its rampant 
eroticism. At one point in this 
video, the narrator remarks, 
in the happy tone of one de¬ 
livering a helpful hint, “You 
may be worried about other 
body fluids — such as sweat, 
piss, shit, or tears, but don’t 
be. The level of virus in these 
is too low to be infectious.” 

Such is the genius of the 
moment: de Sade with a hap¬ 
py ending. ▼

Track World Loses A Winner

Earl R. Bryant, one of the 
most heralded sprinters on 
the San Francisco Track and 
Field Club, passed away on 
May 6, 1993. Besides his long¬ 
time association with the 
SFTFC, Bryant also served 
on the Apex Awards board of 
directors for the past three 
years. 

Bryant was recognized 
throughout his career with 
the track club and had a rep¬ 
utation as the “winning spirit” 
of the team. His incredible 
talent, speed, and determina¬ 
tion brought him immeasur¬ 
able rewards, including multi¬ 
ple gold medals at both the 


1986 and 1990 Gay Games, 
the 1987 Cable Car Award, 
and the 1991 Apex Award for 
Track and Field. In February 
of this year, he was inducted 
into the Apex Award’s Hall 
of Fame. 

A native of Denver, Col¬ 
orado, Bryant came to San 
Francisco in 1979 and joined 
the SFTFC in 1983, quickly 
helping the team earn its rep¬ 
utation as a sprint and relay 
powerhouse. Well known as 
one of team’s best 100 and 
200 meter runners, Bryant 
also holds the Club record in 
the 50 meter dash (at 6.1 sec¬ 
onds, a personal best mark he 
set in 1988 and matched again 
in 1990). He expanded his tal¬ 


ents to the 400 meters in 1988, 
earning a silver medal in this 
event at the 1990 Vancouver 
Gay Games. 

Shining Example 

A well-liked individual on 
and off the track, Bryant led 
by his example of hard work 
and dedication; the results 
were gold medals and person¬ 
al best marks. It seemed that 
if he set his mind to a task or 
goal, there was nothing he 
couldn’t achieve. While some 
see the end result of competi¬ 
tion as a production of win¬ 
ners or losers, Bryant viewed 
it as a means to test the limits 
of one’s abilities, and he en¬ 
couraged others to follow this

example of “quality” competi¬ 
tion. Rather than approach 
each race with an attitude of 
“who can I beat,” Bryant em¬ 


phasized “how much better 
and how much faster can I 
run?” 

While records are meant to 
be broken, and Bryant’s will 
surely someday be surpassed, 
his place in the record books 
of the SFTFC and on the 
Masters track and field circuit 
are firmly entrenched. His en¬ 
thusiasm, kindness, encour¬ 
agement, understanding, and 
inspiration will be hard to re¬ 
place. He will always be re¬ 
membered by those who 
trained with him and those 
who competed with him. 
While his influence will con¬ 
tinue to be felt, his presence 
is already missed. 

A service celebrating the 
life of Earl Bryant will be 
held on June 13 at 2 p.m. at 
the Neptune Society’s Colum¬ 
barium on Anza Street in San 
Francisco. ▼

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Humor that Humanizes 

Dancing on the Moon: Short Stories about AIDS 

by Jameson Currier; Viking, $20 

Monopolies of Loss 

by Adam Mars-Jones; Knopf, $21

B oth Dancing on the 
Moon and Monopo¬ 
lies of Loss are new 
collections of short 
stories that grapple with the 
realities of AIDS, but the 
range and variety between 
them belie any limitations of 
a single theme. As it happens, 
both Jameson Currier’s Moon 
and Adam Mars-Jones’ Mo¬ 
nopolies contain similar 
scenes in similar settings, hos¬ 
pital rooms and the apart¬ 
ments of friends disabled by 
disease. But the stories are 
otherwise wildly different. 
Partly this is due to national 
traits; American Currier’s nar¬ 
rative voice is straightfor¬ 
ward, stripped down, while 
the pleasures of British Mars- 
Jones’ collection are more lit¬ 
erary and more perverse. His 
stories are elegant composi¬ 
tions in the key of wry. 

The American first. The ti¬ 
tle story of Dancing on the 
Moon sets us down in An¬ 
drew Holleran territory, the 
Fire Island of the Pines, a 
“Crayola-blue sky” and bodies 
basting themselves in the^un. 
The gay urban world is revis¬ 
ited in “Reunions,” a funny 
extended anecdote about two 
ailing friends who wind up 
delirious in a cab touring Cen¬ 
tral Park. Currier also touch¬ 
es down in Ann Beattie’s sub¬ 
urban world for “Weekends” 
and does a very convincing 
adolescent, the precocious 
AIDS activist Kip, who can’t 
get arrested in “Civil Disobe¬ 
dience.” 

But he is best at capturing 
the shock which comes when 
someone close is stricken and 
the strength of friends who 
rise to the challenge. “The 
Absolute Worst” opens with 
Katie “kidnapping” the seri¬ 
ously ill Bryan from the hos¬ 
pital, a reckless act which ini¬ 
tially puzzles the reader. We 
discover that Katie’s motiva¬ 
tion is to reunite two termi¬ 
nally ill friends, that the 
bonds between the two gay 
men and one gay woman go 
deep. Currier’s skill as a sto¬ 
ryteller is his ability to depict 
the compassion of friends and 
caretakers in crisis without 
falling into sentimentality. 

Blurred Buttocks 

Monopolies of Loss also 
recounts the grim details of 
untimely deaths, but its sto¬ 
ries are leavened by a veddy 
British smart-ass sense of hu¬ 
mor. For example, conjectur¬ 
ing as to how a boyfriend was 
exposed to the virus living in 
New Zealand, “Bernard had 
an image of airline stewards 
as sheer vectors of sexual 
transmission, their buttocks a 
blur all the time they weren’t 
actually handing out soft 
drinks and headphones.” 

From the first story in 
which the narrator prefers the 
appellation “Slim” for his 
malady (as it is known in 
Africa) and calls his lesions 
“black currants,” we know 
Mars-Jones isn’t afraid to of¬ 
fend. He even portrays the 
anti-American sentiment — 
better put, the fear of Ameri¬ 
cans — which attended the ad¬ 
vent of AIDS overseas. When 
an American enters a London 
gay bar wearing a “FrontRun- 
ners NY” sweatshirt, “people 



shrank back visibly; in dress 
and in posture he was saying, 
‘Hi! I come from a town 
where people get very sick 
and no one knows how or 
why! Let’s talk!’ ” 

And for followers of the 
Bear mystique, Mars-Jones’ 
contribution to the move¬ 
ment, “Bears in Mourning,” 
finds a trick going home with 
a Bear, where he finds “the 
inevitable shelf of Padding- 
tons, Poohs and koalas, and a 
single Snoopy to show 
breadth of mind.” In this sto¬ 
ry the narrator remarks, 
“AIDS is like the weather. It 
doesn’t cause everything, but 
the things it doesn’t cause it 
causes the causes of.” When 
you work out the rococo syn¬ 
tax of that sentence, you find 
a kernel of truth in it. 

Mars-Jones is one of the 
very few writers (David B. 
Feinberg is another) who can 
find the humor in AZT. 
Faced with his first capsule of 
that poison, the narrator of 
“Remission” reads “what I 
took to be the word WED 
COME in tiny letters. I re¬ 
member thinking with real

fervour, Welcome yourself, 
before I saw that the L in the 
word was double.” 

Reading stories about sick 
or dying friends is not the 
easiest entertainment, espe¬ 
cially when one is already 
caught up in this relentless 
nightmare we call life in 
plague time. But these stories 
are gifts from their authors, 
even necessary gifts. They 
show us that we are not 
alone, they tell tales which in¬ 
tersect with our own, they hu¬ 
manize all of the science and 
gruesome statistics. They may 
even stir up recognition, or a 
chuckle of outraged humor.

Germ Warfare 

A Dancing Matrix 

by Robin Marantz Henig; Knopf, $23

W hen all the voices 
on AIDS are an¬ 
gry ones, be they 
the voices on the 
right calling it “God’s punish¬ 
ment” or the voices on the 
left calling it genocide, the 
best antidote for the plague of 
rhetoric is fact. A Dancing 
Matrix takes a scientific, ob¬ 
jective position — not only are 
sick people not “evil,” neither 
is the virus that infects them. 
The author of this book 
judges neither the pathogen 
nor the patient. 

This is not just a book 
about AIDS; it is an excellent 
primer on viruses, and it does 
not presume any previous ed¬ 
ucation in biology. Henig de¬ 
tails viruses’ composition, mu¬ 
tation, how they are intro¬ 
duced into humans, why their 
effects vary from person to 
person, and what scientists do 
to combat them. 

She also sticks up for na¬ 
ture, which some see malevo¬ 
lently generating new viruses 
to kill people, when in fact, 
humanity’s tampering with 
nature is what causes many 


new diseases. An assortment 
of viruses carried by animals 
deep in the tropical rain 
forests, harmless to them but 
fatal to us, were “discovered” 
and began killing people 
when humans flushed them 
out by obliterating the rain 
forest. 

But no such direct “blame” 
can be assigned to any partic¬ 
ular group for the spread of 
AIDS. In Africa, the advent of

global travel, tne promiscuity 
and prostitution that came 
with urbanization, and the in¬ 
troduction of Western needles 
(reused to save money) all 
contributed to the pandemic 
on that continent, which came 
about without any large pop¬ 
ulation of gay men living a 
“gay lifestyle.” 



'Carrier' Theory 

Henig highlights a theory 
built around the fact that 
some people can be “carriers” 
of a virus without getting 
sick. This theory suggests that 
HIV-1 (as opposed to the less 
harmful HIV-2) was carried 
by human hosts in Africa for 
years, even generations. The 
virus and its hosts had a 
“peaceful coexistence,” and 
the virus was not transmitted 
as far and wide as it has been 
in the last 20 years. 

The book also details infor¬ 
mation coming out of the 
mapping of the human 
genome (DNA). Sections of 
some people’s DNA are an 
exact match for the DNA of 


certain retroviruses (the name 
for viruses that rewrite your 
cells’ DNA to make them pro¬ 
duce more virus, a family that 
includes HIV), indicating that 
those people’s ancestors were 
exposed to those viruses and 
survived them. Thus, a per¬ 
son exposed to a virus identi¬ 
cal or highly similar to the 
one encoded in his DNA may 
not get sick, or not as sick as 
the person who does not have 
that encoding. In this manner, 
the body protects future gen¬ 
erations against that virus. 

Though Henig doesn’t 
make this leap, it can be ex¬ 
trapolated from the new 
DNA information that, if the 
“HIV carrier” theory is true, 
not only may some HIV-in¬ 
fected people be carriers who 
don’t get sick, but that if 
these infected, healthy people 
someday had children who 
were also infected but genet¬ 
ically “safe” from the effects 
of the virus, they might 
spread their inherited resis¬ 
tance to HIV through the hu¬ 
man gene pool. 

There are at least a hand¬ 
ful of people alive and asymp¬ 
tomatic who can date their se¬ 
roconversion back 12 years or 
more — do they carry some 
genetic material that spares 
them from developing AIDS? 
It’s more than wishful think¬ 
ing no matter what its special 
significance and emotional 
baggage in our lives, HIV is 


just another virus that has to 
conform to natural laws, 
which include laws written in 
our DNA to protect us. The 
idea of HIV-positive people 
deliberately having children 
appalls us today, but what if 
those infected, asymptomatic 
people are still alive in anoth¬ 
er ten, 20, 30 years? In scien¬ 
tific terms, HIV disease is still 
new, and as long as there is a 
percentage, no matter how 
small, of long-term infected 
people who haven’t gotten 
sick, it cannot be scientifically 
called a disease that is “al¬ 
ways fatal.” 

Despite her astonishing 
grasp of the subject, Henig’s 
knowledge is not encyclope¬ 
dic. Describing a possible link 
between cytomegalovirus 
(CMV) and some forms of 
heart disease, she says that 
this link isn’t likely to prompt 
funding into CMV research or 
vaccine development, since 
“CMV has not been associat¬ 
ed with any major acute dis¬ 
ease.” However, CMV retini¬ 
tis can cause blindness in peo¬ 
ple with HIV disease, and 
some HIV/CMV infected peo¬ 
ple have to choose between 
taking AZT or taking 
medicine for CMV — a hell of 
a choice to have to make be¬ 
tween treating one major 
acute disease and another. ▼ 


Despicable Duo 

Pagan Babies

M y guess is that any 
of you who at¬ 
tended Catholic 
school experi¬ 
enced a flood of memories at 
the sight of the title, Pagan 
Babies. For those of you not 
in the know, I’ll explain. 

Several times a year (it 
seemed weekly, but I don’t 
think it was quite that fre¬ 
quently), Sister Mary Perpet¬ 
ual Suffering of the Heart of 
Jesus (S’ter for short) would 
come into class with horror 
stories about pagan babies in 
far-off lands who were 
doomed to damnation be¬ 
cause there was not enough 




for that matter, the room. Col¬ 
lecting the most money was 
the sign of real holiness — and 
major brownie points with 
S’ter. 


Pagan Babies is the story 
of Janice and Clifford, who 
meet at Catholic school and 
become lovers and break up, 
then Clifford figures out he’s 
gay and Janice has abortions 
like crazy and they become 
friends again, etc. The two 
are easily the most unpleas¬ 
ant, unlikable, plain icky char¬ 
acters I’ve read about in a 
long time. And they aren’t the 
only repellent and odious 
characters in this grossly 
nasty novel. Janice and Clif¬ 
ford have vicious parents and 
loathsome friends, but they 
are particularly despicable to 
each other. Dysfunctional 


does not begin to delineate 
the hateful horrors of Janice 
and Clifford. 

The writing, drifting as it 
does from past to present to 
future with no discernible 
money to send missionaries 
to save them. We were given 
the blessed opportunity to col¬ 
lect money to save the pagan 
babies, to “adopt” them, to se¬ 
lect their new baptismal 
names, in short to do every¬ 
thing a missionary did except 
actually leave the country or, 
pattern or purpose, is quite 
terrible. The gay characters 
are evil, but no more so than 
the straight or the bisexual 
characters. The one peripher¬ 
al character who may be a 
dyke is dismissed by Janice as 
“a crazy repressed lesbian 
bitch.” There is no one in this 
novel about whom I cared a 


damn. These babies deserve 
to be thrown out with the 
bath water. ▼
